The debate is tiresome, and there is no 
hope of trumping the certainty, superiority, 
and smug condemnations of the Chronicle, 
South by Southwest, and me. Not only is there 
no hope; there is also precious little desire.

I believe. 

I believe in redemption. In particular, I 
believe in the redemptive powers of music 
and film. I celebrate the beauty and the power 
of culture, all culture - even, if not especially, 
popular culture. The critics and historians 
who believe that our culture has become 
hopelessly corrupted - that it is meaningless 


and without resonance, completely dwarfed 
by the shadow of the towering great works 
of the past - are not just lazy but scared. 
They hold on to great works - those of art, 
music, dance, theatre, film, fiction, and so 
on - as though they are umbrellas against a 
terrible storm. They revere and pray to them, 
witnessing them as truly, profoundly spiritual 
monuments that have survived the most hor- 
rible of floods. 

Culture is a way society talks to and makes 
sense of itself. Arguing that what once was 
vital is now enshrined, what was current is 
now timeless, what was of its day is now the 
be-all and end-all of great art is to trivialize 
culture and deprive it of its humanist power. 
It is an argument used primarily to define 
class in the most base of ways: “High culture” 
is the textured front lawns of the upper class- 
es, providing evidence that they are deserv- 
ing; “popular culture” is necessarily deemed 
polluted, as its vitality challenges, ignores, 
and contradicts their superiority. 

This is not about wealth; it’s about attitude. 
Loving great classical music and the outstand- 
ing novels of the past is often a deep and hon- 
est emotional reaction. I am not dismissing 
the beauty of past cultures. But too often, the 


allure is that these are known, mapped, and 
assessed intellectual and aesthetic territories. 
In considering the catalog of the past, one 
can know what is great and worthy: There is 
no need to plunge into modem culture, grap- 
pling with it hand to hand, often uncertain of 
either quality or meaning. 

The solid certainty of the past is much 
safer than dealing with the fluid and constant 
flow of popular culture. In taking our culture 
seriously, rather than dismissing it out of 
hand, one is swamped by wave after wave of 
often-tortured analyses, definitive comments, 
poetic observations, and immediate reac- 
tions. There is no map that lays this out, no 
clear passage - or perhaps no passage at all 

- through this maze. Rock, rap, blues, comic 
books, jazz, slam poetry, fanzines, surreal- 
istic depictions, distracted films that dance 
around any kind of linear meanings, graffiti 

- all are so much of the moment. The atmo- 
sphere is ever-evolving; it is often difficult 
to make sense of it or to quantify its social 
significance and cultural achievements. 

Not to argue, by any means, that every 
work in contemporary categories is inherently 
great or even good. It’s just that the calm 
of culture past makes for easy cataloging, 
though the process often neuters the danger, 
meaning, and power of it. In contrast, the 
torrential currents of modern popular cul- 
ture seem rude, crass, lost, and of the street, 
allowing no certainty as to quality. 

My life has been saved and my journey 
served by rock & roll. Not just once but again 
and again and again and again. The same 
has been true with comic books, movies, TV 
shows, and pulp fiction. 

I offer the above not as any position in a 
debate, nor in any way as a justification, but 
as simple, declarative statements.

Everything ( everything !) Nick Barbara, our 
extended community, and I tried to do just to 
make money failed - usually not only failed 
but did so spectacularly. The schemes were 
miserable to conceive, horrible to execute, 
and severely crippled when birthed. Not only 
did none of these projects make money, but 
almost all of them actually lost money - often 
substantial amounts - instead. 

I believe in capitalism but am personally 
one of the most inept, incompetent sales- 
men imaginable, boasting a series of pathetic 
and failed negotiations going back deep into 
my childhood. 

Surprisingly, on the other hand, most of 
what we did for love ended up making money. 
Probably not an example you would want to 
teach in a business class, but for us it worked. 

If I don’t believe in something, then I have 
no skill sets that allow me to do it. I realize 
this is not far from the core philosophy of 
most fascists, for whom personal conviction 
is the only navigational tool. But I work in 
the context of a collaborative effort, with 
a staff that does not hesitate to offer its 
thoughts, criticize mine, or even ignore them. 
Constantly, I question where we are going 
and what we are doing. 

The bottom line is that, every day, I 
approach work with excitement, I love what 
I do and the people with whom I work. 
Don’t worry or gloat over my mental health, 
nor worry about my well-being. I believe in 
what I do, and that liberates the soul. SXSW 
is my favorite time of the year because of 
the insane energy and the rippling barrage 
of films, music, media, and ideas. There is 
a holiness to vision and a sanctity about 
discussion. I have nothing against money, 
but that neither solely drives nor motivates 
me. It’s the power and the glory, the creativ- 
ity and the energy that comes from so many 
talents together. I believe in the glory of our 
real culture: That is what SXSW and the 
Chronicle celebrate, and that is why I love 
this week so much. ■

Re: Ted Ducote’s letter [above] posted online 
March 9 [“Postmarks”]: I am one of the devel- 
opers of Spring. When complete, Spring will 
increase the tax base by more than $1.5 million 
per year. This puts money into the city’s coffers 
without requiring a single new road, sewer line, 
police salary, library, park, or fire station. Spring, 
and projects like Spring, will keep your property 
taxes lower in the future. We are contributing 
more than a quarter million dollars to enhance 
Shoal Creek and to an affordable housing trust 
fund. We are building a beautiful colonnade 
and sidewalk on Third Street where currently 
no sidewalk or safe public access exists. The 
benefits of Spring are many. You are correct 
that the Austin American-Statesman consistently 
reported units in the $200,000 to $400,000 
range. You are incorrect in that nobody ever 
proposed anything lower than $200,000. If you 


take the time to come into our marketing center, 
you will find that indeed we have many residenc- 
es in the $200,000 to $400,000 price range. 
In fact, we have artificially lowered the price 
of some residences below their market value 
to get as close to the $200,000 goal as pos- 
sible. With incredible increases in construction 
costs over the last two years, $235,000 is the 
closest we could get.

Add Texas to the list of states that have pulled their 
contracts with Accenture for poor performance. The 
private firm’s nightmarish handling of enrolling needy 
Texans in state benefits programs has been a long- 
standing point of controversy since 2003, when legisla- 
tion backed by Gov. Rick Perry directed Health and 
Human Services to privatize some of its services. 

AISD withdrew its plan to split Kealing Middle School 
into magnet and neighborhood schools for accountabili- 
ty rankings - instead dividing only the administration 
and promising programs to address academic short- 
comings among neighborhood students.

If you can’t enjoy your regular quiet cup of coffee at 
Magnolia, there are even fewer places to park Downtown, 
and the streets seem full of slightly dazed, disoriented, 
happy tourists - you got it - it’s SXSW Festival time. 
Interactive zipped past, Film is more than halfway done, 
and Music starts tonight (Wednesday). 

On Monday, the Public Utility Commission charged TXU 
Corp. with manipulating the state wholesale energy mar- 
ket in 2005, costing consumers excess charges of as 
much as $70 million during peak power times. Accord- 
ing to a report by the PUC’s independent market moni- 
tor, the company withheld power from the grid during 
peak demand to inflate prices as many as 554 times.

As the temperature slowly rises, the city is asking lawn 
lovers to “wage war on weeds, not water.” Austinites 
run through 45,000 pounds of atrazine in tending their 
yards, but the popular weed killer is easily washed off 
into the city creeks and streams, where it can end up in 
our groundwater. According to the city, atrazine appears 
in 70% of monitored groundwater sites, and more than 
85% of samples from Barton Springs. To fight its 
spread, the city is encouraging gardeners and yard- 
guardians to “grow green,” fighting weeds by select 
spot-treating or just pulling them, old-school style. That 
and more environmentally friendly horticultural hints are 
available at www.growgreen.com.

Think of the 
Children! 

Health care no match 
for hot air

The 80th Texas Legislature is turning out to 
be the Session of the Child. 

First there was Gov. Perry’s abrupt announce- 
ment of an executive order mandating human 
papillomavirus vaccination for all sixth-grade 
girls, evoking an instant backlash at the Lege. 
Then came Jessica’s Law, the child-molester 
gargoyle carried by Rep. Debbie Riddle and 
Sen. Bob Deuell - neither exactly the bright- 
est bulb on the Capitol Christmas tree - that 
would allow the death penalty for certain quite 
rare but headline-grabbing sexual offenses. In 
short order, sucking all the air out of the dome, 
was the revelation that the 5,000 or so young 
inmates of the Texas Youth Commission are at 
considerable risk of physical or sexual assault, 
with virtually no legal recourse. Finally, wend- 
ing its way much more quietly and uncertainly 
through the legislative sausage-grinder is a 
potential expansion of the Children’s Health 
Insurance Program to cover more uninsured 
Texas children. 

Let’s take a guess. Which of these matters 
are likely to have the most effect on the largest 
number of Texas children? Accordingly, which 
is least likely to be considered most urgent by 
a majority of Texas lawmakers? 

If you guessed CHIP on both questions, it’s 
not your first rodeo. Thousands of children 
potentially eligible for subsidized health insur- 
ance under the CHIP and Medicaid programs 
have been rationed out of the programs by 
legislative regulation, which accomplishes two 
things: 1) lowers state health budget costs, so 
local taxpayers can instead pick up the higher 
costs of emergency care; 2) allows lawmakers 
to say they didn’t “cut” children’s health insur- 
ance; they just regulated access. Sounds so 
much more polite that way. The current prog- 
nosis is that the somewhat liberalized CHIP 
regulations, which passed out of a House com- 
mittee last week, will hit harder sledding on the 
floor and in the Senate - where Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst and Finance chair Sen. Steve Ogden 
have already indicated their disapproval.

On the HPV front, it’s hard to guess what 
the governor had in mind when he announced 
his executive order mandating vaccinations, 
without so much as a preparatory commission 
study or interim committee. Plenty of observers 
have pointed to campaign contributions from 
Merck (maker of the vaccine) as the efficient 
motive, but if I were a Merck lobbyist, I’d be 
demanding my money back. How did Perry 
expect to ram this past the notoriously reac-

tionary Texas Legislature with no prepara- 
tion, no lead-up, no politicking, no back- 
room arm-twisting? It’s as though he knew 
the proposal was doomed from the outset 
so he could grab a few headlines about his 
commitment to the health of Texas youth 
without any worries about actually finding 
the money (Oh, wait, we can privatize the 
lottery; it wouldn’t be prudent to pay for 
health care out of general revenues.) 

Jessica’s Law - more accurately, Bill 
O’Reilly’s Law, since the Fox chief blow- 
hard has long been leading the campaign 
for its nationwide enactment - has no such 
problems, since the child-molester lobby is 
a little thin on numbers, and it’s the sort 
of legislation that allows primo political 


grandstanding with little worry about actual 
consequences (which could be more harm- 
ful to victims than not) or even cost. A large 
majority of molestation cases are within 
families; is a victim going to be more eager 
to testify against Uncle Louie if he could get 
the needle? Even prosecutors, those knee- 
jerk liberals, worry that it will mean fewer 
rational plea bargains, because faced with 
25 years-to-life or death, more offenders 
will roll the dice and decide to face their 
accusers in court - i.e., those same children 
Riddle and Deuell claim they want to pro- 
tect. What do you expect from legislation by 
a talk-show demagogue? 

Nevertheless, we’re still going to be 
unprotected from the thousands ... hun- 
dreds ... OK, dozens of extreme sexual 
predators who mostly populate our TV cop 
melodramas - and who carefully consult 
the relevant penal codes before committing 
their heinous crimes. The FBI reports the 
national violent crime rate has declined 
26% since 1996, but you’d never know that 
from the grim hysteria pouring from our 
televisions and our politicians. 


On the other hand, nothing like a little 
sex to breathe life into a dormant news 
story. Stories of abuse at the Texas Youth 
Commission have circulated for years, 
although the charges mostly came from 
victims’ families, and they mostly con- 
cerned “physical” abuse of inmates - gen- 
erally treated with a shrug from officials 
and their constituents. Add sexual abuse 
to the mix, pull the story out of the shad- 
ows - thanks to The Dallas Morning News 
and The Texas Observer - and suddenly 
a longstanding crisis becomes visible. 
Maybe this will mean that something is 
finally done to help desperate youngsters 
who are otherwise on 
the mainline to state 
prison, where the 
whole cycle can repeat 
itself, with even less 
accountability for the 
officials responsible. 

Which returns us 
by degrees to CHIP, 
which at its high 
point (2003) insured 
more than 500,000 
children - primarily with federal funds 

- now down to 320,000 thanks to Lege 
“regulation.” Rather than address that 
growing gap, the state leadership is more 
concerned that sometime this spring, a 
federal court will finally enforce a consent 
decree the state signed in 1996 to expand 
federal Medicaid to the state’s poorest 
children. In shameless fashion, the state 
has been fighting its own word for 11 
years, and it’s likely that Judge William 
Wayne Justice will finally require the 
government to do what’s right. In case 
you’ve lost track, about 5 million Texans 

- the vast majority in families with work- 
ing parents - have no health insurance. 
About 1.4 million of those are children. 

Those are the numbers to remember the 
next time you see one of our state leaders 
droning on about “protecting the children.” 
When they’re ready to address the real, 
substantial problems of Texas children, 
and to find the money to do so, we can 
begin to take them at their word that they 
really give a damn about the state’s most 
vulnerable citizens. ■ 


With spring and ecological awareness in full 
flower at City Hall, it’s good to see that City 
Council Member Sheryl Cole is recycling - her 
jokes, that is. Corking an uncharacteristically 
short council meeting last week, Cole made a 
presentation on the benefits of building the 
long-delayed Waller Creek tunnel Downtown. 
Its construction would keep the creek’s flow at 
a constant 3 to 4 feet, creating a Riverwalk of 
sorts - yet another attraction for Downtown, 
pitched of late as the city’s communal space, 
our “living room,” as it were. Noting the com- 
monplace remark, Cole cracked that Downtown 
is different in that, while it’s for everyone, “I 
don’t let my kids anywhere near my living 
room.” That just happens to be the same 
punch line she landed on the Travis County 
Commissioners Court while making her Waller 
pitch there last month. At first, a little funny - 
on second reading, a bit suggestive of a Cole 
household obsession? 

Will the waterfront amphitheatre proposed 
for Waller come with plastic covers on the seats? 

We kid as a way of welcoming Cole to the 
spotlight. Unlike fellow class of 2006 Council 
Member Mike Martinez, who’s made waves 
on budget, labor issues, and more, Cole’s been 
more quiet in her pursuits. Her Waller work 
with Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley has 
been her most prominent project to date, and 
Cole’s emphasis on east-west considerations 
giving the project a humanizing dimension - 
perhaps the extra umph that’s been needed all 
along - has pushed it closer to realization. It 
wasn’t until Cole came aboard, Dunkerley said, 
“that I really got a vision of it in the breadth 
and depth that this project could be. I had 
always thought about it only as an economic 
development project.” Winding through 
Waterloo Park (where a pond feature is 
planned) and down by the Mexican American 
Cultural Center, Cole envisions it as a way to 
break down the interstate divide between 
Downtown and East Austin. Doing the same in 
a more immediate fashion is the planned 1-35 
makeover project, where the dark parking lot 
at Seventh Street is to be beautified by design- 
ers Cotera & Reed. Cole’s animated 
PowerPoint included 3-D computer modeling of 
the architects’ plans for the overpass, liltingly 
set to Billy Joel’s “River of Dreams”: “In the 
middle of the night/I go walking in my sleep.” 


Given B.J.’s predilection for partying, it’s a 
shame they didn’t animate a CG Piano Man, 
staggering to his car from Sixth Street. 

The tunnel project would also pull a million 
square feet of Downtown out of the floodplain 
along the creek, in principle opening up mil- 
lions of dollars in new developable land and 
tax revenue. That’s how the city plans to pay 
for the thing, with tax increment financing, 
wherein the new property tax generated by the 
project is dedicated to pay for it - a plan pre- 
viously stymied by Commissioners Court’s 
reluctance to get involved. In its first joint 
project of this magnitude, the city will dedi- 
cate all the extra TIF cash to the tunnel’s 
$123.7 million budget, along with the $25 mil- 
lion in bond dollars approved for it back in 
1998 (plus a million or 2 in interest); the 
county, whose revenues will likewise go up, 
will pitch in half of the extra scratch for 20 
years, after which the city is responsible for 
the rest of the cost. The county’s participation 
in the TIF will likely be finalized later this 
month, with the city raring to go. 

BLACK'S ABACUS 

Maybe it’s spring fever, but council’s scant 
agenda mainly touched on (comparatively) sexi- 
er, more exciting measures - like becoming an 
official co-sponsor of South by Southwest. As 
of press time, no word on which city official’s 
testicles will be used to tabulate the Festival’s 
fee waivers. (And start blog-carping ... now.) 
Even the controversies before council were 
excited and spirited. The Mexican American 
Cultural Center surfaced early in the meeting; 
to the chagrin of several speakers, it wasn’t 
part of the $170 million in bond projects get- 
ting the green light that day. Martha Cotera, 
vice chair of the Mexican American Cultural 
Center Advisory Board, said if the MACC 
doesn’t get its $5 million ASAR the first phase 
of construction at the long-delayed center can- 
not be completed. The problem is very few 
speakers seemed to agree with council as to 
what exactly is entailed in phase one - a confu- 
sion apparently arising from the city drag-assing 
the project during the economic downturn, 
which led to rising construction costs and, in 
turn, a further scaled-back phase one. 
Ultimately, council released half a million to fin- 
ish the current design. Ay! 


The FBI reports the national violent 
crime rate has declined 26% since 
1996, but you'd never know that from 
the grim hysteria pouring from our 
televisions and our politicians. 
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The audience at the MBE/WBE and Small Business Advisory Committee 

expressed serious concerns last week about contractors’ ability to dump 
subcontractors on various city jobs. A total of 447 times last year, prime 
contractors hired by the city chose to abandon and replace subcontractors. 
According to minority and small-business owners who addressed the commit- 
tee, abuse of the policy is rampant; prime contractors can say they’re going 
to use minority subcontractors but then dump them, often without notice, and 
sometimes for flimsy or unverified reasons. Stephen Elkins, interim director 
of the Department of Small and Minority Business Resources, admitted his 
department lacked the resources to review each subcontractor switch, saying 
it also needed to be a priority among the project managers in the city depart- 
ments with oversight of the various contracts. - Kimberly Reeves 

AISD may underwrite one of the three venues at the Long Center if the city 
agrees to the deal and the district can get voters to pass another $10 million 
in bonds for a districtwide performing-arts center next year. Voters already 
approved $8 million in bonds in 2004, with the district intending to get a big- 
name business to sign on for sponsoring rights. That never materialized, but 
Superintendent Pat Forgione is hopeful a 1,200-seat venue at the Long 
Center could be an attractive proposition to voters. - K.R. 

In other schools news, the district wants to hear what you think about its 
long-range plans. The Task Force on Strategic Plan Review has released a 
revised version of the strategic plan on the AISD Web site, with the changes 
highlighted. The revised plan has less emphasis on the Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills test, at least in some areas, and more attention paid to 
how well students are learning English. There’s also a greater emphasis on 
attracting bilingual and experienced teachers. You can download the revised 
plan, and offer comments, at www.austinisd.org.

Getting around town greenly just got a bit easier. Capital Metro has teamed 
with Google to roll out a handy public-transit trip planner - just in time for 
SXSW, which itself turned over a new green leaf this year, going carbon neu- 
tral among other eco-reforms. The planner, at www.google.com/transit, operates 
almost the same as Google Maps’ driving directions, but when you enter your 
starting point, destination, and desired arrival time, the planner checks Cap 
Metro bus schedules and provides you with the best route(s), nearest stop, 
precise walking instructions once you get off the bus, and detailed estimates 
of how much time each step will take. Perhaps the planner’s most enlighten- 
ing feature, however, is its ability to calculate your public-transit trip’s cost 
compared to driving. Google’s figure is based on a 44-cents-per-mile IRS oper- 
ating cost estimate and doesn’t account for tolls, parking fees, or excessive 
gas-guzzlers. Cap Metro trips cost 50 cents. - Daniel Mottola

For her 2005 New Yorker series “The Climate of Man” (now part of her book 
Field Notes From a Catastrophe), she traveled the world to see first-hand the 
devastation wrought on communities by global warming. Mayor Wynn will 
moderate the panel, which begins with a 45-minute discussion and ends with 
a 30-minute audience Q&A. - Nora Ankrum 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Although no court ever considered the cumulative effect of prosecutorial mis- 
conduct on the capital conviction of Joseph Nichols - including that prose- 
cutors completely changed their theory of how the crime occurred in order to 
obtain a death sentence and evidence that prosecutors misled the defense 
about the real name and actual location of an eyewitness - the Texas Board 
of Pardons and Paroles denied Nichols’ bid for clemency, clearing the way for 
his execution by lethal injection on March 7. Nichols was killed for his role in 
the 1980 murder of 64-year-old delicatessen employee Claude Shaffer in 
Houston. Nichols and Willie Ray Williams - who was executed in 1995 - 
attempted to rob the deli where Shaffer was working the counter. Williams 
was convicted and executed for firing the single bullet that killed Shaffer; 
when prosecutors failed to secure a conviction for Nichols using the law of 
parties - that even though Nichols did not fire the fatal bullet he was none- 
theless culpable as an accomplice - prosecutors retried him, successfully 
arguing that it was in fact Nichols that fired the fatal shot. (For more on this, 
see “Nichols Execution: Another Texas death row travesty,” March 1.)

Last week the Environmental Protection Agency added two new Texas 
sites to the National Priorities List of the Superfund program, both cases of 
groundwater contamination from unknown sources: The Bandera Road 
Ground Water Plume, located in the city of Leon Valley, northwest of San 
Antonio, and the East 67th Street Ground Water Plume in Ector County, north- 
west of Odessa. The Superfund program was initiated in 1980 to locate, 
investigate, and clean up the most polluted sites nationwide. When EPA plac- 
es a site on its National Priorities List, the site becomes eligible for federal 
cleanup funds. According to the EPA, five private water wells within the 
Edwards Aquifer near the Bandera Road site contain concentrations of tetra- 
chloroethene and trichloroethene, both neurotoxins and suspected carcino- 
gens, above EPA Safe Drinking Water Maximum Contaminant Levels. The con- 
tamination is spreading and potentially threatening eight other drinking wells, 
says the EPA, including two local city public water supply wells. Out in 
Odessa, elevated levels of the same two chemicals were detected in ground- 
water, in addition to the chemical irritant dichloroethene. Further testing 
showed that 31 private drinking-water wells contain contamination, the EPA 
said, eight of which had concentrations above safety levels. For more info, 
see www.epa.gov/superfund.

It’s generally agreed that fecal matter in swimming areas and exhaust fumes 
from aging diesel machinery are both pretty undesirable elements. Fortun- 
ately for all who swim and breathe, help is on the way. Two Texas companies 
will each receive $70,000 contracts from the EPA’s Small Business 
Innovation Research program to develop solutions to these pollution 
problems. The program is designed to support small business and encour- 
age the translation of their innovative ideas into commercial products that 
address environmental problems. Operational Technologies Corp. of San 
Antonio will develop a sensor that can detect fecal matter in fresh and 
marine recreational waters and determine whether it’s safe for swimming. 
The second firm, Lynntech Inc. of College Station, is actually developing two 
products for the EPA. In addition to a diesel retrofit technology, which will 
reduce nitrogen oxide, carbon monoxide, and unburned hydrocarbon pollut- 
ants from older, off-road diesel vehicles such as bulldozers and other con- 
struction machines, Lynntech is also developing a dry powder formulation 
that can destroy chemical warfare agents and inactive viruses and kill vege- 
tative organisms and bacteria spores. - D.M. 

Last but not least, Captain America is dead. In the latest issue of the long- 
running Marvel comic, the hero in the red, white, and blue is murdered. It 
was not a shock to anyone, however. The Sentinel of Liberty, who stood for 
the best of America, had become disenchanted with what his nation had 
become. His disenchantment began when he visited Guantanamo Bay and 
was asked to serve on a military commission. It culminated with the icon tak- 
ing on the entire U.S. government over a law that looks suspiciously like the 
PATRIOT Act - and losing. Arrested and gunned down on the steps of a court- 
house, the man born of the hope of the greatest generation was shot three 
times in the belly.

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TDCJ Negligence Alleged 

'No one dies of an asthma attack' 

It was shortly before 1pm on Aug. 1, 2004, when Micah 
“Mike” Burrell realized he was having an asthma attack. 
Burrell was alone without an inhaler inside his segregated 
prison cell in the Texas Department of Criminal Justice’s 
McConnell Unit in Beeville, and he needed medical help. 

He called out to the inmates in neigh- 
boring cells - he needed to get to the 
prison infirmary as soon as possible. 

Minutes went by before a guard showed 
up. By then Burrell was already doubled 
over in his cell, gasping for air, but 
instead of rushing the 24-year-old 
inmate for help, the guard left Burrell 
there. Forty minutes later, Burrell was 
still lying in his cell struggling for breath, 
even though six guards and a prison 
nurse were now there. 

Still, they didn’t do anything to help. 

Instead, says Scott Medlock, prisoner- 
rights attorney for the Texas Civil Rights 
Project, the guards stood, staring at 
Burrell and cracking jokes, mocking him 
and accusing him of “faking” the attack. 

“That’s not what asthma looks like,” one 
allegedly said, and the nurse weighed in, 
telling the group that “no one dies of an asthma attack.” 

Unfortunately, she was wrong. After suffering on the floor for 
more than an hour - with guards and a nurse watching the 
whole time - Burrell was taken out of his cell, to a local hospi- 
tal, where he was pronounced dead. Burrell was just weeks 
shy of his 25th birthday, and in several months he would have 
been eligible for parole. 


At a press conference March 8, Medlock said that after 
more than a year of legal wrangling, Gov. Rick Perry had 
finally signed off on a $140,000 settlement between TDCJ 
and Burrell’s family, closing a federal wrongful death suit the 
family brought in 2005. But while this case may be closed, 
Medlock said, the circumstances surrounding Burrell’s death 
are by no means unique. Since 2000, 16 inmates have died 
at the McConnell Unit - and each death, he said, was likely 
preventable. Instead, a failure to follow policy, and to provide 
adequate medical attention in a timely manner, was to blame 
in each death - including Burrell’s. 

According to TDCJ policy, asthmatics, for 
example, are never to be housed alone, a policy 
the McConnell Unit clearly violated - in large 
part, Medlock said, because then-Assistant 
Warden Eileen Kennedy, who was in charge of 
administrative segregation at the unit, admitted 
in court proceedings that she wasn’t even 
aware that policy existed. Further, prison offi- 
cials had repeatedly failed to provide Burrell 
with the $60 inhaler he needed - and that like- 
ly would have saved his life. 

“Nobody would deny that Mr. Burrell’s death 
was tragic,” said TDCJ spokeswoman Michelle 
Lyons. “But we would argue that the medical 
treatment provided by TDCJ is [well within that 
required by] the Constitution.” 

Still, Medlock said TDCJ negligence at the 
McConnell facility has been implicated in at 
least 16 other deaths - including six cases of 
death by hanging. In May 2003, 40-year-old inmate Darrel 
Wafer died of hyperthermia because a nurse and guards 
failed to pull him out of a shower after he collapsed there. 

The water temperature had climbed to 190 degrees - Wafer 
literally “cooked to death,” Medlock said. Indeed, Wafer’s body 
temperature at death was at least 107.9 (an accurate reading 
wasn’t possible since the thermometer topped out at 107.9). 


Medlock and fellow TCRP attorney Wayne Krause said the 
McConnell cases provide stark examples of the trouble with 
TDCJ’s medical care. Part of the problem is that information 
about prison health care isn’t readily accessible to either the 
public or to inmates, a fact noted by the Sunset Commission 
in its review of the agency last year. In part, the lack of data 
“makes it difficult for the public and policymakers to evaluate 
how well the system works,” reads the report. “Data related 
to quality assurance efforts, offender deaths and disease, 
and complaints and grievances can show the success or defi- 
ciency of the efforts undertaken to address offenders’ 
healthcare needs.” 

According to TDCJ policy, asthmatics are 
never to be housed alone, a policy the 
McConnell Unit clearly violated - in large 
part because the assistant warden who 
was in charge, admitted in court 
proceedings that she wasn't 
even aware that policy existed. 

In an attempt to begin addressing these concerns, state 
Rep. Sylvester Turner, D-Houston, filed on March 2 legisla- 
tion (HB 2356) calling for a state comptroller audit of the 
Correctional Managed Health Care Committee and all of its 
health-care provider contracts. In all, TCRP attorneys say that 
lawmakers must improve the system - one that is perilously 
close to being unconstitutional, Medlock says. Right now, says 
Krause, the problems are “systemic ... causing people to die, 
and [families] to grieve.” - Jordan Smith 
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A Kealing Compromise 

More than a month of heated debate over the future of 
Kealing Middle School ended in compromise last Thursday, 
when Austin Independent School District Superintendent Pat 
Forgione announced that the district will not formally split 
Kealing’s advanced-academic magnet program from the neigh- 
borhood school. Forgione told the school board in late January 
that he proposed to make the magnet a separate school with 
its own administration and Public Education Information 
Management System number - an indicator state and federal 
officials use for accountability. 

The proposal ignited a fierce debate among faculty and par- 
ents. Parents divided into camps, between members of 
Kealing’s vocal magnet-parent advisory group, or KMAG, who 
mostly supported the proposal, and parents of neighborhood 
students, who were mostly opposed. Responding to protests 
from parents and faculty and to two student-led walkouts, 
Forgione partially reversed his position. Fie announced the 
schools will not have separate PEIMS, but the district still 
plans to divide the administration responsibilities. “It’s a victo- 
ry for both sides of campus,” said magnet parent Kevin Cole, 
who had opposed the separation. 

The district will relieve embattled Kealing Principal Ron 
Gonzales of his authority for the magnet. While Gonzales 
will continue to be the principal over neighborhood students 
and faculty, the magnet’s director will now report to Jim 
Granada, the district’s director of advanced academic ser- 
vices. Gonzales’ removal from the magnet comes partially 
as a concession to KMAG parents, who clamored for him to 
be reassigned earlier this year. A survey of Kealing teach- 
ers revealed a majority of the faculty - especially magnet 
teachers - expressed disapproval of Gonzales’ manage- 
ment style. Teachers claimed he was too concerned with 
standardized test scores and not with providing students a 
quality education.

AISD board President Mark Williams said the administra- 
tion has confidence in Gonzales. “Sometimes change is diffi- 
cult, and you can rub people the wrong way. His style might 
not have been optimal for every parent and student.” But 
Gonzales has been successful in the past at raising test 


scores in low-performing schools such as 
Riley and Harris elementary schools. 

Cole said this debate has been an opportu- 
nity to clarify exactly what the district’s vision 
for middle-school education is. “It forced a 
discussion that’s important to the communi- 
ty,” Williams said. Several parents and teach- 
ers are pushing for an alternative to more 
separation - one outcome of the debate was 
a proposal drafted by Kealing teachers, which 
called for allowing neighborhood students 
greater access to the magnet school’s faculty 
and resources. 

PTA President Diane York said the general 
consensus among teachers is they want 
Kealing to return to the way it was years ago, 
when teachers taught both magnet and neigh- 
borhood students. There is high demand for 
a more rigorous curriculum and better elec- 
tive options, and neighborhood students 
shouldn’t be left out, York said. “What I don’t 
understand about AISD is they have 750 stu- 
dents applying for 300 slots. Why is AISD 
rationing that kind of rigor?” 

Now that the debate on splitting the 
schools is apparently over - or at least inter- 
rupted - the district can focus on more criti- 
cal issues, Williams said. “Hopefully we’ll 
have some patience and perseverance. Time 
is going to be important. This is a compro- 
mise for everyone,” Williams concluded. “No 
one got everything they wanted.” 

One Kealing student, Destiny Garza, who helped organize 
the student walkouts, said she’s glad the district is keeping 
the schools together. “It’s like the saying, ‘United we stand; 
divided we fall.”' - Justin Ward 
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Texas Youth Commission Trouble 


The scandal enveloping the Texas Youth 
Commission has only gotten worse in the last 
week. There’s been a torrent of revelations - 
including that the privately run Coke County 
Juvenile Justice Center hired a registered 
sex offender - and the arrest of the superinten- 
dent at Ayers halfway house in San Antonio 
for shredding files. Last Tuesday, in a shock 
move, law-enforcement officers took over all 21 
TYC facilities. But the Legislature is still work- 
ing on investigating the abuse, the alleged 
cover-up, and the future of the commission. 

Last Thursday, the TYC-busting Joint Select 
Committee on Operation and Manage- 
ment of the Texas Youth Commission met 
for the first time. It includes Rep. Sylvester 
Turner, D-Houston, and Sen. Juan Hinojosa, 
D-McAllen, two legislators who have pursued 
the commission most aggressively through 
other committees. It’s supposed to tackle all 
three of the big allegations - sexual and phys- 
ical abuse, gross financial mismanagement, 
and why serious charges about both were not 
investigated. It’ll also be making recommen- 
dations on how TYC can change its opera- 
tions and looking at how youth-corrections 
bodies in other states work. 

The committee’s first meeting had a clear 
message for the TYC board - get out. The 
board claimed that it didn’t know about the 
abuse and shouldn’t be held responsible. The 
committee didn’t agree. Midmeeting, it bluntly 
asked members to resign. When they refused, 
the committee passed a unanimous no-confi- 
dence vote. The board’s testimony stood in 


stark contrast with powerful evidence from 
Texas Ranger Brian Burzynski, whose origi- 
nal investigation first unearthed the abuse at 
the West Texas State School in Pyote. His 
evidence raised the question of why Attorney 
General Greg Abbott’s office had yet to get 
involved. The Lone Star Project, funded by 
the federal Lone Star Fund political action 
committee, is now alleging that Abbott’s staff 
moved the local DA from the abuse investiga- 
tion to prosecute a misdemeanor electoral 
violation instead. 

On Friday, committee member Sen. Chris 
Harris, R-Arlington, filed Senate Bill 1921, 

which would fire the entire board. And Rep. 
Valinda Bolton, D-Austin, filed House Bill 

3521, demanding that TYC establish a perma- 
nent Office of Inspector General. Beyond 
the Legislature, Gov. Rick Perry’s special mas- 
ter, Jay Kimbrough, is talking to former TYC 
inmates now serving in adult facilities, and 
State Auditor John Keel is examining financial 
records his office seized. Thomas Stickrath, 
director of Ohio’s Department of Youth 
Services, who cleaned up the department after 
a similar scandal in Ohio in 2004, has been 
called in by Perry to give advice. Not that 
Stickrath has a perfect record: In the first six 
months of 2006, there were still 10 staff-on- 
inmate assaults in the Ohio system. Even TYC 
itself has set up a 24-hour hotline (866/477- 
8354) for any allegations of sexual abuse. 

The joint committee has yet to schedule its 
next meeting, but it better get moving: Its ini- 
tial findings are due March 31. - Richard Whittaker 


Capital Metro Labor Update 

The future of Capital Metro’s labor force may be dramatically altered next week. On Monday, 
March 19, City Council Member Lee Leffingwell, who is also a Cap Metro board member, 
plans to present a resolution that could ultimately result in meet-and-confer negotiations for 
the bus company’s employees and end the outsourcing of Cap Metro jobs. In exchange, Cap 
Metro’s biggest union would have to abandon its right to strike. 

Labor relations at the transit authority have a long, tortured history. Amalgamated Transit 
Union 1091 was in place prior to Cap Metro’s creation in 1985, representing bus drivers, 
mechanics, and service technicians. State law prohibiting government agencies from bargaining 
with unions then collided with federal law preserving ATU’s right to negotiations. To resolve the 
impasse, Cap Metro created StarTran, a company in name only, answering to and staffed 
exclusively by employees of Cap Metro. The months-long standoff in contract negotiations 
between ATU and StarTran last year, including a brief strike, was exacerbated by the strange 
setup, with the union levying charges that Cap Metro management was interfering in StarTran 
negotiations - illegal but, under the arrangement in place, practically unavoidable. The heat 
between management and staff has barely cooled since. On Cap Metro’s new commuter-rail 
project, the agency sought to outsource rail operations to a contractor other than StarTran, 
and the union fought them every step of the way. The acrimony also bodes poorly for the next 
round of general-contract negotiations - coming soon, as the current contract is up in July of 
this year. 

Leffingwell, a member of the Air Line Pilots union back in his high-flying days, has drafted a 
resolution meeting both groups halfway. Seeking “a more direct and unified process in dealing 
with personnel providing services to Cap Metro,” the resolution seeks to make the contract 
employees work directly under the agency - and abolish StarTran. It would stop the outsourc- 
ing of rail jobs after a two-year “transition allowed for training,” and enter into a Memorandum 
of Understanding with ATU 1091. (The legal particulars of the arrangement would be ham- 
mered out by an outside labor expert.) But the MOU also requires that the union abandon its 
right to strike. 

The measure faces an uphill climb. It was vetted for three hours in private at the board’s last 
meeting, with “the consensus being that there was no consensus,” according to Leffingwell. 
Despite fellow Council Member Brewster McCracken’s support on the Cap Met board, the 
resolution needs six votes to pass; with Cap Metro President Fred Gilliam and Chairman Lee 
Walker bloodied in the battle with the union and county commissioners like Margaret Gomez 
historically squeamish on labor, a supermajority is less than certain. Bruised from negotiations, 
the union is also proceeding cautiously. But with “heat and mistrust” between labor and man- 
agement, Leffingwell hopes the resolution can help both parties start talks in good faith.

Sure as shootin’, another wager is in play at 
the Capitol to expand Texas’ gambling footprint 
beyond the boundaries of the lottery and church 
bingo operations. Do we hear an amen? Or 
was that a harrumph? Hard to tell. 

Moving right along, Sens. Rodney Ellis, D- 
Houston, and John Carona, R-Dallas, filed an 
all-inclusive bill (Senate Bill 1359) last week 
that aims to do the impossible - satisfy the state’s 
struggling horse-racing industry, the dog-racing busi- 
ness, and those swinging casino guys by letting them 
all have a go at legalized gambling. The bill would also 
reinstate gambling on Indian reservations of the Tigua, 
Alabama-Coushatta, and Kickapoo tribes. Should lawmak- 
ers approve what has heretofore been a lost cause, voters 
would be asked to decide the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment on the November ballot. 

In their announcement of the omnibus legislation last 
Thursday, Ellis and Carona presented their gaming proposal as 
a picture of economic vim and vigor, based on the findings of 
noted Texas economist Ray Perryman. 

The bill’s most promising feature is the creation of a schol- 
arship fund to help an estimated 240,000 qualified students 
gain access to community colleges and public universities. A 
full $1 billion per year from the gaming revenue would be dedi- 
cated to the college fund. According to Perryman, casino gam- 
bling alone would create 400,000 new jobs and pump as 
much as $4.5 billion into state and local coffers. 

“It’s time for Texas to reap the economic benefits and use 
that revenue to help Texas students go to college,” Ellis said. 
He and Carona both pointed out that they are not gambling 
men, while Carona even boasted, “I’ve never purchased a lot- 
tery ticket.” 

Big whoop, say opponents, which typically includes a biparti- 
san mix of Democrats, who don’t relish the idea of staking 
education funding and other services on gambling revenue, 
and churchgoing conservatives, who oppose gambling (with 
the exception of bingo) on moral grounds. The most outspo- 
ken opponents are the far-right Texas Eagle Forum and the 
not-as-far-right Christian Life Commission, the lobby arm of 
the Baptist General Convention of Texas. 

Notwithstanding the vocal opposition, Ellis said he intends 
to work with House members who have filed other types of 
gambling bills - one that would allow video-lottery terminals 
(slots, for short) at existing horse- and dog-racing tracks and

The bill would also reinstate gambling on Indian reservations 
of the Tigua, Alabama-Coushatta, and Kickapoo tribes. 


another that would permit gambling on federally recognized 
American Indian lands. The Ellis-Carona bill has those areas 
covered as well. 

The bill’s major proponents, who also hail from both sides 
of the aisle, acknowledge that its fate is as uncertain this 
session as it was in past sessions. The differences this time 
around are the all-encompassing reach of the proposal and 


former Austin Mayor Bruce Todd, took up the gambling 
cause several years ago, when the two were enlisted to lobby 
city leaders on the idea of turning the banks of Waller Creek 
into a Vegas-style destination spot. Their selling point was 
that casinos would provide a healthy shot in the arm for 
Downtown.

the relative stability of the state budget, which is still in the 
works. Also, casino heavyweights and race-track owners 
have historically tried to outdo the other to gain a competi- 
tive edge on the legislative front. Not to say that both sides 
are on friendlier terms this session, but the Ellis-Carona 
bill seeks a group-hug approach to help 
move the bill successfully 
through both chambers. 
The Texas Gaming 
Association, a lobby group 
of gambling muckety-mucks, 
has enlisted publicity assistance from local 
PR operative Elizabeth Christian to add a 
touch of lipstick to the plan. Unfortu- 
nately, the group’s Web site draws 
on the gambling success stories of 
Gu Ifport-Bi loxi , Miss., and 
Shreveport-Bossier City, La., claim- 
ing a near-immediate rise in 
retail and tax revenues once 
gambling operations were 
approved, as well as a 
decrease in the number of people enrolled 
in public-assistance programs. This would 
be a good time to point out that 
Mississippi and Louisiana rank a 
respective 49th and 50th in the 2006 
annual health report put out by the 
nonprofit United Health Foundation. 
The report attributes the two states’ 
health-care ills to high poverty rates 
and a large number of uninsured. 
(Texas shares those same characteris- 
tics, yet somehow we managed to mus- 
ter of a rank of 37 on the list.)

Energy Efficiency Awakening at Capitol 


Across the state, the ongoing war over vari- 
ous utilities’ plans to build new coal-fired 
power plants has led to a higher conscious- 
ness about how energy is generated and con- 
sumed. Now, with predictions that the state’s 
energy reserve margins will fall short by 
the 2008 summer peak season, many ques- 
tion whether new coal plants are a logical 
response, considering their disproportionate 
contributions to global warming, smog, ozone, 
and mercury pollution; that none could be 
operational before 2009; and, most of all, 
that new data continues to emerge in support 
of Texas’ ability to meet its growing energy 
needs by using electricity more efficiently and 
by better tapping our renewable resources. 
State legislators from both parties have 


responded by filing a bevy of bills to effect 
such changes. 

The latest report, by D.C. nonprofit the 
American Council for an Energy-Efficient 
Economy, commissioned by Environmental 
Defense, suggests that energy efficiency 
measures and renewable energy, combined 
with significantly expanded peak energy 
demand response systems, can meet 
107% of the state’s new peak-energy 
demand through 2013 - resulting in consum- 
er savings of up to 50% over energy from 
new coal plants. An example of what the 
report calls peak energy demand response 
systems are “smart” thermostats that can 
be cycled off momentarily by utilities so that 
everyone’s air conditioner isn’t running simul- 


taneously - a technology used by 55,000 
Austin Energy customers, which if expand- 
ed, can create 1,000 megawatts in energy 
savings by 2009, according to the report, 
equivalent to two normal-sized coal plants. In 
addition to energy efficiency, which can come 
from better weatherizing of homes and busi- 
nesses or using energy-frugal lighting and 
appliances, the report also calls for more on- 
site renewable energy generation. Mike 
Sloan, a local energy consultant and report 
co-author, said this could be achieved 
through small-scale wind turbines, by using 
agricultural waste as fuel, and, in urban set- 
tings like Austin, by installing large photovol- 
taic solar systems at commercial sites. 

Taking notice, state leaders have been hard 
at work filing legislation to whip Texas’ sloppy 
energy use practices into shape. Here are a 
few of the bills that coincide with the above 


efficiency strategies, encourage energy con- 
servation, or simply have greens feeling giddy: 
• House Bill 269 requires utilities to meet 
50% of new, annual electricity demand with 
efficiency measures (up from 10%). 

•Senate Bill 12, HB 999, and SB 445 
toughen the state’s building codes for homes, 
commercial buildings, and schools. 

•SB 12, HB 1122, and SB 489 establish 
appliance efficiency standards. 

•SB 12 also requires state agencies to save 
energy. 

•HB 2266 creates a statewide incentive fund 
for solar system installation. 

•HB 3693 is an omnibus bill covering all of 
the above. 

•SB 541 requires continued education for 
licensed architects to include energy-efficient 
design.

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Capitol View Corridor Debate Moves to Lege 


Rep. Mike Krusee, R-Round Rock, has 
stepped into the fray over the Capitol view 
corridors this session, filing a placeholder 
bill intended to take the view corridors out of 
state law and move them over to a stakehold- 
er committee for a more objective review. 

Among the local and state historical commu- 
nity, the view corridors are sacred, so sacred 
that they deserve to be embedded in state 
law. Preservation Texas put the view corri- 
dors on its list of most endangered places, 
writing that “the views are priceless and any 
modification to the view corridors would endan- 
ger a treasure that belongs to all Texans.” 

The fact that Krusee - already mired in the 
contentious toll-road debate - would pursue a 
new course on the Capitol view corridors is a 
rather bold move, one that could potentially 
throw the Williamson Co. lawmaker into the 
center of Austin-centric politics. Krusee insists 
he’s not throwing any curveballs and that he 
won’t move forward with any changes unless 
all the stakeholders involved support his bill. 

“We’re not changing the view corridors. 
We’re changing the process for deciding when 
and where and if we want to change them,” 
Krusee said. “I’m not defining what that pro- 
cess should be or who the players should be. 
Right now we have to go through the Legislat- 
ure, which is a very messy and sometimes 
unpredictable process, so the thought was to 
make this a more predictable process.” 

That doesn’t mean everybody in the historic 
community is greeting Krusee’s bill with open 
arms. The Heritage Society of Austin, for 
instance, still fears who will be 
doing the deciding on the view 
corridors. John Philip Donisi, 
chairman-elect of the Heritage 
Society, said he appreciated 
Krusee including the society in 
the working group on his bill, but 
the group still firmly believes that 
oversight of the view corridors 
belongs to the elected members 
of the Texas Legislature. 

“These protections belong 
with our elected officials - and 
should not be relegated to an 
agency unaccountable to the 
people of Texas. Bottom line, 
the corridors are better protect- 
ed in the hands of elected offi- 
cials deliberating in the light of 
day than they would be with 
anonymous agency personnel 
operating behind closed doors,” 
said Donisi, alluding to propos- 
als to turn the view-corridor 
review over to state agency offi- 
cials. “We also believe it is 
important for us to stand with 
the responsible developers who 
have played by the rules over 
the last 25 years. These devel- 
opers have respected the view 
corridors and their constraints, 
often at significant cost.” 

Krusee’s interest in the bill 
comes from two transportation- 
related issues: the desire to 
put low-rise affordable housing 
on top of the state-owned 
garages on San Jacinto if a 
Downtown streetcar system is 


implemented and a recognition that the view 
corridors would be altered significantly if the 
region ever depresses 1-35. Both would 
require significant alterations to the corridors. 
Already, City Council has asked the Down- 
town Commission to take another look at 
the corridors. Commission members will meet 
again this week to review their findings, 
although no one appears eager yet to amend 
the 35 city and state view corridors. 

Still, there’s nothing sacred - or even espe- 
cially logical - about some of the view corri- 
dors, which were set out by a city committee 
back in 1982, based on committee members’ 
own subjective opinions of the best views of 
the Texas Capitol from places like the back 
patio of the LBJ Library on the UT campus, 
the porch of the French Legation, or the 
shoreline of local parks. Mayor Will Wynn is 
open to the idea of possibly amending the 
corridors, saying he’d support a discussion of 
the issue. As a young architecture student, 
Wynn watched the “pros” and “cons” of the 
view corridors being determined back in 
1982. “There are clearly view corridors that I 
certainly hold as sacred, but I also think there 
are some that we should at least analyze and 
see if there’s room for amendments,” said 
Wynn, who added that he certainly supports 
the idea that decisions on the corridors - 
which impact Austin so directly - be made 
much closer to the city. “I’m a local control 
advocate,” he said, “so I would like for this to 
be as local an issue as possible.”

Texans like to think they speak their own language, but an Arlington 
House member wants to mess with our culture and have English - 
not Texan, not Spanish, not Azerbaijani - declared the official lan- 
guage of Texas. Republican Rep. Bill Zedler last week filed House 
Joint Resolution 83, which would ask voters to approve a constitu- 
tional amendment prohibiting government representatives from tak- 
ing “official action that ignores, harms, or diminishes the role of 
English as the official state language.” The law would also “protect 
the rights” of people who use or attempt to use English in public 
or private communication. For example, when President Bush tries 
his hand at English and comes out with something like, “Is our 
children learning?” just let it go, OK? Texas is one of a few states 
with English-related legislation pending this year. Arizona voters 
passed such a law last year, by a whopping 74% margin. According 
to an English-only watchdog group, U.S. English Inc., 28 states 
have made English the official language - Amy Smith 

A proposed Darfur divestment bill is headed to the Senate floor, 
possibly next week, after winning committee approval Monday. The 
legislation calls for teacher and state employee retirement funds to 
remove their pension investments from publicly traded companies 
doing business in Sudan. The Senate bill, authored by Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston, carries a number of bipartisan co-sponsors, as do 
similar divestment bills moving through the House. Gov. Rick Perry 
has also thrown his support behind divestment legislation. - A.S. 

Rep. Rob Eissler, chair of the House Public Education Committee, has 
filed a bill to phase out, or “sunset,” the state’s educational account- 
ability system. If the bill passes, an interim committee will take anoth- 
er look at what educational measures are important for Texas students 
to know, a logical step to take before replacing the exit-level Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills with end-of-course exams. 
That, of course, is another bill that has yet to pass the Lege this ses- 
sion, but that could have a big impact on Texas schools. - K.R. 

Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, unveiled three bills last Friday to address 
regional growth concerns around the Highway 130 corridor. One 
would give smaller cities the ability to apply limited-annexation pow- 
ers near the corridor. A second would give constrained zoning author- 
ity to Williamson and Travis counties along the corridor. And a third 
would give Austin limited annexation power along the corridor and 
also create an infrastructure district to help fund city services out to 
the area, as long as residents in the area approve the bonds. - K.R.

N.D. Farmers Apply 
for Hemp Permits

According to North Dakota Agriculture Commissioner Roger 
Johnson, his meeting with Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion officials last month wasn’t exactly encouraging. Johnson 
traveled to Washington, D.C., in February (his second trip to 
the Capitol to meet with the DEA) to hand-deliver the North 
Dakota industrial hemp-farming licenses he’s signed off on for 
two farmers - the first two farmers to be licensed to grow the 
environmentally friendly crop since the state codified rules for 
the plant’s cultivation last fall. Although the state has licensed 
the farmers, they still need the nod from the DEA in order to 
sow their seeds - and whether the DEA will actually allow the 
agricultural endeavor to go forward is still unclear. “They made 
it clear that they continue to believe that industrial hemp and 
marijuana are the same thing,” he said. “So we had a discus- 
sion about how I, and the rest of the world, have come to the 
opinion that they are not the same thing. And my hope is that 
... [the DEA] might start thinking about how to differentiate 
the two in their rules and their application.” 

If history is any guide, it is unlikely that will happen or that 
the narcos will sign off on the farmers’ bid - the agency has 
only ever granted one request to grow the crop, to researchers 
in Hawaii, whose permit has long since expired. More com- 
monly, the DEA simply ignores requests to grow hemp, which 
they consider a danger to their anti-drug mission (indeed, the 
agency has yet to make a final ruling on an application made 
by researchers at North Dakota State University in 1999). The 
DEA theory that justifies their choke hold on domestic hemp 
production goes a little something like this: Marijuana and 
hemp are strains of cannabis. Pot is illegal; therefore, hemp is 
illegal, and allowing its cultivation would encourage the illicit 
production of marijuana. This is, of course, a simplified ver- 
sion, but it nonetheless captures the essence of their anti- 
hemp stance: asinine and willfully thickheaded. 

The truth is that hemp and pot are quite different - most 
importantly, hemp is nonnarcotic and thus really not anything 
with which the DEA should be concerned. Still, a quirk in the 
language of the Controlled Substances Act allows the agency 
control over hemp farming. And so that’s where farmers and 
officials in North Dakota, eager to add hemp to their crop 
rotation, are - stuck in a quagmire of bureaucratic crap and 
government propaganda that, all told, has earned the U.S. the 
dubious distinction of being the only developed country in the

world without an established hemp crop. That’s pretty embar- 
rassing, given our increasingly urgent talk about finding 
renewable, sustainable energy sources and the importance of 
being green. Not surprisingly, it doesn’t seem that the DEA 
cares about any of this; fortunately, North Dakota officials 
and farmers do. 

And so, earlier this month, Johnson went to D.C. to hand 
over the official application forms for two North Dakota farmers 
- including Dave Monson, a fourth-generation farmer and veter- 
an Republican state lawmaker - along with two checks, each 
for nearly $2,300, the cost just to apply for federal permission 
to grow hemp. “I handed [DEA officials] the two licenses I’d 
issued, and I also gave them the applications and checks,” 
Johnson said during a recent interview. “And I think they were 
quite surprised that farmers would write 
a check for that amount of money to 
grow industrial hemp.” For sure, that’s a 
lot of money to fork over, especially with- 
out any guarantee that you’ll get any- 
thing at all for it. Indeed, in handing over 
the paperwork, Johnson urged DEA offi- 
cials to expedite their review of the farm- 
ers’ application, asking that they make a 
decision to grant or deny the requests 
within the next two months so that the 
farmers will know whether they’ll be able 
to plant the crop this spring. Timing, 
Johnson said, is of the essence: “If they 
come back in July and say, ‘OK, we’ve 
approved your application,’ it’s useless,” 
Johnson said, because DEA permits are 
only good for a year (meaning farmers 
have to reapply and pay the $2,300 
each year for permission to grow), and 
by July the North Dakota growing season 
is nearly over. “Really, it’s like paying 
$2,300 to get a chance to fill out a 
piece of paper,” Johnson said. In all, 
Johnson - a mild-mannered family farm- 


Drug War Casualty Gets Pardon 

Arguably Texas’ best-known drug war casualty, Tyrone Brown, will soon be 
released from prison on the terms of a conditional pardon issued by Gov. Rick 
Perry last week. Brown was 17 years old when he took part in an armed robbery 
17 years ago; no one was injured, and he was initially given probation for his role 
in the crime. When a drug test came back positive for marijuana, however, 

Brown’s probation was revoked and Dallas County District Court Judge Keith 
Dean sentenced him to life in prison. 

Dean’s actions came into question after The Dallas Morning News reported that 
the judge’s treatment of Brown was far different from his treatment of well-con- 
nected murderer John Alexander Wood, whom Dean allowed to stay on proba- 
tion even after he repeatedly tested positive for cocaine use - Wood was even 
allowed to quit taking the drug tests. 

The disparity in treatment - which Dean has, to date, declined to explain - 
prompted a grassroots campaign to free Brown. Finally, on March 9, with the sup- 
port of the Board of Pardons and Paroles, the Dallas County district attorney’s 
office, and Judge Dean, Perry granted Brown a conditional pardon, meaning 
Brown will have to meet several requirements - that he live with his mother, Nora; 
report to a parole officer; get a job; and see a therapist - in order to remain free. 
Perry declined to grant a full pardon, which the BPP reportedly recommended.

er whose office in the North Dakota Capitol is decorated with 
agricultural accoutrements, a collection of die-cast toy tractors, 
a vase full of dried wheat - is pretty frustrated with the DEA.

identifiable species” of 
cannabis. Encouraging 
hemp farming, New 
Mexico lawmakers say,

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History Still Hidden 

Reporter of 'Statesman' racial-cleansing 
series disowns published version 


Nearly a year after the Austin American- 
Statesman published a gripping four-part series 
detailing the systematic expulsion of blacks 
from small communities throughout the South, 
the author of the series wants nothing to do 
with the version that made it into print. “I’ve 
made many, many mistakes as a reporter, but 
the one thing I’ve never done is see a story go 
into print that I knew was wrong,” said Elliot 
Jaspin, the series’ author. “This is the first time 
that I’ve seen a story go into print that I knew 
was wrong. ” 

Easily the most ambitious series published 
by the Statesman in recent memory, “Leave or 
Die: America’s Hidden History of Racial 
Expulsions” provided exhaus- 
tive evidence of what Jaspin 
terms “racial cleansing” by

whites in communities like Comanche County, 
Texas. In 1886, all the blacks in Comanche 
were given 10 days to leave or face a lynch 
mob. As chronicled by Jaspin, Comanche 
remained almost all-white for more than 100 
years. Jaspin, who works for the Washington 
bureau of Cox Newspapers, owner of the 
Statesman, spent parts of eight years develop- 
ing the project, which is also the subject of his 
book, Buried in the Bitter Waters: The Hidden 
History of Racial Cleansing in America, released 
March 12, and a new documentary film. 

But Jaspin, 60, who shared a Pulitzer Prize 
earlier in his career, says the story that ran in 
the Statesman was “incomplete” and “mislead- 
ing.” Statesman editors and their bosses 
ignored conflicts of interest and “procedures 
designed to protect the integrity of the report- 
ing process” when they published the series, 
he says. In the book, he accuses Statesman 
editors of undermining the series by removing 
sections about the coverage of racial unrest in 


Georgia by the Statesman s sister paper, The 
Atlanta Journal- Constitution. Even after the 
cuts were made by Statesman editors, the 
Journal- Constitution didn’t run a word of 
Jaspin’ s series. 

From the start, Jaspin believed his story was 
as much about a cover-up - a white-washing of 
history - as about historically overt racism. Over 
and over again he found examples of newspa- 
pers playing down or simply ignoring what was 
happening to black populations. Today he 
believes the cover-up continues. “When you 
look at the history of racial cleansing, the thing 
that comes back that is shocking is how we have 
refused to acknowledge what took place,” he 
said. “I had to get this 
absolutely right.” 
Journal-Constitution edi- 
tors have responded to 
Jaspin’s accusations by 
questioning his report- 
ing and arguing that the 
series - which was good 
enough for the S tatesman 
- did not meet their 
requirements. “As we 
went through the edit- 
ing process, we had 
more fundamental ques- 
tions about selective use 
of facts and interpreta- 
tions,” said Journal- 
Constitution Editor Julia 
Wallace in a statement 
released to the Robert 
C. Maynard Institute for 
Journalism Education’s Web site. (Wallace did 
not returns calls.) “This series did not meet our 
standards because of questions we didn’t 
believe were answered adequately.” 

Soon after the series ran, Jaspin was demot- 
ed. He’s been labeled a prima donna and dis- 
loyal by some of his peers. “I understand his 
frustration and his concerns about some of the 
things that happened,” said David Pasztor, the 
series’ editor at the Statesman, who now works 
for The Texas Observer. “But I think his reaction 
to them was dramatically over the top.” 
(Statesman Editor Rich Oppel and Managing 
Editor Fred Zipp did not return repeated calls 
requesting comment.) 

'No Impact' 

At first, the Statesman was the project’s sav- 
ior. After years of research, Jaspin couldn’t find 
a newspaper in the Cox chain interested in a 
story documenting racial cleansing in the 
United States. The Atlanta Journal- Constitution, 
Cox’s flagship paper, turned it down twice. 
“It’s a story with no impact,” he was told by an 
AJC editor. There was “nothing new” in his 
reporting, he was told. Editors implied that he 
was a “zealot” for pursuing the old stories. 

But he found a receptive audience in 
Statesman Editor Maria Henson. When Henson

The next to weigh in was The Atlanta Journal-Constitution , Georgia’s 
dominant Sunday newspaper, which, along with the American- Statesman , 
is owned by Cox Newspapers. 

In a lengthy June 1987 Sunday front page story headlined “Tale of 
white Forsyth not fully factual,” the paper reported that some charac- 
terizations of the 1912 expulsion were overblown because a few blacks 
remained in the county. Based on its review of courthouse records, the 
paper concluded that many blacks forced from the county were able to 
sell their land, some at a profit. 

In a rebuttal printed more than a week after the story appeared, two 
members of the Legal Redress Committee pointed out that all but 30 of 
the 1,098 black residents had been driven off in 1912 and that the research 
on land ownership was suspect. 

“There’s little point in dwelling on what happened in the past; every- 
body knows there was ugliness and brutality and horror, sometimes not 
so long ago,” the Atlanta Journal said in a December 1987 editorial. “But 
none of that can be changed no matter how much debate goes on or how 
much money some descendants get paid.” 


In this excerpt from the July 23, 2006, section of the "Leave or Die" series, Elliot Jaspin 
reports on the Atlanta media reaction to a 1987 civil rights march in Forsyth County, Ga., 
organized in part to recall the 1912 racial expulsion. (The march was violently attacked by a 
white mob screaming, "Niggers Go Home!") Statesman editors deleted the word "incorrectly" 
from the sentence reading, "Based on [The Atlanta Journal's ] review of courthouse records, 
the paper [incorrectly] concluded that many blacks forced from the county were able to sell 
their land, some at a profit." According to Jaspin, the available records reflect that most 
black landowners driven from the county lost their land without adequate compensation. The 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution declined to publish the "Leave or Die" series. 


left a few months later to go to the Sacramento 
Bee, her replacement, Pasztor, also embraced 
the project. With Editor Oppel and Managing 
Editor Zipp enthusiastically on board, the proj- 
ect was a go; October of 2005 was initially 
targeted for a publication date. 

The Statesman threw a 
party to celebrate the 
launch of the series; 

Jaspin wasn't invited. 

With unusual zeal, the Statesman poured 
resources into the project. A photographer was 
sent around the country to illustrate the series. 
Web designers were assigned to build an inter- 
active educational Web site. “They saw this as 
a Pulitzer [Prize] contender,” Jaspin said. 


From the outset, Jaspin told his editors that 
The Atlanta Journal-Constitution’s coverage of 
Georgia’s Forsyth County was a key element of 
the story. In Jaspin’s research, he came across 
numerous examples of the paper printing what 
he terms the “fable” of the era, ignoring the 
horrors of racism for a sanitized version that 
downplayed the turmoil. In 1987 the AJC pub- 
lished a story referring to the expulsions in 
Forsyth County as “legend,” suggesting instead 
that many blacks forced from their homes actu- 
ally sold their land at a profit. 

Jaspin knew that writing about the Journal- 
Constitution would be complicated territory. 
Jaspin works for the Atlanta-based Cox 
Newspapers, which operates separately from 
the Journal- Constitution and the newspapers in 
the chain. But the bureau depends on support 
of the individual papers, and the AJC is the 
biggest, most influential paper in the Cox

chain. Nevertheless, there didn’t seem to be 
any question of the worthiness of documenting 
the role of the Atlanta paper. Even Jaspin’s boss 
at Cox acknowledged the AJC’s coverage of 
Forsyth Co. had been “half-assed.” In recent 
years, several large newspapers, including the 
Hartford Courant, the Los Angeles Times, and 
Lexington Herald-Leader, have formally apolo- 
gized for their coverage of the struggle for civil 
rights. Early on, the Statesman series was head- 
lined as the “Hidden History of Racial 
Cleansing” - and for Jaspin, the still “hidden” 
nature of the history was a central element of 
the story. 

In a line that noted

Constitution "incorrectly

In September 2005, just a few weeks before 
scheduled publication, with the story edited by 
the Statesman and set to run, Jaspin was on 
vacation when he received an urgent call from 
his Washington bureau chief, Andy Alexander, 
telling him he needed to be in Austin the next 
day for a meeting. Editors in Atlanta had 
“blown a gasket” over the series, he was told. 

In a heated discussion with Atlanta editors, 
Jaspin was forced to defend his characteriza- 
tions of the paper’s coverage. On the face of it, 
the discussion struck Jaspin as a breach of 
standard journalism ethics. The AJC was the 
subject of an investigative story. But the Atlanta 
editors were not only getting a chance to read 
the story before publication but, in essence, to 
approve or disapprove it. It’s an arrangement 
newspapers never offer to story subjects. 
Normally, when papers write about related 
companies, the ground rules are clear. “They 
should treat a sister paper like any other 
source,” said Felix Gutierrez, professor of jour- 
nalism at the USC Annenberg School for 
Communication. But, in this case, the Atlanta 
paper was also a client of the Washington 
bureau, which was eager for the chain’s flag- 
ship paper to run the series. 

At first, Statesman editors backed Jaspin’s 
position. “Why are [we] pounding on The 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution for being apolo- 
gists who look at race relations in Forsyth 
County through rose-colored glasses?” Pasztor 
said at one meeting. “The reason we are doing 
that is because The Atlanta Journal- Constitution 
have been apologists who look at the race rela- 
tions in Forsyth County through rose-colored 
glasses. It’s just true.” 

Yet, faced with the resistance from Atlanta, 
Oppel decided to hold the series. Athough ini- 


tially leery, Jaspin was encouraged when Oppel 
stood up to an AJC editor, telling him the 
Atlanta paper didn’t have the “moral authority” 
to argue against the story’s conclusions. “It 
was pretty impressive,” Jaspin said. But in a 
January 2006, meeting, three months after the 
project was originally scheduled to run, Zipp 
made it clear he was worried about getting a 
call from his Atlanta bosses denouncing the 
series. If that happened, Zipp said, “What I 
will be required to do is take it out or not pub- 
lish it.” 

Generating Euphemisms 

Jaspin soon began getting edits from Oppel 
and Zipp toning down sections about the AJC 
reporting. When Jaspin complained, Zipp 
defended the AJC. Perhaps their failure to 
accurately cover events in Forsyth County was 
because they “just didn’t know what the fuck 
was going on,” he told Jaspin. 

Pasztor says there were many attempts to 
find a compromise, including developing a 
longer sidebar on media coverage. But Atlanta 
editors refused to cooperate, he says. “The 
problem was that the editors from Atlanta . . . 
were just utterly incapable of being intellectu- 
ally honest about this process,” Pasztor said. 
“They were determined to gut this part out of 
the series, and they were not willing to engage 
in any sort of a rational, adult conversation 
about what was fair and what wasn’t fair.” 

More edits took out details on the Journal- 
Constitution. In a line that noted the Atlanta 
paper “incorrectly concluded that most blacks 
forced from the county were able to sell their 
land, some at a profit,” Oppel took out the 
word “incorrectly.” 

The biggest debate ensued over use of the 
term “racial cleansing.” Although Jaspin was 
adamant that the term was an accurate descrip- 
tion of what took place, Cox Newspapers 
President Jay Smith felt it was too strong and 
insisted it be changed. “I was appalled,” Jaspin 
writes in the book. “Time and again I had 
noted the euphemisms that whites had used to 
hide the reality of what they had done. Driving 
off your neighbor at gunpoint, for example, 
was a ‘disturbing situation.’ Now I was being 
asked to continue this sorry tradition.” In a bit 


of whimsy, Jaspin developed a “euphemism 
generator,” allowing editors to pick words from 
different categories to develop a palatable 
replacement, such as “involuntary African- 
American relocation.” Ultimately, an editor in 
Austin came up with “racial expulsions.” The 
term “racial cleansing” was cut. In an e-mail to 
the Chronicle, Smith said, “I felt the word 
‘cleansing’ was akin to genocide. Horrific acts 
occurred, but I thought the word ‘cleansing’ 
overstated the case. I still feel that way.” 

Jaspin was furious. By removing the proper 
label and deleting the sections on the Journal- 
Constitution s coverage, he felt, the series was 
simply perpetuating the same old myths. 
“When we were talking about fuzzing Atlanta’s 
role, it was just another example of how we’ve 
fuzzed history to avoid facing what is taking 
place,” he said. 

Initially he wanted his name removed from 
the story. He sent a memo to Austin editors, 
warning that the story was “incomplete and 
misleading.” In his book, Jaspin writes, “In the 
normal course of things such a memo would 
raise alarm bells at any newspaper. It did 
not.” 

Eventually Jaspin received a final edited ver- 
sion from the Statesman with most of the refer- 
ences to the Journal- Constitution removed. The 
Statesman slotted it to run in July 2006, nine 
months late. The Journal-Constitution refused 
to run it. “In the end, we didn’t believe the 
series answered enough of the questions we 
raised,” said AJC Editor Wallace in her written 
statement to the Maynard Institute. “Those are 
the kinds of decisions we make every day on 
whether to publish stories. To suggest we are 
afraid of tackling the tough subjects flies in the 
face of the work we do.” 

According to Jaspin, Cox Newspapers 
Washington bureau chief Andy Alexander told 
him, “I think we both know what’s going on 
here. They are afraid of angering white people.” 
(Alexander doesn’t deny making the state- 
ment. “I should not have said there were con- 
cerns about angering white readers,” he said in 
a written statement to the Maynard Institute. 
“Often, things are said in the heat of the edit- 
ing process that are untrue.”) “Jaspin didn’t 
like the editing process,” Alexander said in his 
statement. “That’s our job as editors, to chal- 


lenge every fact and theory to see how to best 
write a story.” 

Although his bosses envisioned appearances 
on Oprah and nationwide publicity for the 
series, Jaspin refused to promote it. He felt it 
would be hypocritical. Reaction in his office 
was swift. In the book he writes, “I was, among 
other things, called an ‘idiot,’ asked if I wanted 
to continue working at Cox, and told that, if I 
felt so strongly about the issue, I should resign.” 
The Statesman threw a party to celebrate the 
launch of the series; Jaspin wasn’t invited. 
When Oppel wrote a column about the series, 
he praised the Statesman photographer but 
said nothing about Jaspin’s reporting. 

Although Jaspin originally praised the States- 
man editors, he leaves no doubt where he 
stands now. “They caved,” he said. “They took 
the easy way out.” 

Eyes on the Prize 

Pasztor, originally one of Jaspin’s biggest 
supporters, says Jaspin overreacted and acted 
“like a 13-year-old.” There was a real fear that 
Cox executives would kill the series if the 
Journal- Constitution section wasn’t toned down, 
he says. “I would not characterize it as caving,” 
he said. “I would say [the Statesman editors] 
made a practical decision based on a very bad 
set of circumstances that ultimately resulted in 
the series getting published.” He agrees with 
Jaspin that the AJC sections should have been 
in the series. However, “as unfortunate or as 
offensive as it was that that stuff had to be 
taken out, the greater good of publishing the 
rest of the series far outweighs the loss of that 
part,” he said. 

When Oppel tried to console him about tak- 
ing out the term “racial cleansing,” Jaspin says 
he seemed more worried about the chance for 
the Pulitzer than the ethical issues. “I can tell 
you what is being discussed here in no way

impairs the strength of this in Pulitzer competi- 
tion from my perspective,” said Oppel, who 
sits on the Pulitzer Prize board. 

But Oppel will be disappointed. Jaspin says 
he has refused to allow the Statesman or Cox to 
submit the series for awards under his name. If 
they do and it wins an award, he says he will 
refuse to accept it. (In fact, the online version 
of the story won a National Headliner Award 
last week.) “Even today I’m mortified,” Jaspin 
said, before the award was announced. “To 
submit [the series] for an award, it’s just gro- 
tesque. I cannot believe they would be that 
stupid. It would be embarrassing.” ■

Below the Glowing Virgin

I’d just moved back to the Texas panhandle 
when the documentary Lubbock Lights screened 
in a theatre on Lubbock’s Buddy Holly Avenue 
- a venue the Flatlanders played that night, 
or the next night. Jesse Taylor (may he rest in 
peace) played his last hometown gig the night 
after. Many of the bunch we call “14th Street” 
showed up for the screening, and it was weird, 
it was flat-out weird to see that old brick house 
on 14th and Avenue W up there on the big 
screen with its most famous residents - Joe 
Ely, Butch Hancock, Jimmie Dale Gilmore. We 
thought we were pretty outlandish in ’71 and 
’72 when many of us lived there and many 
others passed through, but we never dreamed 
anything as unlikely as that one day that house 
and everything it meant to us would be a 
documentary lauded at film festivals ... or that 
Stubb’s Bar-B-Q in Lubbock would be a land- 
mark ... or that Stubb would have a statue . . . 
or any of it. 

It was a snowy winter morning when I first 
walked into “the house they call ‘14th Street’” 
(the phrase is dear Irene’s, and may she, too, 
rest in peace). Yes, as the film relates, there 
was usually someone playing music and a party 
that ebbed and flowed but never quite ended 
and continuous night-and-day conversation 
... but there was something else, something 
not part of the legend (if it’s a legend) that 
impressed me that first day: The house was full 
of books I’d never heard of. 

I was a Brooklyn Yankee (a Brooklyn small-d 
dodger, too). With Yankee arrogance, I figured 
I was pretty well-read in history, literature, 
science, psychology - but there were only six 
books in that house that I knew. Four of them 
were Lawrence Durrell’s Alexandria Quartet 
(in my Top 10 of the 20th century’s fiction); 
the other two were by Carlos Castaneda. Like 
most Euro-Americans back then, I wasn’t 
much aware of Islam and had never heard of 
Sufis, but here were Idries Shah’s The Way of the 
Sufi, Tales of the Dervishes, and The Pleasantries 
of the Incredible Mulla Nasrudin. And some- 
body else I’d never heard of, Gurdjieff - many 
books by and about him. Plus esoteric books 
on Christianity. And The Kybalion - Hermetic 


Philosophy, “by Three Initiates,” a work that 
Butch Hancock, Janette Norman, and I pon- 
dered endlessly (and ponderously). I have a 
copy in front of me, and I still wonder about 
its publisher, “The Yogi Publication Society 
- Masonic Temple - Chicago, 111.” Masonic 
Yogis! Yogi Masons! Yogi Berra! (Before I got 
to 14th Street, “Berra” was the only word 
I associated with “yogi.”) And who was 
Krishnamurti anyway? 

That material is more or less familiar to 
literate people now, what with New Age and 
all. But “New Age” is a phrase and a spectrum 
of notions that wouldn’t become current for 
about a decade. From my perspective at the 
time, I’d landed in the middle of nowhere 
amongst fantastically talented people who 
were well-schooled in wildness and who’d 
collected (and constantly discussed) a mysteri- 
ous library of philosophies and mysticisms. 
It’s not much of an exaggeration to say I felt 
I’d been admitted to an isolated, hedonistic, 
country-western-folk-music-Zen-rock-&-roll 
honky-tonk/monastery. 

I beg forgiveness for the pun (I forget 
who I’m stealing it from), but: That was 
Zen, and this is now. I invoke those 14th 
Street bookshelves to say it’s no surprise that 
some of those people are publishing books 
nowadays. These friends of mine were always 
writing books - thick notebooks of drawings 
and words. Dream logs. Journals. Verbiage. 
Nothing taciturn about this crowd. 

Terry Allen, for instance. Terry never lived “at 
14th” (as we say), but he went to high school 
with most who did; he’s part of “the tribe” 
(as we also say). Two years ago he published 
Dugout (UT Press). Terry claims not to be one 
of the mystics, but he also claims (rightly) that 
we’re all liars. I’m opening at random (cross- 
my-heart-and-spit) . . . the narrator speaking in 
verse and capital letters of his baseball-player 
father and his honky-tonk mom: “SHE SAYS A 
PERSON HAS TO DIG INTO THE HEART OF/ 
EVERYTHING ... AND WHAT LITTLE GETS 
DUG OUT IS ALL/THERE IS ... OR WILL 
EVER BE./HE SAYS HE REMEMBERS EVERY 
GAME ./SHE SAYS SHE REMEMBERS EVERY 


SONG./AND IT IS NO LONGER ABOUT 
JUST THE TWO OF THEM . . ./IT’S ALL OF 
IT./MOST OF WHICH CAN NEVER BE SAID./ 
IT JUST LAYS IN SECRETS IN THE DARK . . . 
LIKE THE BLACK/GAP BETWEEN THE TWO 
BEDS THAT HOLDS THEIR HANDS. /IT HAS 
NOTHING TO DO WITH GROWING OLD.” 

Dugout is about baseball, music, love, and 
a boy being raised by wildness and by the 
thought of the end of the world. (We used to 
talk all the time about the end of the world. 
Vicki had dreams about it, of incredible viv- 
idness.) Dugout is full-color, with drawings, 
photos, sketches, as vivid and nonlinear as 
anybody’s dreams: “Odd-painted creatures on 
porcelain plates. /After the fire, they are all that 
is left.” “Once he told a young Busher with a 
promising arm . . . ‘Your life just turns into a 
bucket full of stories . . . with a little bitty hole 
in the bottom.’” 

(I knew this afternoon I wanted to write 
about Terry’s book, but I couldn’t find it 
- which was me paying the price for how 


I despise alphabetical order. Many book- 
shelves, no order. I called m’lady - she 
knows my apartment better than I - asked 
if she knew where it might be, she said, 
“Below the glowing Virgin.” OK, that takes 
some explaining. A friend gave me a plastic 
statuette of the Virgin Mary that glows white 
in the dark. It’s on a bookcase. M’lady was 
right and Dugout was below the glowing 
virgin. OK, alphabetical order has its uses, 
but if you’re too orderly, nobody instructs 
you to look below the glowing Virgin. Which 
reminds me of Jo Carol Pierce - who also 
never lived at 14th but went to high school 
and cavorted with those who did, befriending 
this errant Yankee somewhere along the way 
- and her song cycle Bad Girls Upset by the 
Truth, with its vision of the Virgin’s sudden 
appearance in a supermarket in Lubbock, 
resulting in the rebirth of Jesus as the pretti- 
est baby girl. Jo Carol called me not long ago 
and read me a lyric she was working on. Its 
refrain: “We didn’t come here to stay.” 
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So let’s don’t bitch about getting older. “We 
didn’t come here to stay.” 

Anyway, I found Terry’s book.) 

I wish I could find Butch’s book, but he 
hasn’t published one. He will. All those thick 
notebooks he writes and draws in. (Terry will 
soon curate a show of Butch’s drawings in New 
York.) Butch’s book will be like what he wrote 
me from the Roman works at Bath, England: 
“The rocks are worn, comers rounded ... 
colors changed who knows how many times? 
What? Maybe a couple of thousand genera- 
tions know. Perhaps a few thousand or a few 
hundred or maybe only ten or twenty pairs of 
eyes each generation could remember the fad- 
ing colors over that generation’s span of years 
. . . the living wave of consciousness from gen- 
eration to generation ... No way to pass that 
memory on except in dreams and genes.” 

Joe Ely’s book, Bonfire of Roadmaps, just came 
out. (UT Press; it includes a CD). When I hit 
14th, Joe wasn’t there; he was exploring where 
I’d been - Brooklyn, the very blocks where 
I’d lived - Decatur Street and Myrtle Avenue. 
Joe walked those streets because Henry Miller 
(who also grew up on Decatur Street) wrote of 
them. Joe was checking Miller’s veracity. You 
young musicians, read Joe’s book. It’s the life 
of a rocker on the road, written as it happened. 
As Nelson Algren used to say, “That’s the way 
it is, gentlemen. That’s the way it really is.” 
When Joe got back to Lubbock, the circus was 
in town. He and I joined up. I carried stuff; Joe 
tended animals. When the circus left town, Joe 
left with it. I didn’t because I was in love with 
Kathy. I left later, on the mn, when I started 
half-believing in Kathy’s pact with God, which 
is all she talked about. I’d lain “below the glow- 
ing Virgin,” oh wonder . . . and I’d best shut up 
about that. 

Opening Bonfire of Roadmaps at random: 
“In Phoenix the crowd stood back/And looked 
upon us with suspicion/That is, until I turned 
myself inside out/And served my still-beating 
heart on a Styrofoam platter/Afterwards I gravi- 
tated to the pool table/Where I showed off my 
skill and insincerity.” “Do I attract Psychotics 
naturally/Or is it that music brings out the psy- 
cho in people/Lucinda feels it too, the Prowlers, 
the Sycophants/In a race with sanity, stalk our 
skinny white asses.” “There are no answers for 
gypsies who Question/Just questions, myster- 
ies, mazes and riddles/And no good reason for 
any destination, /Other than living in the pres- 
ent ...” And: “We must live it as it comes, catch 
it as it passes/The road goes on forever but we’ll

JOE ELY'S 'BONFIRE OF ROADMAPS': 

A life on the road, in 50 feet of drawings 

If you’re looking to get up close and personal with Joe Ely this South by 
Southwest, may we suggest a spot you might not ordinarily expect to find 
the roadhouse rocker: the Harry Ransom Humanities Research Center. Oh, 
he won’t be there in the flesh, we’re sorry to say - this weekend, Ely is 
wending his way across Alberta with Lyle Lovett, Guy Clark, and John Hiatt - 
but his innermost thoughts and reflections will be, in the form of a new exhi- 
bition, “Joe Ely: Bonfire of Roadmaps.” The show takes its title from a new 
book published by UT Press that collects artwork and words from journals 
that Ely has kept during his 44 years on the road. The entries are what Ely 
calls “snapshots of what was flying by, just out of reach, so to savor at a 
later date when the wheels stop rolling.” Well, now the Ransom Center is 
giving everyone an opportunity to savor them, displayed as collages on large 
sheets of paper running a total of 50 feet.

Rockabilly heartthrob 
needed for Broadway run 

Is there a Cry-Baby in Austin? That’s not me 
being snarky; that’s the question being asked 
by Telsey + Company, the big-deal New York 
casting agency {Rent, Hairspray, The Drowsy 
Chaperone, Wicked, Tarzan, among others). See, 
a new stage musical is being developed from 
John Waters’ 1990 film Cry-Baby, and it needs 
a musically inclined, hunky Johnny Depp type for 
the title role.

'I AM NOT TARTU FFE': 

American rock & roll vs. French art film 

If you’ve ever wanted to speak to God in real time, 
now is your chance. On March 15, Yellow Tape 
Construction Company premieres I Am Not Tartuffe, a 
play in which God is available via instant messaging. 

God also happens to be French. 

“I can’t remember how we came up with that,” says 
Yellow Tape Co-Artistic Director Jonathon Morgan, who 
wrote and directed the production. “Originally, I think we 
had the idea that God was a blogger, because (blogging) 
is kind of navel-gazing, and he’s French.” 

Audience members can bring their laptops and wire- 
less cards to the performances and send an e-mail 
directly to God, who conveniently has a Gmail account. 
Some of the responses will appear projected onscreen 
during the play. 

At first, Yellow Tape imagined their spring show would 
be an adaptation of Moliere’s classic play Tartuffe. 

“We had the idea to do something based off of 
Tartuffe [by Molierej,” recalls Morgan. “But none of us 
had read it since high school, and then we read it, and it 
kind of sucks. It would take more than we’re able to do 
to make it relevant; let’s just say that.” 

Morgan chose to depart from Moliere’s play about a 
scheming Frenchman who takes over a family’s wealth 
and future to create a play about scheming French peo- 
ple who plot to take over America’s future. The result is 
a battle between the American forces of rock & roll and 
French art-film fanatics. 

“It actually turned out a little more serious than a lot 
of the shows we’ve done,” says Morgan. 

Avram Dodson directed the mock-art-film that shows 
during the play, in which the character Tartuffe faces an 
intellectual crisis. “The film itself is equal parts weird- 
ness, pretension, empty symbolism, and, hopefully, 
humor,” Dodson explains. 

The show’s subject matter lands right in the middle of 
the Francophile versus Francophobe tension that many 
Americans feel. 

“There are some things about the European mindset 
that kind of bug me,” admits Morgan. “Let’s pretend that 
you can generalize for all of Europe: It’s a little bit 
depressive. Some people would call it realism. Sometimes 
it borders on cynicism. There can be an apathetic quality 
to the culture there.” Americans, on the other hand, have 
a different mentality. “You can hope for stuff.” 

Dodson is less apologetic: “My girlfriend’s family is 
Bengali, and the Bengali are the French of India. Short 
answer: I hate the French.” 

At the same time, Morgan and the company acknowl- 
edge that traditional theatre audiences often admire 
Europeans and especially the French for their apparent 
sophistication and intellectualism. The result is, he says, 
a play that looks at both sides in a more serious light 
than they had first imagined. Actors hired for a comedy 
now found themselves veering into drama. 

“We try and push ourselves in both directions. I get 
the impression that people who do serious work find us 
a little middlebrow. It’s fun. (Our work) communicates 
really effectively with a contemporary audience.”

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How Does an Artist Get a Passport? 


Two Austin playwrights join dozens of writers from 
across the hemisphere to "dream the Americas'

Latina/o playwrights, includ- 
ing Eduardo Machado, Jorge 
Cortinas, Oliver Mayer, Karen 
Zacarias, Aravind Adyanthaya, 
Nilaja Sun, Michael John 
Garces, Luis Santeiro, Elaine 
Romero, Amparo Garcia-Crow, 
Alberto Sandoval, Alejandro 
Morales, Can dido Tirado, 
Carmen Rivera, Migdalia Cruz, 
and Ricardo Bracho. 

There, scrunched together 
in chairs in a small Manhattan 
rehearsal room, was a stunning 
array of this country’s diver- 
sity: Cubans, Puerto Ricans, 
Mexicans, African-Americans, 
Irish-Americans, Puerto -Rican 
Hindus, Mexican-American- 
Irish, African-American 
Latinos, Asian-American 
Latinos - you can sort of hear 
the “Celebrate the flavors of 
your life” commercial start. 
Svich herself is of Cuban, 
Spanish, Argentine, and 
Croatian descent. However, 
most of the playwrights on 
the panel had common devel- 
opment histories at South 
Coast Repertory’s celebrated 


We have been Dreaming the Americas. 

We being Austin playwrights Amparo Garcia- 
Crow and C. Denby Swanson and Dreaming 
the Americas being a theatre conference in New 
York City organized by fellow writer Caridad 
Svich with support from the Immigrants’ 
Theatre Project, Theatre Without Borders, the 
Translation Think Tank, and the Martin E. 
Segal Theatre Center. We went because we’re 
both members of NoPassport, a Pan-American 
theatre coalition/collective founded by Svich 
in 2001 to foster cross-cultural diversity and 
difference in the arts, and because it gave us 
an extraordinary opportunity to sit face to face 
with our peers and talk about subjects like 
identity politics, queer theatre, intercultural 
audiences, theatre and democracy, and border 
stories. We went because it gave us a chance 
to view the Americas from a variety of perspec- 
tives - and through a variety of languages. 
Here’s a taste of what we learned about play- 
writing, passports, access, and art. 

Traveling Freely 

A passport is issued by a national gov- 
ernment. It identifies your citizenship and 
requests that you be permitted to enter and 
pass through other countries. Potentially even 
more important, a passport gives you the right 
of re-entry into your own country. So it gets 
you away, and then it gets you home. 

NoPassport is sort of the reverse of that. 
“The name came from the idea of defining 
the nomadic condition,” says Svich. “In real- 
ity, naturally, one does have to travel with a 
passport, and where you come from and where 
you’re going matter. But politically and ideolog- 
ically, I believe there shouldn’t be a passport, 
that the desire to move should be free in every 
sense of the word.” 

Austin audiences know Svich’s work from 
Salvage Vanguard Theater productions of 
Fugitive Pieces in 2002 and Thrush last fall. She 
is prolific on several fronts, with more than 40 


plays and 15 translations under her belt and 
a whole host of editing jobs on collections of 
theatre criticism and commentary. 

In 2003, while she was a Theatre 
Communications Group/Pew National Theatre 
Resident Artist at International Arts Relations, 
or INTAR, one of the nation’s most firmly 
established Latino theatres producing work in 
English, Svich organized and moderated a land- 
mark panel called Shaping the Luture of the 
American Voice: A Roundtable on Potentiality, 
Difference, and Community in the New Global 
Order. It brought together more than 20 


Hispanic Playwrights Project, 
the Mark Taper Lorum’s Latino Theatre 
Initiative, and, frequently, a direct lineage to 
the playwright Maria Irene Tomes. 

The room fairly crackled with excitement as 
all the artists got a chance to read a selection 
from their works and talk about where they 
were and how they had arrived. 

C. Denby Swanson: It was breathtaking. 
Amparo Garcia-Crow: It was the moment 
that we realized “our tribe.” 

Lrom there, NoPassport took a giant leap 
forward. 


Expanding American-ness 

In her opening remarks at Dreaming the 
Americas, Svich asked several great questions: 
What is happening to the American play? 
Where is the American play? How often do we 
see plays from Canada in the U.S.? How often 
from Central and South America? How often 
from the Caribbean? And how often stories 
written from the perspectives of not only North 
and South but the hemisphere itself? And who 
gets to tell the stories? 

NoPassport has recommitted its members to 
an expansion of “American-ness.” At Dreaming 
the Americas, panels like the Invisible Visible had 
exhilarating matchups, like Arab-American play- 
wright and actor Betty Shamieh, author of Roar 
and The Black-Eyed, with Elana Greenfield, a play- 
wright who moved as a child from Israel to Iowa, 
and Brooklyn College professor Mac Wellman, 
a white guy from Ohio who writes poetic and 
political theatre ( Terminal Hip ) and who has been 
quoted as saying he got into the theatre “because 
it was a low, sleazy, discredited art form that had 
to do with sex and things of the devil.”

Another panel focused on women artists 
working across borders, with participants like 
Ruth Margraff (The Cry Pitch Carrolls, Wallpaper 
Psalm), who has performed her work in Greece, 
Italy, and Russia; Romanian playwright Saviana 
Stanescu, who teaches at NYU; and Catherine 
Lilloux, a Lrench-Algerian-American playwright 
whose plays frequently confront stories of geno- 
cide. Lilloux also belongs to Theatre Without 
Borders, an international virtual community 
created to advocate for theatre artists as part of 
a global community as well as citizens of their 
respective nations and cultures and to open up 
dialogue across political boundaries. Stanescu 
and Lilloux are among the next generation of 
border-crossing playwrights for Austin audi- 
ences to explore. 

“In American theatre,” Svich told conference 
attendees, “a border story can take place not 
only in California, Arizona, or Texas, but also 
within a three-block radius in a Philadelphia 
neighborhood. A Latina story can exist in a 
bayou where not a word of Spanish or Spanglish 
is spoken. A straight story can be told queer. If 
we dream our American theatre as big as it 
truly is and really listen and let others listen to 
the many stories that inhabit this hemisphere,

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then our stages will not beg for art. Rather, it 
will be plentiful in nonstreamlined, non-ready- 
made, perhaps not immediately understood 
languages that will make our theatre and our 
daily talk as spiritually rich as it truly is.” 

Bucking the 1% 

In 1990, women in the Screen Actors Guild 
decided to compare the pay scale between 
male and female performers. They broke down 
the data about roles on television shows into 
occupation, age, gender, and ethnicity. Garcia- 
Crow was then a working actor, sent out for 
day-player roles as whores, maids, and gang- 
leader moms. 

AGC: The number that changed my life was 
that Hispanics are represented on TV 1% of the 
time. I glanced next to it and saw that extrater- 
restrials were also represented 1% of the time. 
That’s when I started writing my own work 
instead of waiting for the phone to ring. 

In 1997, The New York Times called Garcia- 
Crow’s play Under a Western Sky, co-produced 
by INTAR and the Women’s Project, “sensitive, 
insightful, and beautifully written.” With that 
kind of combination - a New York production 
and a strong review - many plays get distribu- 
tion with a major publishing house. Not this 
one. One of Garcia-Crow’s rejection letters 
said, “There’s not a big enough audience.” 
Meaning, “It’s a play about a small South Texas 
town populated by Mexican-Americans,” the 


assumption being that only Mexicans want to 
see a play about Mexicans. 

Publication remains a problem for many 
Latina/o artists and for artists working across 
all kinds of boundaries, which was why it 
was important for the conference to include 
works in progress - readings and performances 
of excerpts by participating artists. Friday 
night, for instance, Amparo called upon her 
former student Chris Alonzo (In the Middle 
of the Ocean), now a New Yorker; Austinite 
Joe David; and a pianist to render a cabaret 
approach to the story of civil rights activist 
Gustavo Garcia. 

AGC: Those who know my work know I’ve 
been telling Gus’ huge historic story every 
which way I can for 15 years, at least. That’s 
because the history books haven’t done it yet. 

In 2003, Nilo Cruz became the first Latino 
to win the Pulitzer Prize for Drama, award- 
ed for his play Anna in the Tropics. Like 
many other writers, including Amparo, Cruz 
received support from South Coast Repertory’s 
Hispanic Playwrights Project, the longest- 
running developmental workshop for Latino 
writers in the country. In 2004, however, the 
program was ended. David Emmes, SCR’s pro- 
ducing artistic director, is quoted as saying, 
“How would you know when a project was 
completely successful? The answer was when 
it was no longer needed.” In 2005, the Mark 
Taper Forum followed suit, ending its Latino 
Theatre Initiative.

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Some distinguished Latino theatre artists, 
like writer and professor Jorge Huerta, believe 
that the HPP and LTI created “ghettos” for 
Latino work, marking them as different. But in 
a 2005 article in American Theatre magazine, 
director Juliette Carrillo, former head of the 
HPk observed, “This is where the real disap- 
pointment comes in: We’re on a roll now. Nilo 
Cruz just won the Pulitzer. New writers are 
emerging. The work is getting better and cross- 
ing over to mainstream theatres. SCR sees this 
as an opportune time to bow out of the com- 
mitment to HPP; after all, the work is moving 
forward. But I am concerned that the momen- 
tum is precarious. Without proper support, we 
could have a backslide. Many regional theatres 
still consider our work too foreign, too outside 
of their aesthetic, to venture into producing.” 
Today, there are several U.S. hubs of NoPassport 
activity, including New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and Austin. In fact, it 
was conversations through NoPassport, in the 
wake of the decisions at SCR and MTF, that 
mobilized Austin Script Works to found its own 
Latino Playwrights Initiative, to step into the 
breach, and, as playwright Elaine Romero has 
noted, connect creative work more strongly to 


communities. As the artistic director for Austin 
Script Works, C. Denby Swanson helped develop 
the project, in association with Teatro Vivo, and 
Garcia-Crow recently received an ASW-LPI com- 
mission to write a new full-length play. 

Home Base 

What kept coming up at the conference was 
the strength of Austin as a tribe. There were 
so many conference attendees who had Austin 
connections: Jacqueline Lawton, University 
of Texas-Austin master of fine arts; David 
Greenspan, who performed in the New York 
production of Lipstick Traces with the Rude 
Mechs; J. Ed Araiza, SITI Company member 
and collaborator with St. Idiot Collective. One 
panel, the Subversive Politics of Site-Specific 
Theatre and the Reconfigured Theatrical 
Space, was moderated by former Austinite Lisa 
D ’Amour (Anna Bella Eema, Nita & Zita) and 
included Daniel Alexander Jones (The Book of 
Daniel), an interdisciplinary artist who writes, 
performs, and directs and is currently on the 
faculty at UT. The whole conference felt like 
Old Home Week.

One of the most powerful panels was on 
Maria Irene Fornes, the Cuban-born writer 
whose works like Fefu and Her Friends and Mud 
(soon to be produced by Salvage Vanguard) 
won her recognition as one of the best living 
American playwrights. Fornes’ impact on a 
younger generation of writers was summed 
up by Pulitzer Prize-winning dramatist Paula 
Vogel: “In the work of every American play- 
wright at the end of the 20th century, there 
are only two stages: before she or he has read 
Maria Irene Fornes and after.” That’s certainly 
true for the two of us. 

AGC: I met Irene on my Theatre Communi- 
cations Group Director’s Fellowship in 1991 
when she led a writer’s workshop for us. The 
exercise she had us do was to break concen- 
tration, so that the play has junctures. She 
constantly interrupted our writing so that it 
had the unexpected turn in it. And I did not 
follow her directions. I thought, like everybody 
else, that to do well in this world, you stay 
focused on your goal. And when she would say 
“change,” I wouldn’t. I thought, “I know what 
she means, but it isn’t time to change yet.” 
The exercise was just so smart, so intelligent, 
that I failed it terribly. When I heard the others 
read their work aloud, I was hooked. That was 
life-changing. 

CDS: In 1997, 1 was invited to come to Mexico 
for a two-week workshop with Irene. It was 
expensive, so I didn’t go, and it’s one of those 
moments now that I think, “Ooh, bad mistake. 


Really, really bad mis- 
take,” because I teach 
her work in my class 
each year. I teach her 
short play “Drowning,” 
which she adapted from 
a Chekhov short story. 

It startles my students, 
because the characters 
aren’t “human.” They’re 
large, bloated creatures 
that look like manatees, 
and she’s very specific: 

They sweat all the time, 
and their anuses are 
purple. But it’s a heart- 
breaking story about 
love and rejection, and 
it’s intensely, intensely theatrical. For me, the 
power in her work is its uncompromised emo- 
tional logic. 

Unfortunately, we’re losing her now to age 
and illness, and she probably won’t write more 
plays. Migdalia Cruz, a playwright who gained 
her bearings at the Playwrights Laboratory, was 
on the Fornes panel. She wept as she spoke 
about visiting her mentor at a nursing home 
in Florida, and she presented a devastating 
monologue, inspired by their last conversation, 
in which the speaker can’t remember why all 
these people are gathered in the room together. 
Is it her birthday? Is it rehearsal? 

Austin Script Works’ Latino Playwrights 
Initiative was formed partly in response to the 


loss of the Hispanic Playwrights Project and 
the Latino Playwrights Initiative but also in 
response to their years of success. Artists speak 
from their personal experience, their history, 
their geography, but each of us needs a home 
base. Each of us needs permission to explore 
and a place to come back to. 

In the 1970s, Fornes teamed up with Sam 
Shepard, Adrienne Kennedy, Rochelle Owens, 
and Megan Terry to create New York Theatre 
Strategy, a place where writers could test out 
their ideas and experiment with their work. 
In 1977, NYTS produced Fefu and Her Friends. 
She also began the Playwrights Laboratory, a 
professional workshop specifically for Latino 
writers. So she had the place where she inves- 
tigated form and the place where she inves- 


tigated cultural sensibilities. What those two 
communities gave her was the confidence to 
commit to her own deeply fascinating artistic 
voice. 

Fornes told an interviewer once that she was 
okay being labeled as “fringe,” because “people 
put claims on you and expect things of you. 
I’ve always liked being on the border.” In Texas, 
we’re on the border as well - the literal border 
between the U.S. and Mexico, the figurative 
border of a vivid imagination. As Caridad Svich 
said as we started Dreaming the Americas, “It’s 
up to us if we want to continue to live in the 
bordered spaces that govern the divide between 
Us and Them, or take the glorious and perhaps 
confounding risk of living and making art with- 
out a passport.” ■

ALLEY-CATTING I was at there at 8:30am 
on Wednesday.

So I dug 
out my biggest, most sparkly piece and hit the 
road. Ablaze with light, Neiman’s looked like 
opening night at the Metropolitan Opera. 

As far as the eye could see, it was a sea of 


gowns and tuxes in every department of this 
palace. The reaction had to have been every- 
thing the store could have hoped for, and, 
yeah, I really liked it. On to the sponsor party 
for Texas Film Hall of Fame: Well, the outfit 
was good, so I had to work it - which was 
truly faboo. We visited with Rick Linklater 
(we joked about the preparty being our annual 
reunion) and gathered ’round while Betty 
Buckley sang “Amazing Grace,” sipping wine 
and basking in the slow glow of the calm 
before the big event, the Texas Film Hall of 
Fame on Friday.

our so thick you could eat it with a spoon. 

Not the free-wheelin’ days of backstage 
hijinks and onstage craziness. No, it was a 
more mature, more circumspect TFHOF, more 
meaningful and sincere, if you will. Of course, 
as a tribute to Ann Richards, there was a 
certain somberness about the event, but the 
mood was celebratory rather than mournful. 
Ann’s dear friend Liz Smith emceed the 
night, and there’s no question that Austin 
loves the old gal. Liz received a TFHOF Award 
back at the very first show seven years ago. 
Ann had introduced her lavishly back then in 
2001, and they were both pure magic togeth- 
er - and that magic was readily apparent. Lily 
Tomlin spoke movingly of Ann (I think Lily is a 
goddess), as did Lance Armstrong and 
Anna Deavere Smith. Dixie Chicks Martie 


Maguire and Emily Robison were honored, 
as were handsome and affable Bill Paxton 
and the lovely Betty Buckley, who was so gra- 
cious and beautiful, she just knocked my 
socks off. And then there was Ann-Margret:

E.C. SEGAR'S POPEYE VOL. 1: 

"I YAM WHAT I YAM!" 

Fantagraphics, 200 pp., $29.95 

THE COMPLETE CHESTER GOULD'S 
DICK TRACY: DAILIES & SUNDAYS,

lt‘s a good time for fans of the old funny 
pages. The success of The Complete Peanuts - 
Fantagraphics’ ongoing effort to compile the 
entire run of Charles Schulz’s life’s work in 25 
hardcover volumes - seems to have sparked a 
trend. A growing number of classic comic strips 
are getting similar lavish treatment. Among the 
more impressive of the recent releases are E.C. 
Segar’s Popeye Vol. 1: “I Yam What I Yam" and 
The Complete Chester GoulcTs Dick Tracy: Dailies 
& Sundays , Volume One. Both volumes trace 
the artistic development of legendary cartoon- 
ists and document the introduction and early 
days of their comic-strip stars. 

Although Popeye is best known as a car- 
toon star, he actually made his first appear- 
ance on Jan. 17, 1929, in the newspaper 
comic pages. But the title of this collection is 
slightly misleading. The comic strip wasn’t 
called Popeye. The one-eyed sailor was actu- 
ally introduced as an extra in Thimble Theatre, 
a comic that had already been running for 
almost a decade. Focusing on the Oyl family, 
especially siblings Castor and Olive, along 
with Olive’s boyfriend, Flam Gravy, Thimble 
Theatre was an anything-goes comedy/adven- 


ture that derived come- 
dy from puns, slap- 
stick, and a large cast 
of oddball characters. 

Popeye makes his first 
appearance on p.27 of 
this collection, when 
Castor Oyl’s scheme to 
loot an island casino 
sends the gang down 
to the docks looking 
for someone to pilot 
their ship. Although it’s 
evident that Popeye 
was brought in simply 
as a supporting char- 
acter for that particular 
adventure, his pres- 
ence changes the 
dynamic of the strip. 

He’s too entertaining to fade into the back- 
ground, and Segar begins to focus more 
attention on the character. He mines a lot of 
comedy from his rough demeanor and from 
the “insulks” directed at him about his face. 
But when the adventure ends and Castor 
returns home rich, Popeye collects a million 
bucks and exits, telling them, “If you ever 
want old Popeye, you’ll find him down at the 
docks shootin’ craps - lemme know when 
you needs a fren.” Another month passes 
before they go looking for Popeye, but once 
he’s back, he becomes firmly established as 
the star. 

The Popeye of the comic strip is a much 
more complex character than the cartoon 
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adventure strips probably suffered the 
most. With less space to build story 
and illustrate action, the pacing has 
been thrown off, and the surviving 
action strips became more like soap 
operas. That’s not the case in this vol- 
ume of Dick Tracy. While still far from 
its peak years, the strip is already an 
entertaining, pulpy mix of action, 
drama, and a touch of romance. It 
begins quickly with Tracy’s origin: After 
gangsters kidnap his girlfriend, Tess 
Trueheart, and murder her father on 


and his romance with Olive bor- 
ders on dysfunctional. Segar’s 
Popeye is like a character out of 
American folklore. Quick with his 
fists, he’s a rough, tough, dice- 
shooting survivor. He punches 
out crooks and swindlers, 
friends and foes. But he has an optimistic, 
generous spirit and a kind heart. Fantagraphics’ 
six-volume Popeye collection will document all 
of Segar’s work with the character, up until 
the creator’s untimely death at 43. Hopefully 
these oversized volumes will generate a 
renewed interest and wider recognition of 
his work. 

IDW Publishing begins a more ambitious 
project with The Complete Chester Gould’s 
Dick Tracy. If successful, it will collect the full 
five decades that Gould spent working on the 
comic strip. The first volume of Dick Tracy cov- 
ers the years 1931-1933, and it might come 
as a surprise to readers who are only familiar 
with the slow, tedious modern version of the 


star. There’s no mention of spinach or Bluto, comic. As the funny pages have shrunk, 


the night they get engaged, Tracy swears to 
avenge the killing and rescue Tess. Laughably, 
the chief of police soon invites Tracy to join 
the force as a plainclothes detective. But 
there’s no time to dwell on the chief’s recruit- 
ing practices because Dick Tracy is quickly on 
the murderers’ trail. 

The weird villains, such as Pruneface and 
Flattop, don’t appear for a few volumes. In 
this first book, Tracy takes on assorted gang- 
sters, gun molls, extortionists, kidnapers, and 
oddly enough, a grizzly bear. Although the 
comic strip has its ridiculous moments and a 
few of the plots are duds, at its best it crack- 
les like a Thirties gangster picture. Gould’s 
comic strip is thought to have contributed to 
the Chicago gang wars of the late Twenties 
and early Thirties. The violence on display is 
realistic and surprising by comic-strip stan- 
dards. This early version of Dick Tracy would 
never last in a modern forum, which is unfor- 
tunate because the brutal battles between 
cops and gangsters is, at the very least, high- 
ly entertaining. - Ryan Rutherford

IRISH PUBS ON THE EVENT MENU 

Beannachtam na Fertile Padraig 

The SXSW juggernaut falls just at the right time 
each year to dim people’s appreciation of the great 
St. Patrick’s Day events around town. That makes real 
aficionados happy: They don’t have to share as much 
space or worry about the Guinness running out. The 
good news is those of us who love all things Celtic are 
in for a rollicking good time this weekend. 

If 17 is your lucky number, you might 
want to pick the Dog and Duck Pub 
(406 W. 17th, 479-0598). On March 
17, they’ll be having their 17th annu- 
al St. Patrick’s Day Celebration at 
their location on 17th street. All those 
17s add up to a big party, including 
12 straight hours of music starting 
at 11am, family-friendly fun, and lots 
of Guinness and Harp on tap. Though pat- 
terned after an English pub, the Dog and Duck’s soul 
is Irish. Even a cry of “Up the Republic” won’t cause a 
stir. When you’re hungry, order the Ploughman’s Lunch. 

The place I always head to first after returning from a 
trip to Ireland is B.D. Riley’s (204 E. Sixth, 494-1335). 
It feels like walking in a pub in a little town like Kinsale 
or Dingle. These folks are obsessive about their beers. 
It’s fresh, at the precise temperature recommended by 
each beer’s brewmaster, and served in glasses that 
have never seen any liquid but beer. Everything is avail- 
able by the imperial pint, and Guinness lovers will feel 
right at home when they see the care lavished on each 
pour. Plus, I’ve said it before, and I’ll say it again: B.D. 
Riley’s has the best fish and chips I’ve had outside the 
UK. On St. Patrick’s Day, there’ll be music from 2pm 
until closing. Drop in on the afternoon of March 16 and 
get a chance to hear nine Irish bands that will be play- 
ing SXSW on March 17. 

The perfect mash-up of Irish warmth and Austin 
weird is at Opal Divine’s (700 W. Sixth, 477-3308, 
plus two other locations). They’ll be staying open until 
4am on St. Patty’s, so if you could use a late bit of 
food to sustain you, this is the place. It also has one 
of the best bars in the city, with carefully made drinks 


using pure and fresh ingredients (try the margarita 
made with agave nectar). The real secret is upstairs, 
where you’ll find one of the best collections of whis- 
key on Earth. The service is great, and the food is 
exceptional pub grub. 

Fadd Irish Pub (214 W. Fourth, 457-0172) has a 
Disneyland approach to the Celtic life. You wouldn’t 
be surprised to see someone dressed as Darby O’Gill 
telling stories in the corner. They take their beer and 
whiskey seriously, and though the food is a little vari- 
able, we’ve always had great luck asking the server 
for advice. St. Patrick’s Day starts early with a cel- 
ebration of the “Super Saturday,” the Round Five 
of Nations Rugby. Ireland plays Italy at 7:30am, 
Scotland plays France at 9:30am, and England 
plays Wales at 11:30am. During these rugby 
matches at Fado, you’re likely to see the larg- 
est number of Europeans and Europhiles at any 
single place in Austin. 

Mother Egan’s (715 W. Sixth, 478-7747) is 
best known for its Tuesday night mob scene for trivial 
pursuits, but when it first opened, the owners, a cou- 
ple of Irishmen, set out to bring Irish hospitality and tra- 
dition to Central Texas. On Saturday, they’ll have music 
and demonstration dancing from noon until midnight. 
Given its proximity to Opal Divine’s, you can easily get a 
double bang for your parking buck. 

Finally, if you want to go somewhere where there’s no 
food and no faux-lrish decor, consider Bull McCabe’s 
(714 Red River, 478-4022). This is the place in Austin 
you’re most likely to hear real Irish accents from both 
the workers and the patrons. In nontouristy areas of 
Ireland, you’ll find a load of places like Bull McCabe’s. 
It’s never too crowded, and there’s always a pleasant 
hum from the drinkers. Traditional Irish music plays in 
the background and an old TV provides the entertain- 
ment. The pours are honest and correct. The reason to 
be here is the same as a pub in Ireland: to enjoy the 
simple pleasures of conversation with a little alcoholic 
lubrication to keep things interesting. 

By the way, if you are not a fan of the richness of 
Guinness, try Smithwick’s (pronounced SMITH-icks). It’s 
a perfectly delicious pale ale made by the brewmaster 
at Guinness. All of the places listed carry it on tap.

Rodeo Cook-Off and Stall Crawl 

Barbecue, bands, and beverages will abound as 
always during the Star of Texas Rodeo’s popular cook- 
off. This year the festivities go on March 16-18, as the 
greatest “backyard chefs” of Central Texas battle it out 
for the titles of “Best Barbecue” and “Highest 
Fundraiser.” This is one of my favorite events of the 
year, a colorful, festive, and truly Texas hoedown, full of 
friendly yet fierce competition and several different 
styles. And the diversity of participants and attendees 
is totally Austin. Expect cowboys and punk rockers 
drinking beer and chowing down home-cooked ’cue 
right next to the carnival rides, with anything from Clint 
Black to AC/DC blasting out the stall’s sound systems. 

More than 50 teams compete at this walkabout 
event, in categories like Top Fundraiser, Brisket Cook- 
Off, “Yardbird” Chicken Cook-Off, Rib Cook-Off, David 
Kitchens Jack Pot Cook-Off (anything on the grill), 

Bean Contest, Bloody Mary Contest, Hospitality, 
Showmanship, Most Elaborate Rig, and Best Rookie 


Team. Top winners receive 
cash prizes and trophies. 

The public is invited to sam- 
ple the team’s food and 
encouraged to make a dona- 
tion into the team’s tip jar. 

Last year, proceeds from the 
event generated more than 
$125,000. This money is 
then donated to the 
Scholarships for Star Students. 

This year marks the sixth Stall Crawl, which some 
friends of mine started as a way to get together and 
have fun at the cook-off. Now more than 200 people 
sign up for this independent group that gathers at the 
Texas Original Cookers stall for cocktails, Twister, live 
music by the Hackles, and continuous eating. The $5 
registration fee covers your official Stall Crawl badge, 
souvenirs, and donation to the Scholarship Funds. 
Sign up online at www.stallcrawl.com. Don’t forget to 
bring lots of $1 bills to tip out the cooks, as this 
counts as your vote in the competition. See you at 
the fairgrounds!

spent last Thursday and Friday in a ° 
makeshift structure outside the badly Mother's Cafe & Garden 
burned restaurant, dealing with insurance adjusters, cleanup crews, and a 
steady stream of friends, neighbors, and customers who came by in concern. 
“The show of support is really heartwarming, and we appreciate it so much,” 
Alexander told me last week. Although the serious fire destroyed the popular 
garden dining area and there is extensive heat and smoke damage to the 
indoor dining room, the restaurant’s kitchen and offices survived unscathed. 
Alexander and his partners hope to have the kitchen up and running again 
soon; one idea has them selling takeout food via delivery, and another plan 
calls for tented dining in the parking lot. Either way, they definitely plan for 
Mother’s to rise from the ashes, and we’ll keep you posted with develop- 
ments. When asked to share the most important lesson he’s learned from 
this experience with fellow restaurant owners, Alexander quickly replied, 

“Read the fine print and any addendums to your policy regarding fire cover- 
age, especially the difference between replacement value and actual cash 
value.” Considering how many restaurant fires we’ve already seen since the 
first of the year, that sounds like very good advice... The rumors are true: 
Aster’s Ethiopian (2804 N. 1-35, 469-5966) is back in business! Longtime 
fans of her delicious cuisine had seen a banner on the cinder-block building 
at the corner of Dean Keeton and the southbound freeway access road and 
e-mailed us with inquiries. We’re happy to report that when we spoke to Aster 
last week, she was anticipating her final health-department inspection in a 
matter of days and expected to be serving this week, just in time for South 
by Southwest... To the reader who inquired about the abrupt closing of the 
Schlotzsky’s outlet in the Littlefield Building at Sixth and Congress: The pub- 
lic-information director in their corporate office explained that their lease was 
up, and they were not able to negotiate what they considered to be an afford- 
able rent for the space. All of the employees of that location were absorbed 
into other Schlotzsky’s outlets around town, however... If you’re curious about 
what chef David Garrido has been up to since going to work for the Comida 
Deluxe outfit, just check out the new 8-ounce USDA Prime burger on the 
menu at Shady Grove (1624 Barton Springs Rd., 474-9991). The $9.95 

specialty is flying out the door, as 
are the tasty new brisket tacos. We 
also hear the Alamo Drafthouse 
folks would love to have the popular 
Garrido as a competitor in their next 
Iron Chef competition movie event... 
While the lineup of national chain 
restaurants at the elegant new 
Domain shopping center might be 
impressive, I’ll have to say the new 
business there that interests me 
most has to be Sur la Table 
(11410 Century Oaks Terrace, 833- 
6905). The Seattle-based cookware 
retailer has nearly 5,000 square 
feet of quality merchandise in their 
new store; contemplating all those 
goodies has me positively giddy with 
excitement!... I spent part of last 
Sunday afternoon at Dolce Vita 
(4222 Duval St., 323-2686) at the 
launch party for a new dessert busi- 
ness called Vera’s Pies (877/841- 
7247, www.whosvera.com). Owner Kim 
Gilbert grew up making pies with her grandmother and decided to name her 
new business venture in Vera’s honor. Currently, Gilbert is leasing kitchen 
space in the Dolce Vita kitchen to prepare her pies, which will be available to 
the public via pickup or delivery and to restaurants and coffee shops through 
wholesale sales. The product line now includes four deep-dish, 9-inch 
meringue pies - coconut cream, lemon, pineapple cream, and chocolate - for 
$15 each. Gilbert plans to add a new pie to the menu every month and even- 
tually hopes to have her own storefront... The owners of the Dream Bakery 
(9422 Anderson Mill Rd., 219-1235) invite you to celebrate the Persian New 
Year, March 21, with authentic Persian foods and pastries from their shop. 
After a successful career in scientific research, owner Azar Owlia finally real- 
ized her dream of opening a bakery a year and a half ago here in Austin. The 
charming shop has an international ambience and offers both European and 
Middle Eastern pastries, cakes, pies, kolaches, and box lunches. Dream 
Bakery is open from 7am to 6pm weekdays and 8am to 6pm on Saturday.

Full Plate 

In planning your SXSW itinerary, make 
room for these 10 dining destinations

Attendance to the final mad, fun, and music-filled week of 
South by Southwest requires quite a bit of advance strategy: 
choosing which panels to check out, plotting the hours and loca- 
tions of the various showcases not to be missed based entirely 
on personal tastes, scamming invitations to the coolest industry 
parties, and keeping an ear to the ground about all the ancillary 
events that sprout up around the Festival every spring. 

We’d like to suggest one more crucial area that warrants 
attention: There are certain culinary pilgrimages necessary 
to the overall success of the South by Southwest experience, 
places to eat and drink that are so definitive of Austin during 
the ides of March that you really can’t say you’ve been here, 
unless you’ve been there. Granted, suggestions could vary some 
among more seasoned Festgoers, but we’ve compiled a list of 
10 destinations. 

Hit none, and we think you’ve really missed out on an 
important component of the party; hit one or two, and you’re 
doing all right; three to five is a good slacker score; five to seven 
indicates serious immersion in local culture; and, if you’ve done 
all 10, you’re practically a native. 



1) Eat breakfast or lunch at Las Manitas Avenue Cafe 
(211 Congress, 472-9357): The ultimate fate of this iconic 
local eatery is still being decided, but it appears fairly certain 
that sometime soon a new convention hotel monstrosity will 
take over most of the 200 block of Congress Avenue. One popu- 
lar solution under discussion is a low-interest city loan that 
would help the indomitable Perez sisters relocate the restaurant 
to a building they own at the north end of the block. Regardless 
of what happens after the Festival, this could be your last 
chance to dine at Las Manitas in its current beloved funky loca- 
tion. Yes: You’ll have to stand in line, but you’ll be used to doing 
that. Besides, you’ll be waiting to witness the end of an era. 



Threadgill's 


2) Commune with Austin music history at Threadgill’s 
(6416 N. Lamar, 451-5440; 301 Riverside, 472-9304): 

Whether you eat chicken-fried steak and mashed potatoes at 
the legendary Kenneth Threadgill’s converted gas station or 
kick back in the beer garden at the Riverside location with 
some fried green tomatoes and an ice-cold beer, these two joints 
are the confluence of Austin comfort food and music history. 
Bonus points here if you’ve eaten in the Janis Joplin shrine 
room at No. 1 or if you’ve taken pictures at the Armadillo World 
Headquarters commemorative plaque just a stone’s throw from 
the Riverside parking lot. 


3) Late-night nosh- 
ing and networking 
at local indepen- 
dent restaurants 
Magnolia Cafe (2304 
Lake Austin Blvd., 

478-8645; 1920 S. 

Congress, 447-7636), 

Katz’s (618 W Sixth, 

472-2037), Star Seeds 
(3101 N. 1-35, 478- 
7107), and Kerbey 
Lane Cafe (four loca- 
tions around town) : 

All these places cater 
to the late-night crowd 
and are guaranteed to 
be jammin’ when the 
clubs and bars close. 

The time spent waiting 
for that hearty Lunar 
Landscape, stack of flapjacks, or pastrami sandwich can be put 
to good use chatting with other Festies and flirting with cute 
musicians from around the world. 




4) Late-night barbecue at Sam’s (2000 E. 12th, 478-0378): 

For nearly 30 years, knowledgeable local and visiting musicians 
have made this Eastside barbecue shack their post-gig stop for 
protein loading after a sweaty onstage workout. The Mays fam- 
ily welcomes everyone. Why should you be any different? 


5) Eating, shopping, and people watching along South 

Congress: There’s no better place than SoCo to observe 
Austin’s rich cultural pageant by day or night, even if you 
couldn’t get reservations at the Hotel San Jose or the Austin 
Motel. Grab a cup of hot coffee or a cold beer and settle into 
the lawn furniture surrounding the popular outdoor Jo’s Hot 
Coffee (1300 S. Congress, 444-3800) for some prime people- 
watching. Wander down the street for a margarita fix at Giiero’s 
Taco Bar (1412 S. Congress, 447-7688), or grab a slice at Home 
Slice (1415 S. Congress, 444-7437) or Southside Flying Pizza 
(2206 S. Congress, 442-4246). Check to see if there’s some 
street barbecuing going on outside the venerable Continental 
Club (1315 S. Congress, 441-2444), or gobble up some bar- 
gain sushi in the waning sunshine at Zen (1303 S. Congress, 
444-8081). Celebrate the musical occasion with an ‘Austin 
Rocks” guitar cookie from Sweet Tempered at Farm to Market 
(1718 S. Congress, 462-7220), or purchase some classy Western 
duds and footwear at Allen’s Boots (1522 S. Congress, 447-1413). 

6) Drinking at notable local watering holes: “Well I wish 
I was in Austin/at the Chili Parlor Bar/drinking Mad Dog mar- 
garitas/and not caring where you are.” Serious drinks, fiery chili, 
and reliable burgers at the Texas Chili Parlor (1409 Lavaca, 
472-2828). Tell ’em Guy Clark sent you. Order Mexican marti- 
nis and burgers at the Cedar Door (201 Brazos, 473-0001). Extra 
points here if you’ve had drinks in all of this bar’s locations. 

7) KGSR breakfast on the radio broadcast from the lobby 
at the Four Seasons (98 San Jacinto, 478-4500): You never 
can tell who’ll show up to pick and sing with the guys from 
KGSR, but it’s a safe bet Lyle Lovett will sit in with them, if he’s 
in town. Go downstairs for an impressive upscale breakfast on 
someone’s expense account, if you’re lucky. 

8) Picnic along Town Lake: Grab a pizza, a bag of tacos, or 
some burgers, and enjoy a relaxing picnic on the shores of 
Town Lake with old or new friends. Depending on your musical 
heroes, gather at the Stevie Ray Vaughan statue or the Walter 
Hyatt bench. 
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9) Strolling the Sixth Street 
Entertainment District: Getting 
points here is a no-brainer. 
Everybody knows, and every- 
body goes. However, the wisest 
travelers will point out that the 
best burgers are to be found at 
Casino el Camino (517 E. Sixth, 
469-9330) and more recently at 
the Jackalope (404 E. Sixth, 
469-5801). The French bistro 
fare at Chez Nous (510 Neches, 
473-2413) is both authentic 
and delightful, and the most 
reliable street food can be pur- 
chased from a vendor called the 
Best Wurst. 

10) Tacos and music at 

Maria’s Taco Xpress (2529 
S. Lamar, 444-0261): In years 
past, the all-day Sunday musi- 
cal lineup led by Alejandro 
Escovedo made Maria’s a don’t- 
miss destination on the last day 
of the Festival. The larger new 
location manages to keep the 
cool funk factor and will now be 
offering music from Wednesday 
through Sunday. No Alejandro 
this year, but check Maria’s 
Web site (www.tacoxpress.com) 
for the music lineup. ■

AUGUST THE FIRST

A broken home is nothing new, but under the 
direction of newcomer Olabisi, Tunde Ibirinde 
(Alsup) and his family of shattered expectations 
depict a superbroken home that can’t sever 
its ties to the past. Tunde’s Nigerian father, 

Dipo (Green), returns for his son’s graduation 
celebration, but he might carry ulterior motives 
with him. More trusting than inspective, Tunde 
learns that nobody is who he seems. With an 
alcoholic mother (Merriweather), an overprotec- 
tive older brother (Phillips), and an angry sister 
(Hutchinson), Tunde’s party quickly turns disas- 
trous. Shot in Olabisi’s mother’s house in New 
Jersey for less than $500,000, August the First 
is a story about the past and the future and 
how the two are forever entwined; it’s about the 
strengths of family and the allure of naivete.

Sometimes the key to making a great docu- 
mentary is simply a belief in the possibility that 
a dramatic arc will fall, like manna, into your 
lap. Capturing the Friedmans was a brilliant 
example of this kind of serendipitous filmmak- 
ing, as was The Revolution Will Not Be Televised : 
Be at the right place at the right time, and you 
may just see your film rise from fact-finding 
mission into the rarefied air of human drama. 
Directors Massie and Buzzell had two fascinat- 
ing stories built into their film about the world’s 
first all-female mariachi band, Mariachi Reyna 


de Los Angeles: one about Cindy, a classically 
trained Caucasian violinist who leads the group 
despite being its only non-Latin member; and 
the other about Angelica, their biggest fan, 
who moves from Albuquerque to Los Angeles 
on the slim hope that she might one day join 
her heroes on stage. She chose instead to 
pay them only passing attention and settle for 
the more pedestrian trappings of the standard 
band documentary.

DOUBLETIME

The tension in Doubletime - which follows 
two North Carolina double-dutch teams training 
to compete in a world-championship tourna- 
ment - lies in deciding who to cheer for: the 
team offering a support network for inner-city 
youth? Or the Bouncing Bulldogs, a group of 
earnest suburban kids trying to prove them- 
selves in an urban, African-American sport. 

The teams eventually compete against the 


world’s best jumpers, including some high-fash- 
ion martial-arts-wielding Japanese kids, and 
the daunted look on the face of the Bouncing 
Bulldogs’ tiniest 11-year-old phenom says it all. 
Doubletime echoes both Spellbound and Mad 
Hot Ballroom in format and irresistible cute- 
ness. But what Doubletime has over those two 
is the visuals. There’s nothing like watching hip- 
hop-infused double-dutch performed by athletes 
spinning through the air as ropes twirl around 
them, especially at New York’s Apollo Theater, 
where the cheering, dancing audience adds as 
much energy to the film as those onstage do.

News hates Phelps, who taxes the limits of the 
First Amendment with his message that “God 
Flates Fags” (and truly, to Phelps, said “fags” 
are emblematic of everything that’s wrong 
with this country).

THE SIGNAL

There is a moment in The Signal - a 
supremely entertaining shock/horror film - 
when a character who has both witnessed and 
taken part in multiple acts of outrageous vio- 
lence says that “this is the most fucked-up day 
in the history of mankind.” If the bizarre vision 
of the Apocalypse depicted in this film were 
to ever come to pass, you’d be hard-pressed 
to come up with a more accurate description. 
You’d also want to consider arming yourself 
to the teeth and blowing up your TV. The film 
revolves around the premise that there is an 
evil signal coming from electronic devices. 
Nothing works: not phones, not radios, and not 
the television. Instead, the TV emits an eerie 
psychedelic image that controls the brain of 
anyone who watches it long enough. TV will rot 
your mind in the end, The Signal seems to tell 
us, and the result may well be more gruesome 
than anything any of us, Captain Kangaroo 
included, could have ever imagined. This film 
is brutal, gory, demented, sick, twisted, and 


even worse than what they’ve fled - in the sug- 
arcane fields owned by a few wealthy, mafialike 
Dominican families. Determined, against all 
odds, to improve the living and working condi- 
tions of these Haitians, Father Hartley encoun- 
ters not only the predictable resistance of the 
plantation owners but also, surprisingly, that 
of the Dominican public and media, who react 
with the nationalism of a country whose people 
have historically looked down upon the black 
Haitians once in control. The film is an even- 


handed and thorough 
probe of the inhumane 
conditions existing within 
an industry whose prod- 
uct this country imports 
with blind, if unwitting, 
abandon.

Oh, remakes. Why must you be so bad 
and often? Conjoined twins, an unscrupulous 
mad-scientist-type doctor; an obsessed, chain- 
smoking reporter; and a bloody murder by 
knitting needle make up the heart of Buck’s 
retelling of Brian DePalma’s 1973 classic. 

In his first feature-length film, Buck (who got 
horror props for 2004’s collection of shorts, 
American Trilogy ) veers from the Hitchcockian 
style of his predecessor and goes for a more 
Cronenberg-esque freak show, where much is 
made of his characters’ emotional and physi- 
cal scarring (Sevigny’s character, the reporter, 
has been given her own sordid past, for 
instance, as well as a crying-in-the-bathtub jag 
to go along with it). Though the conceit of the 
remake is basically the same as the original, 
the film has been updated with cell phones, 
computer cams, and a completely rewritten 
ending that mixes gore, homoeroticism, and 
drugs and sets them in a creepy asylum 
where sad, masked children play games 

- well, really just hit one another with sticks 

- among the trees at night. - Diana Welch 

UNDEAD OR ALIVE: A ZOMBEDY 

D: Glasgow Phillips; with James Denton, Chris 
Kattan, Navi Rawat, and Brian Posehn 

One audience member pegged this film: 
Blazing Saddles meets Dawn of the Dead. In a 
festival full to the lurching brim with zombies, 
this Western take on the oeuvre is a standout. 
How can a film that opens with zombie Posehn 
biting the head off a chicken (the actor best 
known for TV’s Just Shoot Me is a major metal 
music fan, thus the inside joke) not be a win- 
ner? Denton of Desperate Housewives fame 
is our antihero, Kattan is the goofy sidekick, 
and Rawat (who’s actually an India Indian) is 
the Native American with an attitude. On their 
trail is a gang of zombie lawmen infected by 
Geronimo’s White Man Curse. The result is a 
lasso full of laughs and plenty of brains for din- 
ner. Writer/director Phillips admits readily that 
it’s designed as the perfect midnight film. He’s 
right. It is. I smell an undead DVD cult classic.

WHO LOVES THE SUN

Inspired by Paul Auster’s Leviathan, in which 
a man disappears indefinitely after walking in 
on a friend getting frisky with his wife, 
Bissonnette’s ( Looking for Leonard ) second film 
explores what happens when that guy comes 
back. Set in a summer lake home full of well-to- 
do white people who act like they hate one 
another but still say please and thank you, the 
story of what happens when people harbor 
secrets unfolds quietly with the help of sar- 
casm, schoolyard brawls, and scotch. Each of 
the five performances is spot-on, but Haas is 
particularly endearing as the slightly off-kilter 
best friend come to settle a score, and Scott 
plays the spoiled, insecure bastard with discon- 
certing aplomb. With intelligent, realistic dia- 
logue and fleshed-out characters, Bissonnette 
aptly captures a world where terse dinner con- 
versation and early morning fishing trips 
replace true affection, while reminding us that 
families often pass down more consequential 
traits than just eye color. - Diana Welch

A CONVERSATION WITH BILL PAXTON 

Austin Convention Center, Saturday, March 10 


Everyone has a favorite Bill Paxton movie. They just might 
not know it. The Fort Worth native gave a Q&A Saturday after 
being inducted into the Texas Film Hall of Fame the previ- 
ous night. He described it as a greater honor than being 
nominated for a Golden Globe for his role as polygamist 
Bill Henrickson in HBO’s Big Love. “Out there in Hollywood,” 
he told the audience, “you’re always thinking, ‘Will this get 
me another job?’ This was personal.” An added bonus, he 
admitted, was meeting fellow inductee Ann-Margret, whom he 
“greatly admired, like every red-blooded male growing up in 
the Sixties. I mean, Carnal Knowledge, for Christ’s sake!” 

Paxton gave what he said was a slightly more R-rated 
version of his acceptance speech (he’d had to mind his 
language the night before because his daughter was in the 
audience). He touched on a career that has gone from the 
blockbuster ( Titanic and Twister) to the critically lauded (A 
Simple Plan, Near Dark, and his directorial debut feature, 

Frailty) to the surprising (did you know he directed the video 
for the song “Fish Heads” by Barnes & Barnes?), as well 
as a gamut of memorable characters, like Hicks in Aliens 
and Chet in Weird Science. The directors who have called 
on his down-home charm is as impressive: Kathryn Bigelow, ^ 

Walter Hill, Ron Howard, Sam Raimi, Robert Rodriguez, John ^ 
Hughes, and, of course, James Cameron. | 

Yet the work he’s most proud of is his golfing movie The o 
Greatest Game Ever Played. The Disney-released movie 
gained critical praise but little box office. “In retrospect,” he said, “it 
was kind of heartbreaking. They should have put it out as a prestige 
film, but they threw it out as a kids’ movie.” The poor release never 
dampened his pride in it. “I have always found a great esprit de corps 
on a film set,” he added, “but this was one of those rare experiences 
in my life where everyone really showed up.” 

Paxton had some advice over worries about a lack of tax breaks 
discouraging Hollywood from sending bucks this way. When asked what

WARREN SPECTOR PRESENTATION: 

The Future of Storytelling 

Spector’s speech on what makes a great game story was just as 
elaborate and detailed as the games he’s constructed. Spector broke 
down game-writing to its most essential details like a college literature 
professor would and slowly built the elements back up into a complete 
verbal scriptwriting manual. 

Focusing on the problems with game stories today, Spector noted 
several times how today’s storylines can take the game out of games. 
“Ninety percent of the games today tell a story through roller-coaster 
method, because it’s the easiest way to do it,” he said. 

The famous game designer described the roller-coaster method as 
taking a gamer on a fun and thrilling ride, where the action is com- 
pletely linear, the motion is controlled, and the future is easily fore- 
seen. This idea of designer-controlled games reoccurred through his 
speech as he emphasized how game storywriters need to work with 
developers to break out of the box. 

Spector ended his panel with a four-part conclusion (a mimicry of his 
games’ aspects of having different endings), the last one discussing 
how high tech graphics are ruining good plots and storylines. 

“Next generation hardware makes it harder for us to develop better 
games, because graphics are always improving instead of Al and character 
interaction,” Spector said. “We might have missed our window because of 
the graphics craze.” 

But as long as there are innovative designers like him, new windows 
will open. 

WRITING FOR THE NEXT GENERATION OF GAMES 

The future is a hard thing to debate, considering its unpredictabil- 
ity, as panelists Mark Bristol, David Cook, Aaron de Orive, and Austin 
Grossman discovered. The Writing for Next Generation Games panel 


wandered through many expansive questions like, “How can we make 
games more imaginative?” and “How can we write games to engage us 
emotionally?” all taking stabs at an uncharted dilemma. 

Though the next generation of games was never clearly defined, and 
most of the questions had vague answers, the topic of MMOs consis- 
tently reared its head. 

“Unlike a single player narrative, in MMOs each part is a quest with 
a beginning, middle, and end,” said Cook. 

The panelists pointed out that MMO games and user-generated sto- 
ries are the antithesis to game-writing and almost pose a threat to the 
narrative-game industry. They also noted that the game industry is still 
lacking games for women. 

“The big, untapped market that every MMO market wants to get into is 
women,” said de Orive. “What that story is going to look like, I don’t know.” 

Whoever does know the answer to writing girl-game stories was prob- 
ably not at that panel. 

ONLINE GAMES: 

Beyond Play and Fantasy 
With Joi Ito and Justin Hall 

“We go seamless between the real world and the game; I don’t think 
we can separate that out as fantasy anymore,” was one of Joi Ito’s 
opening comments for the Online Games: Beyond Play and Fantasy 
panel. Alongside the pioneer game blogger Justin Hall, the two panel- 
ists dove deep into their theories of virtual worlds and the real world 
being one in the same. 

“World ofWarcraft is a great way to build relationships,” Ito said. 

“We build teams together and perform tasks that as individuals, we 
couldn’t do on our own.” 

Hall also introduced his online game, Passively Multi-Player Online, 
which tracks the user’s Web pages that they have surfed and rewards 
them for surfing certain Web-page genres. 

Both Hall and Ito, well-established in and out of the gaming industry, 
discussed how online games have integrated into their lives and are 
passable as efficient social interaction. Though nongamers see this as 
a threat, the gamers that spoke at the Online Games panel truly and 
openly embraced the idea. - Carson Barker

A CONVERSATION WITH 
ELIZABETH AVELLAn 

Austin Convention Center, Monday, March 12 

Anyone expecting an hour of tough talk- 
ing, name-dropping, “let me tell you how 
it’s done” swagger would have been disap- 
pointed. Troublemaker Studios’ producer 
Elizabeth Avellan, the “quiet person” working 
behind the scenes (director Robert Rodriguez 
is the public of Troublemaker), came out of 
the shadows, both when she was inducted 
into the Texas Film Hall of Fame as the first 
recipient of the Ann Richards Award on Friday, 
March 9, and Monday afternoon when she 
sat down with Grindhouse actor Jeff Fahey for 
a casual discussion about Avellan’s career 
and how she does “things very different from 
the rest of Hollywood.” 

Avellan studied architecture at Rice 
University, where she dabbled in theatre. 
When she moved to Austin, she had an 
administrative position at the University 
of Texas at Austin. All of this, and other 
odd jobs, she counts as journeyman hours 
toward her role “producing and running 
an army,” as Fahey described her role at 
Troublemaker Studios. 

“I come from a family of 13 kids; that’s a 
small army! Every job I’ve had has attributed 
to this work,” she said. “Whatever you find 


yourself doing, even if it’s not your dream 
job, find the skills in that job that will help 
you. All the jobs I’ve had had something that 
I use today to run a movie.” 

Avellan runs a family-friendly house. 

“For a while there was a joke that we were 
baby-maker studios because of all the kids 
and pregnant women,” she said. As the 
mother of six kids, and understanding the 
demands that a film makes on its employ- 
ees, her family-friendly approach is not just 
good employee relations but makes good 
business sense. 

“[The movie set] becomes your home ... 
when you’re shooting 14 or 15 hours a day. 
Life intersects with the moviemaking process 
every day. Some studio execs don’t remember 
that,” she said, relaying a time she decided 
to help a production assistant leave a shoot 
to see a sick family member. “When the crew 
sees you do that for one person, everyone 
else feels safe.” 

Avellan has no illusions about how 
rough the film business is. Even as she 
moves into producing her own projects, 
she realizes “there’s a lot more to suc- 
cess than being famous and making a 
lot of money. Were you a good daughter, 
a good mother?” She may be out of step 
with Hollywood, but success is her best 
defense. - Belinda Acosta

L0NELYGIRL15: 

A CASE STUDY 

Austin Convention Center, Sunday, 

March 11 

Those unaware of the story of 
homeschooled teenager Bree, her 
friend Daniel, and her parents of 
questionable religious beliefs very 
well might after the Lonelygirll5 film 
is made, something its producers say 
they’ve had in mind all along. 

“We thought we’d do this for a few 
months, generate buzz and then cre- 
ate a film,” said Mesh Flinders, one 
of the three creators of Lonelygirll5. 

The blog ran for four months before 
it was revealed that Bree was an 
actress (20-year-old Jessica Rose) 
and that her life was fiction. The 
response was prolific and sometimes 
heated. Flinders and co-creators Greg 
Goodfried and Miles Beckett weren’t 
sure what to expect at their SXSW 
panel: an angry mob, annoyed fans, 
or someone representing the Order 
(long story short: it’s related to Bree’s 
parent’s religion). What they met was 
an audience not as concerned with 
the “lie” of their project as in its 
creative impetus and economic back- 
bone. All for good reason. Even after 
the truth was revealed, what remains 
is creative content that is imaginatively rich, 
technically resourceful, and innovative in a way 
that TV will find hard-pressed to compete with in 
a time when eyes are migrating to the computer 
screen among others. Interesting since the origi- 
nal model for LG15 was reality TV. 

Several networks have since courted the 
team, but they decided to continue doing 
Internet video and see LG15 as a TV/Internet 
hybrid. In many respects, this hybrid is the next 
generation of what used to be called Interactive 
TV. While that earlier model was preoccupied 
with enabling viewers to make armchair pur- 
chases of products featured during a TV pro- 
gram or checking stats during a sports event, 
what LG15 has done is expand the interactivity 


to allow viewers to participate in a parallel 
experience. The easiest way to interact is to e- 
mail Bree (answered in character by Goodfried’s 
wife). Others have responded with their own 
video creations (accessible at the LG15 site), 
assuming the identities of auxiliary characters 
creating parallel storylines. All of this enriches 
the LG15 experience, giving participants an 
investment in the story. 

But is there money to be made with this 
hybrid? Without parents to borrow money 
from or living without a steady income, the 
Lonelygirll5 approach is not accessible to 
most. But the draw of Lonelygirll5 is telling. 

It’s only a matter of time before another like 
her appears. - Belinda Acosta

Showtime for 
"This American Life'

I have good news and bad news. For those 
wondering if the TV version of This American 
Life meets the quality of the original radio ver- 
sion that airs on National Public Radio, the 
answer is an emphatic yes! The bad news is 
that it appears on Showtime. The good news is 
that This American Life is a get for the network 
that toils under the shadow of that other cable 
network that says it’s better than TV The bad 
news is you have to pay for it. The good news 
is youTl want to. 

Like many fans of Ira Glass and his 15- 
year-old audio program that airs weekly on 
NPR, I was skeptical. Highly skeptical. How 
could Glass hope to capture the magic of This 
American Life on TV? The thrilling answer 
is that he does so without diminishing the 
spirit of the show’s core mission while creat- 
ing something completely unique and separate 
from the original and even more surprising 
- something unique for TV 

More than documentary and not a conven- 
tional reality show, Showtime’s This American 
Life does what so few have accomplished: It 
finds and exploits the full potential of TV Like 
the audio version (also available as a podcast), 
This American Life features real people telling 
their stories, revealing them at their own pace 
in a way that makes the rest of the world fall 
away. Glass enters TV with good company. 
With Christine Vachon and Christopher 
Wilcha as producers, along with Left/Right 
productions, Showtime’s This American Life 
has found the perfect marriage of talent and 
experience to pull off the TV version. 

“I like lots of reality shows,” says Glass in 
Showtime press materials. “For better or worse, 
[the] reality show has now come to mean put- 
ting extroverted people into an artificial world 
where conflicts are set up for them to live 
through and react to; that’s not us. The people 
in our stories are having their regular lives, and 
the stakes in the stories are the things closest to 
their hearts, which usually means much bigger 
stakes than on any reality show. ” 

This American Life premieres Thursday, 
March 22, at 9:30pm on Showtime. 

Seen and Heard at SXSW 

TV: The Next Generation, Austin 

Convention Center, Saturday, March 10: 

TV is dead. Long live TV but not in the way 
we now know it. Content and, more impor- 
tantly, who is creating it, how it is accessed, 
and how viewers will find it was the topic of 
this TV-related panel, one of several at this 
year’s SXSW conference. Several online media 
producers hoping to capture the lightning that 
is currently happening online (see the story of 
LonelyGirll5) were on hand to discuss how 
creative content online is reshaping the future 
of TV Will the larger networks absorb the small 
online upstarts, or will new models that com- 
pletely bypass conventional ways of doing busi- 



ness appear? What online and truly interactive 
media offers that conventional TV doesn’t is its 
immediate response to audience feedback. 

“The networks are dealing with size and lay- 
ers,” said Nicole Carrico, director of creative 
development for AOL. “They can’t respond to 
how audiences are giving them feedback which 
is the key to how interactive media works.” 
Other panelists included representatives 
from CNET.com, Revision3, Ziff Davis Media, 
and CNET Entertainment. Though no one 
offered any predictions on what watching TV 
would mean in the future, all were sure that 
experience would include watching online 
content and would move beyond the two- 
minute video and not replicate the traditional 
TV show. 

“I’m not sure if Andy Warhol’s prediction 
that everyone will be famous for 15 minutes 
is true,” said Greg Brannan, vice president of 
programming for CNET Entertainment, “but 
they will definitely have a Web site.” 

SXSW-related: Public Access Community 
Television begins live broadcasts of East by 
Southeast, featuring Austin bands not on the 
South by Southwest schedule. Everything from 
alt. country to swamp-rock is on the bill. Tune 
in to cable Channel 16 from 6pm to lam, 
Thursday through Saturday.

GROWING PAINS 


Because that ever-burgeoning behemoth of a 
music festival known as South by Southwest 
happens here, the thousands of visitors who 
partake every March assume Austinites under- 
stand it. They couldn’t be more wrong, starting 
at the very top. 

“As if we really had any say in the matter,” 
says SXSW managing director Roland 
Swenson on whether organizers are satisfied 
with the Festival’s current size. “South by 
Southwest is what it is, and we do our best to 
stay out of its way.” 

Easier said than done. SXSW enters its third 
decade as not only one of the most important 
music/business gatherings in the world but 
also the centerpiece of the nation’s post- 
Oscars cultural calendar. Nowadays, media out- 
lets such as MTV News, XM Satellite Radio, 
the BBC, E! Entertainment Television, and 
DirecTV (debuting continuous live coverage 
this year) cover SXSW as thoroughly as CBS 
and ESPN do that other March Madness. 
Tastemaking radio stations like Santa Monica’s 
KCRW and Seattle’s KEXP go live from the 
Festival all week, and you can’t swing a dead 
armadillo in Austin this week without hitting a 
blogger. “Sorry we’re writing so much about 
SXSW, but you should probably get used to it,” 
Stereogum, arguably the blogosphere’s most 
influential music-related Web site, advised its 
readers Feb. 21. 

This year, the river of hype fed by Stereogum 
and similarly minded sites - Pitchfork, 
Brooklyn Vegan, Gorilla vs. Bear, Done 
Waiting, Austin’s own Austinist - came with a 
twist. The logistics of shoehorning more than 
1,300 performers into 59 venues, a new record 
on both counts, caused SXSW officials to delay 
announcing their 2007 roster for several weeks 
past when they had done so in previous years. 
Not surprisingly, on message boards and com- 
ment threads across the Internet, the Festival 
took a beating. 

“Nobody really knew why it wasn’t being 
announced,” offers Austinist Editor Allen Y. 
Chen. “If you don’t provide the information, 
you’re going to leave it up to bloggers and ran- 
dom people on message boards to speculate. I 
don’t think that’s ever a good idea.” 

A bigger online eruption came last month 
after SXSW Music creative director Brent 
Grulke told TCB that SXSW “is not a con- 
sumer event” (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/ 
lssue/column?oid=oid%3A441510). Chen, who 
estimates 65% of the past month’s Austinist 
content has been SXSW-related, says at least 
as many people have posted in favor of 
SXSW as against. 

“I think the majority actually skews in favor 
of it,” he reckons. “But when you have a nega- 
tive comment, it resonates with people 
because it’s jarring.” 


As they have for years, grumbles 
persist that SXSW has forsaken its 
roots as a forum for undiscovered talent 
in favor of higher-profile, and better- 
bankrolled, performers. “The main prob- 
lem is that it is filled with bands we’ve 
already heard of, who already have fat 
record contracts, and the lesser-knowns 
and local groups who really deserve atten- 
tion are given short shrift,” Dallas Observer 
Music Editor Jonanna Widner (sister of 
Chronicle Managing Editor Cindy Widner) 
wrote in a Feb. 15 article. 

“We’ve been hearing that comment from day 
one,” counters Grulke. “And it isn’t any more 
true now than it ever was. In fact, given the 
current state of the music business - one 
where the majors have much less money to 
promote acts with - it’s probably less true.” 

Only 16% of SXSW 07 performers are signed to 
majors, Grulke notes, many to the labels’ small- 
er international arms. 

“That percentage has stayed about the 
same ever since South by Southwest began,” 
he adds. 

There are more major label acts, of course, 
because there’s more of everything. SXSW is 
such a runaway train at this point that organiz- 
ers realize they might not even be able to 
change it if they wanted to. Placing an arbitrary 
cap on the number of performers accepted, 
Swenson says, would lead to uncomfortable 
questions like, “Flow would we decide who gets 
to go and who doesn’t? And what would stop 
people from coming here anyway and doing 
their own events? That’s already happening.” 

The continuing proliferation of pirate show- 
cases and free day parties has bedeviled SXSW 
for years but not as much as people might 
think. This particular horse has long since left 
the barn, admits Swenson. 

“Most of them are complementary to what 
we do,” he says. “The ones we take issue with 
are the ones that tell the talent they can only 
play their party, the ones that say, ‘South by 
Southwest sucks, and we’re cool, so you should 
play our thing.’” 

Even something as seemingly simple as add- 
ing another day or two to the Music Festival 
isn’t nearly that cut-and-dried. 

“Frankly, I don’t know how easy it would be to 
get the clubs to let go of another day,” admits 
Swenson. “When we first started Wednesday 
shows, a lot of the clubs we’d been working 
with for 10 years said, ‘Why would we want to 
do that?’” 

Why? Because music matters to people and 
in few places moreso than Austin. If nothing 
else, the lively debate surrounding the Festival 
this year proves that beyond any doubt. For 21 
years now, that’s about all anybody has really 
known for sure. 

“We spend all year working up to this preci- 
pice, and we’re about to jump off,” says Swenson. 

So are we all.

RABBIT PUNCHING 
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Spiritual Boys 


Pete Townshend's appreciation of Ronnie Lane tY JODY DENBERG 


Last year, Ronnie Lane, the heart of both the 
Faces and Small Faces and a solo artist in his 
own right, would have turned 60. Although 
Lane died in 1997 from complications associ- 
ated with multiple sclerosis, 2006 held a small 
bounty of birthday gifts for the bassist who 
lived in Austin for some six years during the 
late Eighties and early Nineties. 

First, keyboardist Ian McLagan, who moved 
to Austin the year his former bandmate depart- 
ed for the cooler climate of Colorado in 1993, 
issued a wonderfully heartfelt tribute to his 
friend Lane, Spiritual Boy: An Appreciation 
of Ronnie Lane (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/ 
lssue/review?oid=oid:361671). Pete Townshend 
got in the act next when his historic collabora- 
tion with Lane, 1976’s Rough Mix, received the 
5.1 surround-sound treatment and appended 
unreleased Lane tracks. Finally, The Passing 
Show, a revelatory documentary about the man 
once nicknamed “Plonk,” aired on the BBC 
before being commercially released around 
the world (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
story?oid=oid:431102). 


Austin would really enjoy it, especially if you 
like Ronnie Lane’s music. It’s informal. 

AC: When the Small Faces and the Who were 
around town in England in the mid-Sixties, 
was one more of a mentor to the other? 

PT: I think we both came from our own 
place. We were from West London, and 
they were from East London. We really 
only met once we had become successful, 
but we got on very well. We respected each 
other. They were much more lighthearted 
than the Who. Of course, my friendship 
with Ronnie was a lifetime friendship; that 
was almost like meeting a brother. I know 
of a lot of people actually who met Ronnie 
and felt the same way. 

AC: You wrote for the Who solo, Pete 
Townshend compositions, but 
Ronnie worked successfully with 
Steve Marriott. Did he ever ask you 
about writing with different people, 
or would you ask him what it was like 
to be in a songwriting team? 

PT: I think it was the latter. I’ve

Featured prominently among the talking 
heads waxing nostalgic in the film about Lane 
was the Who’s Townshend, who was moved 
by Austin’s adoption of Lane and the musical 
revitalization the Face enjoyed during his stint 
here. In the midst of touring the Who’s first 
studio disc in 25 years, Endless Wire, a trek 
hitting San Antonio’s AT&T Center March 20, 
Townshend took time to chat about his friend- 
ship with Lane as well as his other solo and 
Who-related pursuits. 


Austin Chronicle: Is Chicago a home base of 
sorts for you these days? 

Pete Townshend: Yeah, kind of. I’ve built up 
a good bunch of social acquaintances here. My 
girlfriend, Rachel, did a show at the House of 
Blues, as well, so we’ve been doing all kinds of 
things, having fun. 

AC: I was listening to a show you and Rachel do 
on the Internet called In the Attic. It’s amazing. 
PT: Thank you; it’s kind of crazy. It’s very 
informal and very loose. You can see some of it 
now; she’s got a new Web site, which is www. 
intheattic.tv. You can see some of the songs and 
the kinds of things we do. We’re thinking it 
might one day go to television. 

AC: One gets to hear things you don’t ordinarily play, 
like “Blue, Red and Grey” and “Greyhound Girl.” 

PT: It’s an unplugged environment. People that 
are used to that kind of fireside music scene in 


never really been able to co-write 
comfortably. I suppose for me 
it’s probably about control. When 
I sit down with somebody else, I find 
it quite tricky to get past the fact that 
there’s a kind of creative negotiation 
going on, which I don’t know that 
I’ve got the generosity of spirit to deal 
with. Ronnie was extraordinary in 
that respect; he could work with ^ 
anyone. He was so adorable but such 
an underestimated musician in those 
early days. He wasn’t a real Who fan. He 
wasn’t into the punk rock that the Who 
was into. He loved coming around and listen- 
ing to my demos, the little things that I did 
that the Who never recorded. He was the first 
guy that ever encouraged me to do a real solo 
record, which I actually did with him on Rough 
Mix. Prior to that, I put out a few demos for a 
thing called Who Came First, which was a game 
Ronnie and I did together. We made an album 
or two dedicated to the Indian teacher that we 
followed back in those days, Meher Baba. 

AC: I think the first time the public heard you 
together was his song “Evolution” on Who Came 
First. It’s interesting that on your solo album you 
gave over a track to Ronnie. 

PT: What’s interesting about that song is that 
it was very much a solo track. We recorded it 
in my home studio, and I felt very much a part 
of it. He was very much a part of what I was 


doing in those days. Our relationship was very 
intimate, kind, thoughtful, very constructive, 
and quite spiritual in quality. He brought out 
something in me. He broke me down, I sup- 
pose, with his humor. But when we did that 
song, I was just stunned. What he had actually 
done is taken Meher Baba’s very complicated 
description of the universe and the way that 
consciousness travels and grows and evolves 
and turned it into a really amusing, lightheart- 
ed, and funky song. That was Ronnie’s way: He 
was a real storyteller. 

AC: How much of Rough Mix was actually a col- 
laboration? Or was it a Pete Townshend song, a 
Ronnie Lane song? 

PT: It was the latter; it was one on, one off. 
However, for me, that album was a divine col- 
laboration, a life-changing record. 1976 was a 


very critical and intense year for me in a whole 
number of different ways. I did a lot of stuff 
with the Who and a lot of extramural stuff, 
too. And, I can remember it was the first 
time when I realized that Ronnie was get- 
ting sick. We had a little argument about 
something; he accused me of treating my 
wife very badly and said something a 
bit indecent about me. I pushed him 
or punched him, and he just went fly- 
ing. I thought, “Well, he’s a little guy, 
but God, this is a bit strange.” He 
really went flying. 

I helped him up, and I said, 
“What’s up?” And he said, “Oh, I 
just lost my balance.” And I said, 
“You look like you are drunk.” I 
went back, and somebody else in 
his circle said to me, “We think 
Ronnie might have MS.” That was 
the very first time I realized that 
was happening. So, it was a won- 
derful time, in a way, to be with him 
and support him and try to knock 
him out in the middle of a rile. 

The other thing was that the 
record was critically acclaimed. It 
made me confident that I could 
pursue a solo career. It may also 
have been the record that sewed 
the seed of doom for the Who. 
I think already by ’76, I was 
running out of ideas as to how 
to get the Who to move to the 
next level, if there was one. We 
were so busy on the road. We 
got this reputation for being a 
hotel-room-smashing rock band, 
which didn’t fit in with many of 
my personal ideas, but I was in 
it; I was of it. I’m not denying 
my role in it. 

AC: You’re on the road with the Who 
right now in support of Endless 
Wire. How’s the new material 
coming across for you and the 
audience? 

PT: It’s going very well. The part of 
the new record, which I call a mini- 
opera, “Wire and Glass,” is fairly 
rockin’, so that goes down quite 
well. At one point it’s just Roger and 
me onstage for two of the songs with an acous- 
tic guitar. It’s a slightly different record; I made 
it entirely by myself at home. I worked on an 
eight- track tape machine. I used the computer 
very, very little. I often thought about Ronnie 
while I was making it - about the encourage- 
ment he gave me to stick to my guns and to 
play as much of the music myself as I could. 
That was easier for me to do this time because 
there is no Who band. We have a great band 
that we tour with, but if there’s a Who nowa- 
days, it’s definitely Who 2. It’s just me and 
Roger. We are a duo now, and everything is very 
new for us, but I’m pleased with the record, 
and I’m really pleased to be out on the road. 
I have got my partner, Rachel, my family, with 
me. I miss the dogs. I miss my son. I miss my 
home, but it’s as good as it gets. We are having 
a really good tour. ■

The Weirdness (Virgin) 

Last year’s outstanding 
New York Dolls album 
proved that improbable 
comebacks don’t neces- 
sarily have to reek of warm 
mothballs. That lesson 
was apparently lost on the 
Stooges. While Ann Arbor, 

Mich.’s finest never actually 
embarrass themselves with 
their first studio album in 33 years, much of The Weirdness 
exudes the same sloppy halfheartedness as Iggy Pop’s least 
satisfying solo efforts {Party, anyone?). The return of guitar- 
ist Ron Asheton and drummer Scott Asheton alongside the 
great Mike Watt on bass and Steve Albini on knobs should’ve 
yielded something better than mere middling. Even so, The 
Weirdness has its moments of redemption. “My Idea of Fun’’ 
pits Ron Asheton’s scalding guitar fuzz bath against Pop’s 
catchy seventh-grade refrain about killing everyone. Ditto 
for “The End of Christianity,” a full-press rocker that turns a 
simple glimpse of a short-shorted pizza-joint goddess into 
the downfall of the world’s most popular religion. By contrast, 
tracks like “You Can’t Have Friends” and “Free and Freaky” 
do little more than conjure up the superficial Stooges aes- 
thetic before plodding onward minus the angry energy and 
wild sense of adventure that characterized their best work. 
This is not the sound of a band with anything on the line.

Nine gigs into our career, when you start 
to notice, “Hey, some people in the house are getting this!” you think, “Maybe we 
need a little show biz,” but the other part of your brain thinks, “Maybe what these 
people need is a kick in the ass.” So you compromise and buy a pie and throw 
it at them. That’s kinda how I think. 

AC: What’s it like to have come through your life relatively unscathed? 

IP: Fantastically lucky, and I’m not sure why. I know what these corny 
American celebrities say when they say, “I’m blessed by the Lord.” I hate 
when they say that. “God has blessed me with all this loot,” and, “I know 
there’s a God because look at all the shit he gave me.” But I’m in there 
somewhere, and I’m having a nice old age. So far. 

AC: What’s the deal with the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame? Van Halen over 
the Stooges. Please. I made a rule that the Chronicle won’t vote in any more 
Texans until Doug Sahm and the 13th Floor Elevators get in. 

IP: I often think about the Elevators when I say to myself, “The Stooges 
are one of many groups that were good and interesting, and because 
one of our members stuck around and managed to clean up well, 
we’re getting attention with our music for a second time. But we’re 
not the only ones who deserve that.” 

As far as the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame, they’re not going to 
consider it in a certain way. I never really expected it from them. 
It’s run by a very particular group of people. It represents very par- 
ticular things they want to accomplish, and it’s fine if we’re not 
included. I hear about it every time from my friends. I remember 
Ron [Asheton] telling me we were nominated, and my drummer 
was excited. And the next thing I know, I imagine myself saying, 
“Hey Dad, guess what! Your son is in the Hall of Fame!” 

Otherwise, I don’t have much of an opinion about it. It was 
just like, “Oh God. Now I have to hear about this every time I do 
a bloody interview!” [Laughs] But that’s fine. One of the things 
that keeps the Stooges out is that we’ve never sold a significant 
amount of records at one time within the boundaries of the USA. 
That’s a common thread in everyone they induct. I rode on an 
airplane with Sam Moore of Sam & Dave the day after he got in, 
and he was begging me for a job. He had a hit, but he didn’t have 
a career. 

It’s just business. It’s okay. We’ve done well, and we have no 
complaints. But I won’t hold my breath waiting for them to give 
a shit. ■

many left who are able to get a record out that anybody’s going 
to hear. Most of the groups over the last 20 years or so are 
brands, where there’s one guy who’s got 80 to 99 percent of 
the salient talent in the group. And he has people that play 
along with him, and they call it Nine Inch Nails. Does anyone 
care who the four other guys with similar haircuts to Trent 
Reznor’s are? But they’re, quote unquote, a group. 

Nirvana approached that, but there was an extraordinary 
drummer. He was still just a drummer, and one guy was 
basically handling the thematics. Those groups tend to work 
better, because there’s just no time to fuck around in the 
modern world where there are such incredible fortunes to 
be made in this industry very quickly and such incredible 
penalties for those who would just whistle a merry tune in 
poverty [laughs]. 

AC: How does band as “brand” affect its audience? 

IP: Expectation. That gets a little weird. You have to be firm 
about where the door in is, where the door out is, and what 
your visit is about. And kick ’em the hell out if they don’t 
like what you are up to [laughs]. There’s something about 
the Internet that’s changed. Along with the increasing isolation 
from everyone else is this very strict and regimented typewritten 
verbalization on everything. 

I try to stay away from the Internet. I’m really the kind of 
guy who should not be allowed on it [laughs]. I’m going to get 
myself in trouble because I have extreme views and extreme 
reactions. Day in and day out, there’s going to be people who 
say they like you, think they like you, think they know what 
you’re about, think they know what your music is. They’re 
going to expect one thing, and if you don’t sound like that, 
you’re going to hear about it. 


Iggy Pop, who’ll turn 60 in April, is calling from “Miami, the edge of 
America and a short spit from New York.” He’s in great spirits, wisecrack- 
ing, laughing, and acting for all the world like a rock star enjoying his 
life. Which is exactly what he is. One of the rock stars, in fact, so deeply 
imbedded in the firmament that like Dylan, Bowie, or Clapton, one 
name says it all. 

Another name that says it all is Stooges, the trio of Motor City prepunk, 
twisted metal, and hardcore rock & rollers from the Sixties and Seventies, 
reformed and boasting a new CD, The Weirdness , which sounds like, well, 
the Stooges. Not the Stooges grown up or smarter, just some Raw Power, 
same as 1973. 


Austin Chronicle: How does the dynamic change when you write songs for 
yourself as opposed to the Stooges? 

Iggy Pop: Having to work with the other guys keeps me a little more 
down to Earth. When it’s my own thing, I tend to meander. With a 
group, you get reactions to ideas you have, and it becomes a group thing. 
And we are a genuine group. At this point, we find ourselves somewhat 
in possession of a brand, but we’re still an actual group. There aren’t

The 2006 Coachella veterans’ Fanatic showcase 
Saturday (Elysium, 10pm) marks another maiden voyage of sorts: the live debut of The 
House of Apples and Eyeballs, their LP collaboration with colorful Pennsylvanian pop ensem- 
ble Black Moth Super Rainbow. 

“We just piled things on top of each other and went back and forth that way until we felt 
like the songs were done,” Lambert says. “I’m not sure how it’s going to work out yet.”

Norwegian sensation Sondre 
Lerchejust released his fourth LF? Phantom Punch, 
which finds him slinking gracefully from the loungey 
vibe of his previous work toward a coarse-pop aesthetic 
that still embraces sunshine. L.A.’s the Little Ones are 
currently earning themselves a mountain of indie cred 
by touring with Tilly & the Wall and the Kaiser Chiefs.

La Zona Rosa, 12mid 

Ghostland Observatory’s pendulous paradise of two-man thrash is grounded in a hedo- 
nistic yin/yang dichotomy. Thomas Turner plays mad scientist, caped crusader, and wizard 
behind the curtain, producing GO’S ecstatic electro-clash rhythms and handling the brunt of 
the Austin duo’s numerous DIY business ventures. Aaron Behrens is the prima donna, 
“Candy Rider,” and sexual showstopper whose piercing falsetto quivers between shriek and 
scream. Combined, their complementary forces produce a near out-of-body live experience. 

“It’s a struggle to get into some kind of euphoric state, a constant release in order to 
relax,” Behrens says of his androgynous, charismatic performances. “I take what bothers 
me in the world and ask what the lead singer of Ghostland would do to deal with those 
problems. He’d cruise down the street in his freakin’ T-Bird with music blasting.” 

Turner, who got his start throwing raves, approaches matters a bit more systematically. 
“We have to treat every show the same,” he says. “We get out there and kick out the 
jams. Luckily people just feel it. They’re dancing, weaving, and smiling. It’s more like a 
giant party.” 

Ghostland has every reason to celebrate. In 2006, besides dropping sophomore effort 
Paparazzi Lighting, they blew minds at both Lollapalooza and the ACL Music Festival, then 
sold out Hogg Auditorium for January’s laser spectacular. Just don’t expect their recent suc- 
cess to change River City’s new hometown heroes. 

“I’m a regular dude, no frills, no thrills, a regular small-town country boy lost like every- 
body else, trying to find a reason to live,” raps Behrens. “I just happen to like to play 
dress-up and dance.” -Austin Powell

Johnny Bush 
has a glori- 
ous story to 
tell.

about his auto- 
biography, however, is the way he tells it. Its 
conversational tone would make a perfect 
Book on Tape. Bush recounts his upbring- 
ing on the poor side of Houston, the wild 
times spent backing Nelson and Ray Price, 
his rise as a solo artist, and his survival 
of a rare vocal disorder that almost cut his 
career short, but he also dishes great bits 
on musicians who have crossed his path 
like Chet Atkins, Bob Wills, Patsy Cline, and 
Moon Mullican. Throughout, Bush rarely 
drifts off topic, which could have been a 
problem in his casual, off-the-cuff manner, 
making Whiskey River not only a quick, 
appealing read but an important glimpse 
into Texas music history.

As the hub for 
all things Memphis punk, the record store/label 
claims an impressive roster of past bands, from 
the Reigning Sound and the Oblivians (former 
Oblivian Eric Friedl runs Goner) to King Khan & 

BBQ Show and Guitar Wolf. Along with brother 
label Shattered, their collective motley crew is true 
Memphis scuzz. Young’uns Boston Chinks are 
no strangers to Austin, kicking down doors with 
their steel-toed rawk. N’awlins one-man band King 
Louie loves you with diamond-studded harmonica 
blues and a touch of nervous twitch. Straight outta 
Tuscon, Ariz., Yuma Territorial Prison Guards 
dust off Raising Arizona- style bike punk, while fel- 
low Tusconite Digital Leather (Sean Foree), a rare 
electronic Goner, synthesizes Kraftwerk and Gary 
Numan in an Applebee’s bathroom. He’s spawned 
hits such as “She Had a Cameltoe” and “Angst 
in My Pants.” Atlanta quintet the Carbonas are 
equally classy and Frothing at the Mouth, all they 
need is their cue in the form of 1-2-3-4. The night’s 
headliner, Jay Reatard, he of the Reatards and 
formerly of space-punks the Lost Sounds and God 
knows how many other bands, put out a fantastic 
album last year called Blood Visions, 15 three-min- 
ute blasts that border on British punk and power- 
pop.

RED HOUSE

House Records keeps the flame when 
it comes to contemporary acoustic 
music. That leaves a wide swathe of 
genres to cut through, and the label 
is up for the challenge this year with 
a small but lush crop of artists. Lynn 
Miles hails from Ottawa, Canada, 
where her music has already netted 
a Juno Award plus two Canadian Folk 
Music Awards for her most recent 
CD, Love Sweet Love. She’s also 
been featured on NPR’s Day to Day 
and performed on Mountain Stage. 

Miles’ warmth and intelligence make 
for satisfying listening in any mood. 

The St. Paul, Minn.-based act known 
as Storyhill hearken to the best of 
duos throughout the years - Simon 
& Garfunkel is the name most often 
cited. Chris Cunningham and John 
Hermanson bend their acoustic pop 
into a variety of shapes and wrap 
the music around rootsy blues and 
country influences on their self-titled 
CD, released last month. Topping off Red House’s 2007 offering is Austin favorite Jimmy 
LaFave, who claims both Texas and Oklahoma roots. That’s a solid clue to his “red dirt 
music,” a tightly knit blend of grassroots folk in the Woody Guthrie tradition. LaFave’s first 
recording for Red House was the acclaimed Blue Nightfall in 2005; his second for the label 
is slated for later this year. - Margaret Moser 
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GOLDEN BEAR 

To the Farthest Star (C-Side) 

When the Royal Forest Horns raise 
their trumpets and release their fan- 
fare, Golden Bear’s second album in 
less than a year explodes in jubila- 
tion. The Austin quintet doesn’t force 
elation; it comes with the territory: 
a bright, clear beam from the fragile 
vox of lead Bear Chris Gregory and 
local guest Pink Nasty. Like a pre- 
cious gem, To the Farthest Star revels in its imperfections. The discor- 
dant and battling layers lend the album a lovely candor, although a bit 
more sporadic than GB’s eponymous debut. Opening with Polyphonic 
Spree/Flaming Lips amalgam “Galaxy Queen,” GB continues down a 
path of exaltation with “The Gospel Truth” and the euphonious, string- 
laden title track. Gregory’s storytelling - uncontrived and innocent 
- saves us all with “Stars and Women,” a pleading message to Mary. 
The troupe might have jumped the gun slightly with this Erik Wofford- 
mastered journal, but it’s just a hint of the band’s triumphant live 
shows.

Jesse Sykes & the Sweet Hereafter takes the singer-songwriter out of milque- 
toast territory and back to the era of Carly Simon and Patti Smith with the help of former 
Whiskeytown guitarist Phil Wandscher. The Seattle quintet’s third LF? Like , Love , Lust & 
the Open Halls of the Soul, reflects alt. country against the uniquely weathered and rustic 
vocals of the longhaired artiste.

MARY WEISS 

Dangerous Game (Norton) 

Mary Weiss’ tough demeanor, defiant 
expression, and fraught-with-emotion vocals 
on Shangri-La hits “Leader of the Pack,” 
“Sophisticated Boom Boom,” and “Give Him a 
Great Big Kiss” influenced an entire generation 
of first-wave girl punkers with her pegged pants, 
heavy eyeliner, and rebel-with-a-bra attitude. All 
Weiss’ sass, heartache, and anguish, which 
made the Shangs so in-the-moment then, are 
present here, albeit in a lower register. The 
remarkable aspect of this recording is Weiss’ 
collaboration with Memphis rock darlings the 
Reigning Sound. Their lo-fi garage sound snaps 
like a fresh mouthful of bubble gum in axeman 
Greg Cartwright, who may have been born in 
the wrong decade: His songwriting ability to 
paint a broken heart in three minutes or less

TOM BROSSEAU 

Grand Forks (Loveless) 

Tom Brosseau has one of the most arrest- 
ing voices in folk music, a high-pitched, angelic 
croon devoid of affectation and delivered with 
utter sincerity. He sings with such pastoral 
calm, in fact, that nuanced emotional details 
can become lost within the beautiful simplicity 
of his sparse acoustic tunes. Grand Forks, the 
songwriter’s sixth release in as many years, is 
thus well-served by its broader accompaniment. 
Brosseau takes a Guthrie-esque turn back to 
his North Dakota hometown, commemorating 
the devastating 1997 flood through the subtle

GIGANTIC MUSIC 


9pm, Parish II Gigantic’s oddball lineup of musical freaks and geeks is a lot like por- 
nography: Damned if you can define it, but you’ll know it when you hear it. Letting loose 
everything from Aa to Zynth, G showcases Brooklyn’s experimental scene and challenges 
critics to mash up genres like an orgy of musical Madlibs. Neo-noise tribal electro-fusion? 
Post-hillbilly junk punk? Psych-soul art-rock? That just about covers it. O’pener O' Death 
flirted with Gigantic but remains self-released with their follow-up to last year’s debut, Head 
Home. Finding the Avett Brothers by way of Man Man, O’ Death pillages the Appalachian 
tradition of their namesake but fully in the service of raucous, shrill folk, complete with a 
metal gas can for a snare drum. Dragons of Zynth work the opposite side of the same 
tangent. Preparing for the summer release of their not-to-be-missed debut, Coronation 
Thieves, which was produced by TV on the Radio’s David Sitek and Kyp Malone, DoZ takes 
TVotR’s jolting rhythms and angular beats to Afro-tech heights of aggressive, fuzzed-out 
psychedelia. Aa takes home the mindfuck award, as any band with three drum kits should. 
Like a rabid Animal Collective, their upcoming debut CD/DVD, gAame, is a rambunctious 
din of electronics, furious beats, and synth all climaxing in primal shouts of ecstasy. After 
all this, the Pogues-ish folk-garage grooves of the Boggs’ third release and Gigantic debut, 
Forts are the perfect come down. - Doug Freeman

8pm, Continental Club Let’s be clear here: “Roots” isn’t a euphemism for “boring” or 
“old.” Exhibit A: the Moaners, a duo of former Trailer Brides, frontwoman Melissa Swingle 
and drummer Laura King. With the guitar/drums tandem, the easy comparison would be 
the White Stripes, but a more accurate nod would go to fellow Carolinians the Flat Duo 
Jets. And great googly moogly, Yep Roc debut Blackwing Yalobusha is dirtier than German 
porn. Also on the unkempt side is American Princes. The Arkansas quartet’s debut, 

Less and Less, is the perfect complement to chain-smoking a hangover away. Toward the 
other end of the age continuum is Texas legend Doyle Bramhall who, along with the 
Vaughan brothers, laid the groundwork for Austin’s blues legacy. In a nod to either Bruce 
Springsteen or Guns n’ Roses, songwriter to the stars Jim Lauderdale simultaneously 
released not one but two albums last year. Fresh off last year’s original-lineup X reunion 
tour is John Doe, who, over the past coupla decades, has amassed a nice solo catalog. 
Plus, he’s John frickin’ Doe. Going south of the border via Nashville is America’s premier 
Mexican-wrestling-mask-clad instrumental band. Los Straitjackets released their first 
Spanish-language album with the curveball title Rock en Espahol Vol. 1. Big Sandy of Fly- 
Rite Boys fame gets credit for the assist. - Michael Bertin 




POP LEVI 

The Return to Form Black Magick Party 
(Counter) 

From the first pounding slap-backs and 
compressed vocals - tight as nut-hug- 
ging 514s on a glam fag - it’s easy to 
forgive critics exalting 21st century boy 
and ex-Ladytroner Levi as Marc Bolan 
reincarnate. His hindsight fishnet drags up 
as much Norman Greenbaum and David 
Essex as T. Rex. Similarly, the loose bass 
fwap on “Blue Honey” may scrape like 
balls on a basset hound, but it’s equal 
parts “Fly Like an Eagle” and “Hoochie 
Coochie Man.”

Austin trio Weird Weeds, meanwhile, investi- 
gates some Weird Feelings on their second LP 
Portland, Ore.’s experimental quartet Old Time

of the showcase is Rafter (and friends), which 
is really just Rafter Roberts of San Diego and 
some support helping out on tunes from last 
year’s Music for Total Chickens. And if chickens 
like spacious, kinda out-there “indie rock,” then 
that title is spot-on, chaps.

& Sizes released their self-titled debut last year 
and will soon release Split Lips , Winning Hips , a 
Shiner, which features more of the introspective, 
noodly tunes that just scream, “Canada.” Shara 
Worden is otherwise known as My Brightest 
Diamond, and the New Yorker has been part of 
Sufjan Stevens’ support crew for quite a while 
now. Her solo work tends toward the angsty- 
yet-sassy, and her newest album, Tear It Down, 
just dropped. Castanets, otherwise known as 
Raymond Raposa, is what happens when some- 
one gives a genius a guitar. The result is intro- 
spective “country” music that creeps and seeps. 
Vine, the follow-up to 2005’s brilliant First Light's

VICE RECORDS

ing out its hipster how-to guides from on high. In 2005, the label birthed Bloc 
Party; in 2007, they throw their own benders on the Eastside, and Norway’s 120 
Days gets the party started with a trance. The young quartet’s self-titled debut 
propels slowly with the pulse of Kraftwerk and the scintillating oscillations of 
Silver Apples while building synthetic drones that will erase the rest of the night. 
Panthers’ cat-scratch fever tears straight for the flesh on raucous fourth album 
The Trick, packing 10 songs into 30 minutes. The Brooklyn quartet reinvigorates 
the stale cliches of sex, drugs, and rock & roll with an excess of testosterone, 
adrenaline, and scorching guitars. That wouldn’t be enough for Atlanta quintet 
Black Lips, who set new standards in live recordings with the raw power of Los 
Valientes del Mundo Nuevo, recorded as they crossed the border into Tijuana for 
a tequila-fueled night of dirty punk rock. Pee Thugg and Dave 1, the fresh and 
clean Montreal electronic funk wizards behind Chromeo, close with their Fancy 
Footwork, a tongue-in-cheek Eighties throwback unabashedly making love to 
Death From Above. - Austin Powell 


UNDERTOW RECORDS 


8pm, Habana Calle 6 Patio The Undertow Collective began in 1997 as an 
aggregation of artists, musicians, filmmakers, designers, and creative managers 
sharing space in the old garment warehouse district of downtown St. Louis.

and now includes a record label as well as an artist and producer management 
firm. The label leans toward the heartland with its premier act arguably being 
Chicago’s Dolly Varden.

Hydra Head Records 

Hydra Head Records owner and Isis front- 
man Aaron Turner said his label’s showcase 
is “like giving the finger to the rest of the 
industry.” That’s obvious given his label’s 
latest batch of releases. The latest from 
Jesu, Conqueror, is another sliver off 2006’s 
Silver EP: shimmering shoegaze metal, 
where cascading waterfalls of synths crash 
on jagged mountains of guitars and Justin 
K. Broadrick’s vocals appear like random 
thoughts slipping through the cracks. Utterly 
beautiful. The two-nation army and newest 
members of the Melvins, Big Business, 



tear down the floodgates with Here Comes 
the Waterworks, the follow-up to their like- 
minded debut, Head for the Shallow. Jared 
Warren delivers a damming wall of bass while 
drummer Coady Willis fills and kills, leaving 
seven-minute instrumental closer “Another 
Beautiful Day in the Pacific Northwest” to 
wallow in the aftermath. Octave Museum, 
the third LP from Stephen Brodsky, former 
Cave In frontman and Converge bassist, 
displays an array of experimental indie rock. 
“Spirals in Her Eyes” and “Voice Electric” 
showcase winding guitars behind Brodsky’s 
effortless falsetto, while “Swingin in the 
Sky” and “Kid Defender” sport pop sensibili- 
ties.

A Weekend in the City (Vice) 

Anthemic impulses collide with heady elec- 
tronic effects on Bloc Party’s second album. 

The good news is that the band remains com- 
mitted to broader themes rather than mere 
tales of lost love. BP is the product of 21st 
century London, after all, and that means 
its attempt to rise above homegrown urban 
malaise - not to mention hometown ter- 
rorism - carries significance on both sides 
of the Atlantic.

STAX 50TH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 

(Stax/Concord) 

Almost 31 years after Stax Records declared bankruptcy, 
Concord Music Group is reactivating the legendary Memphis label 
with new signings (Isaac Hayes, Angie Stone) and a long slate of 
reissues. This new two-disc set provides a succinct, 50-song aural 
history of the evolution of Southern soul, from the early Sixties 
through the mid-Seventies. Beginning with Carla Thomas’ 1960 
ballad, “Gee Whiz (Look at His Eyes),” we follow Stax into the 
“Green Onions”-flavored salad days when Booker T. & the MGs 
defined the label’s aesthetic alongside Otis Redding, Sam & Dave, 
and Eddie Floyd. Redding is well-represented by both obvious (“I’ve 
Been Loving You Too Long (to Stop Now)”) and not-so-obvious 
(“Tramp” with Carla Thomas) inclusions, but where’s “Try a Little 
Tenderness”? As for Floyd, “Knock on Wood” is a given, but why 
leave off a tour de force like “Big Bird”? On the plus side, you do 
get choice deeper cuts like Johnnie Taylor’s “Jody’s Got Your Girl 
and Gone,” Little Milton’s “That’s What Love Will Make You Do,” 
and the Dramatics’ “In the Rain.” Though aficionados of the label’s 
embarrassment of classic sides will quibble about the final track 
listing, this remains a perfectly serviceable collection for more 
casual fans. (Thursday, March 15, Antone’s, 7:30pm)

Montrealer Jace Lacek’s falsetto is 
what Sixties beach bunnies dreamt of:

War.” The Besnard Lakes have perfected psychedelic harmonies 
and slurring melodies, but they’re so much bigger than that. Each 
pluck of a violin string, each muffled vocal, each sneaky blast of 
a trumpet creates a lingering solar eclipse and eternal bonfire.

Turn the Lights Out (Matador) 

Our little Ponys are all grown 
up. Following two albums of brash, 
bare garage rock, the Chicago 
quartet’s Matador bow packs on a 
hefty layer of instrumental embel- 
lishment reminiscent of age-proof 
indie warhorses Yo La Tengo. 

Occasionally they go too far the

Specifically too much of it (both of Nelken’s parents are 
psychiatrists). So last year’s pop pastiche, Heaven Is for Easy Girls, was his attempt to sort 
through some issues. When it comes to Canadian power trios, only one band stands above 
titans Rush and Triumph, and that’s Immaculate Machine. The Victoria outfit comes off 
like Jonathan Richman had he been 
gifted more instruments as a child. 

Keyboard player Kathryn Calder’s 
moonlights as a New Pornographer.

Money Waters 

Visions, 9:30pm 

Strong characters telling their most 
engaging stories are missing in hip-hop 
right now, claims Dallas rapper Money 
Waters. 

“We’ve been doing catchy songs to the 
point that no one is saying a damned thing 
anymore,” he says. “I used to trip off of 
the food [for thought] a group like Public 
Enemy would provide us.” 

Second album Niggahlaws establishes 
Money’s rule No. 1 as faith in a higher 
power. “I came up singing in the gospel 
children’s choir at my mother’s church,” he 
recounts. “As a kid, I was more or less 
going through the motions, sleeping in the 
pews in three-piece suits. Now that I’m 
older, it’s a whole new ball game.” 

Maturity in service of conceptual mas- 
tery doesn’t just put Money in a similar 
category as his idol Devin the Dude but 
brings to mind the animated forays of 
Parliament’s long-players. Musical ace 
Kerav Shimon dishes out saucers of live 
instrumentation, providing Money leverage to launch chest-first into uncharted strato- 
spheres of sweaty-sticky funk, detailing things people do to get over. 

“There’s lots of folks doing bad right now,” Money says. “So with that, I do a lot of songs 
about struggling. It’s that human factor I’m trying to capture.” 

Both 2004 debut The Porch and his new album raise the bar on just how deep Texas rap 
can delve, into both flesh and psyche, to near Fishbone levels. Money sings in a smoky 
blues tone, but his raps snap like provoked rattlesnakes. 

Taken together, in his own words, it’s “Southern music on the cool.” - Robert Gabriel 




8pm, Habana Calle 6 The original Hill Country Chicken Ranch (also known as the Best 
Little Whorehouse in Texas) is long gone, but its disuse may explain why the mastermind 
behind this scrappy Austin label remains amiably stuck in reverse. The robotic retro-sounds 
of hometown heroes Automusik - check out their Kraftwerk ethos - have a certain po- 
rno pizzazz. The trio’s recent Hound Dog remix EP owes a good deal to the original Elvis, 
which ties sideways into the sounds favored by stable-mates such as the Woggles. Flying 
in from Atlanta, the Fifties-obsessed quartet Tiger! Tiger! has a certain Lana Turner-worthy 
sex appeal, which the band backs up with rockabilly rhythms and gypsylike carnival riffs. 

On last year’s LP Collisions, lead singer Buffi Aguero comes on like a punk Nancy Sinatra, 
while the cello, saxophone, and organ keeps things cinematically off-kilter. The fourpiece 
Woggles, also from ATL, recently departed Chicken Ranch for New York-based Wicked Cool 
Records, but there’s no question they remain at home with this collection of ne’er-do-wells. 
The Woggles’ retro sound is one-part surf, two-parts soul, and a whole lotta rock & roll. 

Left to represent Austin come the veteran Yuppie Pricks, who recorded for Jello Biafra’s 
Alternative Tentacles following their Ranch debut. Austin’s Mistress Stephanie & Her 
Melodic Cat deal in campy cabaret; Nashville’s the Clutters torch Little Steven’s garage 
with their forthcoming sophomore effort, Don't Believe a Word. - Dan Oko

WHITE BICYCLES: 

MAKING MUSIC 
IN THE 1960S 

by Joe Boyd 

Serpent's Tail/Consortium, 274 pp., $18 

Producer Joe Boyd had an uncanny 
knack for being present “when the mode 
of music changes [and] the walls of the 
city shake.” He worked for impresario 
George Wein at the 1965 Newport Folk 
Festival when Bob Dylan plugged in and 
changed the sound of popular music 
forever. A year later, he opened the UFO 
club in London, booking a then-unknown 
Pink Floyd as house band. His experi- 
ence with the Incredible String Band at 
Woodstock, on the other hand, was disas- 
trous. In this fascinating memoir, Boyd 
recounts a decade of his exploits during 
one of pop music’s most fertile periods: 
the mid-Sixties through mid-Seventies. 
There’s accounts of road-managing Muddy 
Waters, the Rev. Gary Davis, and jazzman 
Coleman Hawkins on European tours; 
recording a pre-Cream Eric Clapton; work- 
ing on the soundtracks of Deliverance and 
A Clockwork Orange ; and the tribulations 
of producing a documentary film on Jimi 
Hendrix. While based mainly in London dur- 
ing this time, he provides lengthy and vivid 
passages on the professional and person- 
al lives of Nick Drake, Sandy Denny, and 
Fairport Convention. Equally rich are his 
relationships with promoters, engineers, 
band managers, and the like. In hindsight 
he’s able to appreciate the shaking of the 
city walls, but he also mourns the rich 
musical traditions that inevitably got left 
behind. (Joe Boyd’s SXSW interview is 
Friday, March 16, 2pm at the Austin 
Convention Center.)

Newest A&C signees 
Young Galaxy are Stephen Ramsay and 
Catherine McCandless, Montreal’s hyp- 
notic, nostalgic twosome that releases its 
eponymous LP in April. Melancholy, climac- 
tic opener “Swing Your Fleartache” fits per- 
fectly in the A&C stable, the album already 
one of the best of the year. Ramsay 
spends the rest of his time as guitarist 
in A&C’s Stars with fellow Canuck Amy 
Millan, who brings last year’s rootsy solo 
foray, Honey From the Tombs.

8pm, Emo’s Jr. There are still plenty of true believers 
left in punk rock, including one Huntington Beach, Calif., 
label with deep Texas ties. Founded a decade ago in 
San Francisco, TKO has put out blistering music from 
Austin’s Dead End Cruisers, Ritchie Whites, Ends, and 
Complete Control, and headlining its lOth-anniversary 
showcase are the Lower Class Brats, one of the few 
surviving bands from the local Blue Flamingo/Bates 
Motel punk renaissance of the Nineties. Longtime 
friends and admirers of the Brats, TKO released boister- 
ous LP The New Seditionaries last year; live CD/DVD 
Loud & Out of Tune follows next week. March 20 also 
brings As the Tide Turns, the TKO full-length debut from 
Austin’s Krum Bums. Since 2000, the Bums’ roaring 
live assault (more metallic than the Brats’ Sham 69- 
like delivery) has won them an ironclad following among 
Austin’s Mohawk-and-studded-leather set, and a vein-pop- 
ping turn at December’s Fun Fun Fun Fest in Waterloo 
Park tipped off everyone else. Two veteran groups make 
up TKO’s California contingent: the Stitches have stood 
for Orange County since 1994, churning out speed-fried 
chunks like “Sixteen” and “Amphetamine Girl” that 
carry on what the Germs and Circle Jerks began, while 
Redondo Beach neighbors the Smut Peddlers have, 
over 14 years, recorded with X guitarist Billy Zoom, 
founded their own Ransom Records label, and landed a 
song on the Jackass: Number Two soundtrack. L.A.’s BYO 
Records, dating back to the early days of the SoCal punk 
scene, shares the night with sets from Seattle pogo 
advocates the Briefs, rootsy ex-Tsunami Bomb ruffians 
Nothington, Portland Redd Kross acolytes Clorox Girls, 
and a rare appearance by BYO founders Youth 
Brigade themselves.

They were 
signed to Sony Music Japan before graduating high school and recently 
recorded a cover of “Monkey Man” with Jamaican trombone legend Rico 
Rodriguez. High-energy punk is the specialty of 50Kaitenz, the Osaka trio 
winning the hearts and minds of fellow travelers by racing through songs 
like “Thank You for Ramones” with nary a care for the influence police. 
Tokyo’s Pistol Valve crosses the coy charms of J-pop with a high school 
jazz ensemble aesthetic. The ninepiece (average age: 19) performs every 
Wednesday on Fuji TV’s The Best House 1-2-3. GOIGOI7188 is an odd name 
for a band, but the Tokyo trio’s slicked-up pop would sound right at home 
on modern rock radio as vocalist Nakashima Yumi may well be Japan’s 
answer to Gwen Stefani. Having sold 700,000 copies of their latest album, 
Confidence, Okinawa’s HY is already one of Japan’s most popular alt-rock 
bands. Despite being primarily informed by Western sounds, the quintet 
occasionally slips in allusions to traditional Japanese music. Yokohama 
power punks the Emeralds aren’t afraid to pull off a ballad called “The Girl 
Who Loved Kurt Cobain,” but don’t let that fool you into thinking they won’t 
immolate this lOth-anniversary edition of Japan Nite with their rev-up-and- 
burn stage show.

With primo local guests 
like swing guitar authority Dave Biller and 
fiddle master Johnny Gimble, James tack- 
les an imposing range of covers from Duke 
Ellington, Eubie Blake, and a nod to Dylan, 
“One More Night,” that, with a startlingly 
refined batch of originals, makes this an 
impressive solo career start.

Like a puppy competing in the Purina 
Incredible Dog Challenge, Toronto’s Andrew 
Whiteman careens over hurdles and weaves 
through obstacle courses. He races up the 
seesaw, and suddenly the ground becomes 
unsteady. Fido freezes. Always that damn 
seesaw.

THE APPLES IN STEREO 

New Magnetic Wonder (Yep Roc) 

With apologies to Spoon’s Britt Daniel, 
Apples in Stereo frontman Robert Schneider 
might have opted for the title My Mathematical 
Mind instead of New Magnetic Wonder in 
geeking out and creating his own “Non- 
Pythagorean” 
music scale to 
recording the 
band’s first album 
in five years.

THE WOGGLES 

Rock and Roll Backlash (Wicked Cool) 

For two decades, the Woggles have 
marched forth from Georgia like Sherman in 
reverse, leveling nightclubs with their hip-shak- 
ing, windshield-steaming garage rock fusillade. 
Now signed to Little Steven’s Wicked Cool 
label, the quartet’s latest moves the scorched- 
earth party up to the gates of Best Buy.

Coming together like continental drifts, Six 
Parts Seven’s epic instrumentals coalesced 
into compositional soundscapes over the 
Kent, Ohio, group’s first several studio 
releases.

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GET HIP RECORDINGS 


8pm, Habana Calle 6 Patio Formed in 1985 by Cynics guitarist Gregg Kostelich and 
his Pittsburgher bandmates, Get Hip Recordings now distributes a catalog of more than 
20,000 vintage rock- and soul-leaning releases. Not too shabby for a label started by teen- 
age punks. Local openers the Bad Rackets aren’t actually on Get Hip, but their blues/ 
punk/ pop concoction aptly embodies the label’s unpolished aesthetic. Phoenix-based the 
Breakup Society thrive on 
the raw power pop of the 
Real Kids and Cheap Trick. 

Bandleader Ed Masley even 
pays green-eyed tribute 
to the latter with “Robin 
Zander” from the Society’s 
self-deprecating guy-loses- 
girl opus, James at 35. With 
vocalist Tim Stile at the 
wheel, it doesn’t take long 
to recognize aural insolence 
as the m.o. of the Mullens. 

Since 1994, the Dallas- 
based garage quartet has 
gone all out to pick up where 
Sixties hometown legends 
like the Floyd Dakil Combo 
and Kenny & the Kasuals left off. Austin’s own garage hounds the Ugly Beats combine 
well-crafted originals, tastefully obscure covers, and Ace Tone organ licks from resident go- 
go queen Jeanine Attaway to create a sock-hop vibe. Paul Collins Beat started off as the 
Beat before the English Beat gummed things up. Collins earned his power-pop-pioneer pin 
as drummer for the Nerves, then moved to guitar for the Beat’s superb 1979 debut. The 
New York native’s new Get Hip album, Flying High , retains that pop prowess along with a 
hint of Americana. Finally, we have the Cynics, whose dedication to the raw, swinging beat 
of yesteryear continues in full force more than 20 years after their humble beginnings.

SUICIDE SQUEEZE 


10pm, Maggie Mae's Like 
baseball’s most daring play, 
the Seattle label’s showcase 
is a gutsy call, and with 
Hella headlining, it’s also 
likely to end in a brutal col- 
lision at the plate. Although 
the guitar/drums duo left 
the label after 2005’s 2-CD 
Church Gone Wild/Chirpin 
Hard, Hella hits cleanup in 
support of their debut on 
Ipecac, There’s No 666 in 
Outer Space. Spencer Seim 
and Zach Hill have reworked 
Hella into a quintet behind 
the proggish vocals of Aaron 
Ross. Suicide veterans 
Six Parts Seven, now in 
their 12th year, debut more 
characteristically melodic 
instrumentals from their new Casually Smashed to Pieces. The Ohio band’s fourth release 
for the label is more minimally constructed than previous efforts but no less viscerally 
atmospheric. Chicago quintet Chin Up Chin Up has yet to find their position in the field as 
2006’s This Harness Can’t Ride Anything failed to rein in the somewhat sympathetic hype of 
their 2004 debut, but Jeremy Bolen’s staccatoed vocals show enough frenetic pop promise 
to produce a hit single if not a home run. Rookie sensation Page France may steal the 
show; the label’s 2006 reissue of Hello , Dear Wind was an enchanting folk-pop revelation. 
On this May’s Page France and the Family Telephone, Michael Nau pitches more wide-eyed, 
religiously tinged songs with a childlike earnestness and the off-kilter lilt of Jeff Mangum, 
while the vibrant arrangements and poetically allusive lyrics nod to heavy-hitters like Sufjan 
Stevens and Colin Meloy. Play ball! - Doug Freeman

Detroit guitarist Dennis Coffey 
practically made breakdancing possible by way of his ’71 hairy beast of 
a jam, “Scorpio.” And if Houston’s Archie Bell can’t get you moving to 
the walloping bassline of “Tighten Up,” then your ass needs to be sent 
straight back to ’68 for a proper retuning. Singer Harvey Scales can 
take it back as far as ’61, which was when he formed his Milwaukee- 
based funk outfit, the Seven Sounds. Rounding out the festivities, East 
Texan jewel Barbara Lynn and the Flaming Arrows Mardi Gras Indians 
join legendary zydeco guitarist Lil Buck. - Robert Gabriel

Now, mixed biting political commentary and musical muscle in a raucous rock & roll context with a songwrit- 
er’s heart. Rickie Lee Jones seems well-suited for the New West stable. Her career has veered from being a 
berated Joni Mitchell understudy who warbled “Chuck E’s in Love” on Saturday Night Live in the Seventies to 
the confident beat chanteuse who released the awe-inspiring The Sermon on Exposition Boulevard. It’s not a 
record for wimps and neither is Jones. - Margaret Moser 


POLYVINYL RECORDS 


8pm, Red 7 There’s this new game over at the Polyvinyl Records. 

It’s called, “Let’s pretend our coolest act didn’t really do an Outback 
Steakhouse jingle.” It’s okay, guys. There’s no shame in a band wanting 
to, you know, eat. The skinny kids with T-shirts twice as old as they are 
still find plenty hip about the Champaign, III., label’s roster. Start with the 
half-throwback, half-DIY of the M’s. Last year the Chicago band scored an 
opening slot for Wilco and had fan Jonathan Demme direct the video for 
“Future Women.” West Coast trio 31Knots was begotten by the love child 
of Ian MacKaye and Steve Howe, while lead nominee in the category of 
long-ass band names is Someone Still Loves You Boris Yeltsin. The 
Missouri quartet now aims to transform Internet fame into actual fame 
as the quaint familiarity of 2005’s Broom (think an Americana version of 
the Shins) earned them credibility across much of blogdom. For teenbeat- 
ers, it’s hard not to think of Mates of State when hearing Champaign’s 
Headlights. Last summer’s Kill Them With Kindness featured 50% more 
band members and about that much less screaming than the Mates. Also 
on the docket is Toronto’s Picastro (think Chan Marshall with a serious 
case of the emo downers) and Saturday Looks Good to Me, who slo- 
core through Detroit’s soul side of the street. - Michael Bertin

Young Mountain (Magic Bullet) 

San Marcos instrumental quartet This Will 
Destroy You might, but it won’t surprise you. Their 
self-pressed debut is immediately familiar, emo- 
tional, steady.

Dirt under the fingers, caking and cracking until it 
becomes blood. That’s the gist of “What Becomes 
an End,” the tempo-changing behemoth opening 
Kylesa’s second Prosthetic LP And when it sloooows 
down, the feeling’s so palpable that you’re afraid 
to look over your shoulder. The Savannah, Ga., 
quintet excels in sludge where others merely spin 
their wheels, interlocking atmosphere and dynamic, 
luring then attacking. “Hollow Severer” follows that pattern, guitar interlude 
tapping into psych roots. In terms of metal vocals, Kylesa lays off the unintel- 
ligible Cookie Monster screams, though it’s often hard to tell who’s screaming 
- guitarist Laura Pleasants or Phillip Cope. Double drums recall the tribal beats 
of Sepultura on “Intro” and “Outro,” and the double guitars recall Mastodon’s 
Remission on “Where the Horizon Unfolds” and “Ignoring Anger,” which certainly 
doesn’t, not with “dirt in my nails from digging my own grave.” (Friday, March

LOWER CLASS BRATS 

Loud and Out of Tune (TKO) 

This live CD/DVD combo from Austin’s Lower 
Class Brats is about as close as you can get to 
an all-ages hardcore show circa 1987 without leav- 
ing your living room.

Sporting a T-shirt-ready cover reminiscent of 
MDC’s Multi-Death Corporations, the Krum Bums’ 
first domestic album is 33 minutes of ear-splitting, 
lightning-fast hardcore filtered through the British 
steel lens of Iron Maiden and Motorhead. In a 
genre of minute delineations, their intensity is truly 
remarkable. From screech one of their introductory 
instrumental, the Austin quintet floors it on a one- 
way death race toward oblivion, showing no mercy for the wicked along the way. 
It’s tough to hear vocalist Dave Tejas screaming his way through plate-glass- 
smashing broadsides like “Disregarded Youth” without imagining him coughing 
up bloody bits of esophageal tissue. The aural necrosis continues on black- 
hearted anthems like “In Sickness” and “La Plaga.” Yet even as the Krum Bums 
spew forth demotivational gems like, “Torn from the motherfucking womb/One 
second closer to death/Sliding down the unforgiving razor of time,” their dystopi- 
an tribal thunder remains a life-affirming, gape-mouthed thrill to behold.

the Velvet Underground escorting the Bottle Rockets around lower Manhattan. Fraternal 
trio Amplified Heat is more Motorhead than Muddy Waters these days, but next month’s 
remastered self-titled 2003 EP tacks on two songs from the transitional days when most 
Austinites still knew them as Blues Condition. The Ortiz brothers recently wrapped the fol- 
low-up to 2004 LP In for Sin, due in August. Tia Carrera is a popular Austin stoner-rock 
tsunami whose trance-inducing three-headed improvisations alternately accent and obscure 
their instrumental virtuosity. Selected copies of this month’s self-titled EP come with a 
bonus 7-inch, featuring Tia’s first-ever recorded vocal track on a Lungfish cover. Arclight’s 
Austin neighbor and showcase partner, Australian Cattle God, takes things even further 
out to the fringe. With ex-members of beloved Austin bands Pocket FishRmen and Meat 
Purveyors, Cat Scientist folds harpsichord and indie rock into the delectable dance-pop of 
last year’s Cicada. Local avant collective Attack Formation are equally adept at channel- 
ing Devo, Fugazi, and Mad Professor, sometimes all at once; no telling where next month’s 
LP will land. ACG flagship band Gorch Fock closes out the night with foghorn blasts 
of trombone and wave upon wave of psychedelic vitriol, most recently heard on 2006’s 
Thrilller. The extra “L” is for loud. - Christopher Gray 




BLOODSHOT RECORDS 


8:30pm, Red Eyed Fly Bloodshot’s latest self-commemoration, last fall’s DVD compilation, 
Bloodied but Unbowed: Bloodshot Records 7 Life in the Trenches, offered footage chronicling the 
outfit’s 12-year battle as the definitive purveyors of “insurgent country.” Flanking alt. country 
standards with a raucous retro-punk attitude, Bloodshot’s company of twangers and hellbil- 
lies has always stood out from the rank and file. With recruits like Detroit femme-punks Gore 
Gore Girls (playing separately Saturday at the Continental Club), the label seems to be set- 
ting up camp on decidedly rockier terrain lately. Most explosive in the new arsenal are 10-year 
veterans of Rock City’s garage revival Detroit Cobras. Led by the leather-and-lace combina- 
tion of Rachel Nagy and Mary Ramirez, the Cobras are a greaser’s wet dream as they shoot 
scratchy riffs and dusky vocals through vintage R&B tunes on Tried and True, the group’s 
second Bloodshot effort. Yet another Detroit export, the Deadstring Brothers are still riding 
out last year’s Starving Winter Report, their excellent label debut of beer-soaked anthems tak- 
ing aim at the Rolling Stones’ best country-tinged moments. Less promising is the Silos’ first 
Bloodshot release, Come on Like the Fast Lane, which stalls on the road to the group’s 20th 
anniversary. Bookending the showcase are Jon Langford’s cow-punks the Waco Brothers, fill- 
ing their annual SXSW headlining slot, and steel-guitar maestro Jon Rauhouse, whose third 
solo disc, Steel Guitar Heart Attack, continues meshing country with Southwest Pacific tropical 
swing and again features cameos from Sally Timms, Kelly Hogan, Neko Case, and Calexico. 
Life in the trenches never sounded this damn good. - Doug Freeman 


CECI BASTIDA

& THE SWEET 
HEREAFTER 

Like , Love , Lust & the Open 
Halls of the Soul (Barsuk) 

Like , Love , Lust, her 
third album, finds Jesse 
Sykes recalling everyone 
from Natalie Maines to Grace Slick. There’s 
electric-guitar-driven alt. country, wispy psyche- 
delic folk, and singer-songwriter navel-gazing 
in Sykes’ sound, but it’s put across with an 
uncompromising frankness that’s fascinating. 

An important part of the album’s success is 
Sykes’ band, the Sweet Hereafter, particularly 
former Whiskeytown guitarist Phil Wandscher, 
who provides just the right amount of Crazy 
Horse crunch and David Gilmore atmospherics 
wherever necessary. The Seattleite’s lyrics are 
abundant with loneliness, but hope is never far 
away, even if only in the glimmer of the music. 
This is especially true on the ostensible title 
track, “LLL,” and the gorgeous slow build of 
“Station Grey.” Sykes’ voice has a rasp some 
might find off-putting, but she and her friends 
have crafted another set of songs that, as 
whole, are enrapturing.

Atlantic Records has a lot riding on Paolo 
Nutini, an estimated five albums and seven 
figures.

With an album titled You Are Beautiful at All Times in hand, Houston’s Yppah puts 
his own spin on instrumental hip-hop run through a strainer of electro hipster-rock tenden- 
cies. Tune’s quasi-futuristic theme further advances itself with opening sets from Montreal 
noodlers Plaster and Fort Lauderdale, Fla., smart-aleck rapper Bleubird.

As genu- 
ine a Texas rap CD as you’ll find, Ryno’s solo debut, They Call Me ' No (On the Line), reads 
like a novel written on the brink of drastic ingenuity. With roots in Lake Charles, La., Big Sid 
worked the mixtape circuit like hobos do freight trains to the point that Kiotti jumped on to 
invest in Sid’s forthcoming album, Straight Off the Porch (Young Ink). As Dok Holiday & Set 4 
Life portray the Texas landscape from the perspective of veterans in the game, Spark Dawg 
and Southbound represent for those young enough to have had the entirety of their hip-hop 
affinity dictated by the DJ Screw aesthetic. - Robert Gabriel

Others blown from Load’s loving black 
hole include Prurient, Pink & Brown, Six Finger Satellite, 
and Khanate.

Costumes, bright colors, tinnitus.” Now here comes 
Rusted Shut, led by the, uh, inimitable Don Walsh. For 
Flouston’s roving noise maniacs, clearing a room is a 
good thing. L.A.’s bizarre male/female Silver Daggers 
stab you in the ear and call it music. If there’s such thing 
as prog-wave, this is it. Monotract brings their Eighties 
Miami bass over Brooklyn’s graffiti bridge, fusing techno, 
experimental, and noisy thrash on their latest, Xprmntl 
Lvrs.

A January National Geographic TV special revisited an underreported Cold War struggle 
between Soviet and U.S. scientists rushing to perform head transplants. Russian Vladimir 
Demikhov, working in secret in the 1950s, grafted the head and upper body of a puppy onto 
the neck of a large mastiff (and both reportedly bemusedly tolerated the other for the four 
days that the "puppy" lived). American Robert White of Cleveland, Ohio, reportedly trans- 
planted a dog's brain into another dog's neck and noted which characteristics transferred 
with the brain (until the dog died days afterward). (When even limited word got out about 
White's 1970 rhesus monkey head transplant, the public outcry forced his lab to close.) 


LEAD STORY 

Mount Diablo High School (Concord, Calif.) 
students met in racial groups in February to 
prepare for upcoming statewide tests, to moti- 
vate them to improve their race’s “team” score 
from the year before. Principal Bev Hansen 
defended the strategy of dividing whites, 
blacks, Hispanics, and Asians, pointing out 
both its previous successes (increases of from 
46 points for whites to 80 points for Hispanics) 
and its ability to motivate by positive ethnicity 
(rather than allowing intergroup taunting over 
scores to fester). 

SWEET JUSTICE! 

• The Royal Bank of Scotland, like other banks 
in the UK, is widely criticized for charging 
onerous fees to customers who make mistakes 
on their account, such as overdrafts or late pay- 
ments (levying charges of many times the actu- 
al costs of handling the mistakes). Customer 
Declan Purcell of East London sued the bank 
over the excessive fees and won a default judg- 
ment when the bank failed to respond. Armed 
with a court order entitling him to the equiva- 
lent of $6,600, Purcell led bailiffs into a Royal 
Bank branch lobby in January to seize four 
computers, two fax machines, and cash. 

• Denver International Airport was reputed 
to be an “all-weather” facility that would 
operate seamlessly in a blizzard, but when it 
failed during the January snowstorms (closed 
for 45 hours), an embarrassed airport spokes- 
man, Chuck Cannon, admitted he’d like “to 
choke the person who came up with [the ‘all- 
weather’] term.” The Associated Press then 
discovered a 1992 interview with Cannon, 
bragging to reporters about his new “all- 
weather” airport. 

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

• The Money Drop: Germany saw a birth boom 
during the first days of the new year, attrib- 
uted mainly to the government’s child-bearing 
incentives (bonuses of up to the equivalent of 
$33,000, leading mothers to attempt to delay 
December delivery until the law kicked in 
on Jan. 1). Meanwhile, in the United States, 
according to a December New York Times fea- 
ture, an estimated 6% of the annual 70,000 
babies scheduled to be bom the first week of 
January were once again induced early, for late 
December delivery, to take advantage of tax 
breaks worth at least $4,000 per child. 


• On Feb. 10, at the luxurious Lebua hotel 
in Bangkok, organizers brought in six master 
chefs from around the world to prepare the 
most exquisite dinner they could imagine for 
the 40 specially invited international gourmets, 
who dropped in to dine for $25,000 a person. 
Among the fare: Perigord truffles, “tartare of 
Kobe beef with imperial Beluga caviar and 
Belon oysters,” creme bmlee of foie gras, 
and 10 of the best wines of the 20th century, 
including 1961 Chateau Palmer. 

• Zimbabwe’s almost comically sad hyperinfla- 
tion rate reached 1,593% in January (the dol- 
lars that bought a brick house with pool and 
tennis court in 1990 would today buy a single 
brick), but that did not stop President Robert 
Mugabe from ostentatiously celebrating his 83rd 


birthday on Feb. 24 at a party estimated to cost 
the equivalent of about $1.2 million. In early 
Febmary, the government attempted to halt 
inflation by passing a law declaring it illegal. 

RECURRING THEMES 

The U.S. Navy announced in February that 
it is planning to use 30 trained dolphins and 
sea lions for port security in Puget Sound near 
Seattle. Dolphins’ sonar ability makes them 
excellent at detecting swimmers, and they 
are being trained to signal via a beacon when 
encountering one. According to an Associated 
Press dispatch, sea lions can carry special cuffs 
in their mouths and are being trained to clamp 
the cuff around a swimmer’s leg. 


SCIENCE ON THE 
CUTTING EDGE 

• An international team of biblical scholars 
learned recently that the sect thought to have 
been responsible for the Dead Sea Scrolls 
(the Essenes) became extinct because they 
were too modest about their toilet habits. 
According to a November report in London’s 
Independent , the researchers found evidence of 
heavy fecal bacteria in a secluded area (which 
was also a graveyard) and deduced from the 
scrolls that the Essenes rejected defecating in 
the open (which would have allowed sunlight 
to kill the bacteria). 

CIVILIZATION IN DECLINE 

Tennessee’s death-row-execution procedures 
came under attack in February when critics 
realized they were a hodgepodge of lethal- 
injection rules intermingled with old electric- 
chair protocol. (Lethal injection thus now 
requires shaving an inmate’s head and having 
a fire extinguisher ready.) Also in February, 
at a hearing investigating Florida’s botched 
December execution of Angel Diaz, a special 
commission concluded that the executioner 
should have re-checked whether the IV line 
was in the vein, instead of (as he did) merely 
continuing to push the resisting chemicals 
into the arm. (The only formal qualification to 
be appointed a Florida executioner is to be at 
least 18 years old.) 

BRIGHT PEOPLE, 

DARK SIDES 

Dr. Hugh Tilson, 67, an award-winning pub- 
lic-health researcher at the University of North 
Carolina, was arrested in January in a men’s 
room at the Atlanta airport and charged with 
public indecency. Also in January, Lord Justice 
Richards, 56 (and one of Britain’s most senior 
judges), was arrested for allegedly exposing 
himself to a woman on a train. And in February, 
William French Anderson, a world-renowned 
geneticist, 70 (and runner-up as Time magazine 
Man of the Year in 1995), was sentenced in Los 
Angeles to 14 years in prison for molesting an 
employee’s daughter for four years beginning 
at age 10. Said Anderson, according to court 
records, “[S]omething in me was just evil.”

Little Graceland may be more than 1,000 miles from 
Memphis, Tenn., but at this shrine and museum in Los 
Fresnos, Texas, Elvis Presley is very much alive and is still 
the King. 

“When I retired in ’93, I decided I was going to do some- 
thing for Elvis. Something to keep his name and music 
going,” says Simon Vega, proprietor and curator of an 
extensive collection of Elvis memorabilia in the attic above 
his home. 

Vega’s interest in the King of rock & roll began around 
1955 when he purchased his first Elvis records. Three 
years later, as a draftee in basic training at Fort Hood, Vega 
recognized another draftee as the face on the album cov- 
ers. “I never really got to talk to him much at Fort Hood,” 
Vega says. “During basic training, you don’t have a lot of 
time for talking.” 

After their training, the recruits were separated into two 
groups. Half stayed in the States; Presley and Vega were 
shipped to Germany. Until Elvis moved off the base, he and 
Vega lived in the same barracks. “There were five or six of 
us that hung out together,” Vega says. “We all became pret- 
ty good friends.” 

The centerpiece of Vega’s collection of records and trin- 
kets with Elvis’ familiar portrait are several grainy, black- 
and-white photographs of the two smiling for the camera. “I 
would have to say that those are my most cherished pos- 
sessions,” Vega says. “They’re priceless.” 

A few months before Elvis, Vega, and their other pals were 
about to be discharged, Vega says Presley offered him a job. 
“I had a new wife at home and just didn’t see how I could 
support her by being a roadie for Elvis,” Vega says. Two of 
Elvis’ Army buddies, Charlie Hodges and Joe Esposito, were 
at Graceland when he died on Aug. 16, 1977. 

After the Army, Vega returned to Texas, got a college edu- 
cation on the Gl Bill, and settled down to teaching school 
and raising a family. When Elvis died, Vega says he was 
devastated. That’s when he began collecting anything with a 
connection to his friend. 

Vega doesn’t have any idea of how many pieces of Elvis 
memorabilia he has displayed in the glass cases that line 
the walls, but it must be a thousand or more. He has a bot- 
tle of “Love Me Tender” shampoo, Elvis key chains, playing 
cards, dolls, pocketknives, neckties, and a complete set of 
Elvis Presley collector plates. 



As the collection grew, word of Little Graceland spread 
across the nation. Vacationers and winter Texans heading 
down the speed-trap-lined highway to South Padre Island 
were enticed to stop by the replica of the gates of 
Graceland in front of Vega’s house. 

To Vega, there was no other entertainer like Elvis. He 
exuded charisma on his records, and to meet him in per- 
son, you could feel the electricity of his personality. “Once 
you got to know him, Elvis was a really good guy, but he 
was never an ordinary guy,” Vega says. “Elvis liked to see 
people happy. That’s part of why he sang and entertained 
the people.” 

Nine months older than Elvis, Vega is still a fireplug of a 
man at 72, although he has had heart and hip problems 
that have slowed him down. He estimates that an average 
of 50 visitors stop by his museum every week. “From the 
oldest to youngest,” Vega says, “everybody still knows who 
Elvis was.” 

Soon after Vega retired from the school system, he 
began holding festivals on the weekends closest to the 
anniversaries of Elvis’ birth (Jan. 8) and death (Aug. 16). It 
was about this time that he met Danny Lee, a young Elvis 
impersonator from Corpus Christi. The two, along with the 
help of the city, have ratcheted up the festivals every year 
since they began. “It’s not a competition,” Vega says of the 
Elvis tribute festival. “It’s just good fun, and that’s what 
Elvis would have wanted.” 

Little Graceland is on the western edge of Los Fresnos 
on TX 100. Vega opens Wednesday through Sunday from 
9am to 5pm when he’s in town. To make an appointment, 
call him at 956/233-5482.

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Roller Derby Invades SXSW 


Video killed the radio star, but television 
revived the Roller Derby. A much-blathered- 
about contact sport, today associated with 
tough girls, tattoos, and tantrums, the 
Roller Derby owns a tortuous history, which 
begins in the Thirties, when film publicist 
Leo Seltzer was hard up for a new pas- 
time to broadcast. With dance marathons 
and walkathons rolling into the boredom 
gutter, Seltzer seized upon the emerging 
roller-skating fad and dreamed up cross- 
country roller-skating racing. Decades later, 
the popularity for the sport oscillated, as 
it slowly transitioned from a professional, 
male-dominated 
sport to a pre- 
dominately ama- 
teur, grassroots, 
and all-female 
fringe sport. 

The Roller 
Derby came 
back in vogue in 
part due to the 
national atten- 
tion Rollergirls 
received, the 
short-lasting A&E 
reality-TV series 
that depicted 
the lives of the 
skaters in one of 
Austin’s two Roller 
Derby leagues, 
the Lonestar 
Rollergirls, who play on a banked track. By 
mid-August 2006, there were more than 135 
Roller Derby leagues nationwide - compared 
to 50 in 2005 - who were inspired and 
assisted by Austin’s two trailblazing leagues. 
The Lonestar Rollergirls and Austin’s other 
league, the Texas Rollergirls, who lap 
one another on a flat track the first Sunday 
of every month, command a large, motley 
crowd every bout. Both leagues are managed 
and owned by the skaters and consist of 
strong, talented women eager to win, some- 
times eager to fight, but always playing with 
respect and amiability. 


Despite the surplus of entertainment 
available this weekend, out-of-towners and 
residents should not miss the Lonestar 
Rollegirls’ rollicking bout with Arizona’s 
Renegade Rollergirls, Thursday, March 
15. On Sunday, March 18, the Lonestar 
Rollergirls resume their regular schedule 
when the Cherry Bombs will try to block 
and lap the panties off of the Holy Rollers, 
as they compete for the 2007 Calvello Cup 
Championship, coming up June 23.

The Lien King

A young prince, blaming himself for the death of his father, abandons 
his homeland and royal birthright. In truth, however, the boy’s uncle cov- 
eted the crown and murdered his brother for it. To rid himself of a rival, 
the villain convinces his nephew that the boy himself was responsible 
and should leave home forever. Years later, the prince, now grown to 
manhood, learns that his uncle has ruled the land into ruin and returns 
there to challenge the murderous deceiver and restore order. 

Stripped of its cuddly anthropomorphism, studio script beats, pop- 
culture in-jokes, and Elton John-Tim Rice songs (not to mention that 
trademark Disney sheen), The Lion King sounds a whole lot like a 
good, old-fashioned myth, the kind of tale that traffics in archetypes 
and primal human experiences and that’s been striking chords in 
people of all cultures since we first began huddling around campfires 
together. And watching the stage adaptation of the 1994 animated 
feature, it feels like director Julie Taymor was determined to treat the 
story like a true myth, one passed down through the generations of 
a particular culture rather than the concoction of a 
few screenwriters in Hollywood some 15 years ago. 

In bringing the work to the stage, she infused every 
aspect of it with the looks and sounds of Africa, from 
the color palette, suggestive of sun-kissed savan- 
nahs, dusty velds, and the hides of native animals, 
to the elaborate geometric patterns and beadwork 
adorning the fabrics that seem straight from an 
African market; from the use of masks and their dis- 
tinctive stylized designs, recalling rituals as old as the 
continent itself, to the authentic chants and music 
by South African composer and vocalist Lebo M and the exhilarating 
group choreography of Garth Fagan that feel as if they were drawn 
from some traditional communal ceremony. And by employing so 
many of theatre’s oldest techniques in the telling of the tale - masks, 
shadow puppets, Bunraku puppetry - Taymor immersed the story 
(and, ultimately, us) more deeply in that sense of ancient tradition. 
Here, we feel about as close to a legend of old Africa as one can 
while watching a big-budget Broadway musical. 

And make no mistake, The Lion King is a big-budget Broadway 
musical - among the biggest, utilizing state-of-the-art technology 
and made possible only by the tremendous resources of a most 
commerce-savvy multinational corporation. That can be seen not 
only in the designs of the comic characters, which duplicate their 
appearance in the cartoon, but in the performances of them, which 
hew closely to the vocal work for those creatures in the film. It’s a 
packaging move, guaranteeing the movie experience in the play, and 
it reminds you that, all the creativity onstage notwithstanding, this 
show is very much a Disney product. Still, despite the constraints of 
having to base one’s performance on Rowan Atkinson’s or Nathan 
Lane’s, as Timothy McGeever and Damian Baldet must here, the 
actors make their characterizations feel delightfully fresh; McGeever’s 



Zazu is one sly old bird, at once harrumphingly stuffy and witheringly 
droll, and Baldet’s Timon is a classic wise guy: driven by self-interest, 
given to plain talk, and able to size up any situation in a smartass 
one-liner. And the fact that these two actors create such full charac- 
ters while manipulating complex puppet armatures makes their work 
all the more impressive. 

The same may be said of the company as a whole: No matter how 
complicated their task, be it walking on stilts as a life-sized giraffe or 
dancing in a pride of lionesses or providing percussion on the sides 
of the stage, the performers accomplish it with skill and with a full- 
ness of spirit that makes every performance feel as if it might be 
the first. Wallace Smith brings enough energy to the grown Simba to 
light the whole show, and as the grown Nala, Ta’Rea Campbell fills 
“Shadowland” with such urgency as to make it a potent dramatic 
statement as well as a lovely ballad. Powered by this kind of work 
on top of Taymor’s visionary interpretation, the show soars on an 
uplifting freshness. From the moment Gugwana Dlamini, as Rafiki, 
brightly belts out Tsidii Le Loka’s chant, calling forth that spectacular 
promenade of creatures about which so much has been written, this 
production of The Lion King brings us charmingly, thrillingly, into its 
“Circle of Life.” - Robert Faires

More 
than 200 artists contribute drawings to this Erik Foss and Curse 
Mackey curated show that originated at Fuse Gallery in New York. 
Austin hosts the second iteration of what will be a worldwide tour - 
London, Tokyo, Moscow, and beyond - with local artists invited to the 
exhibit along the way. Even with all of the elements of an alternative 
scene, there is something a little different about this Lombardi show. 

New York is cosmopolitan, and Austin is peppered throughout the 
show, making the variety of drawings collected here diverse. Foss 
and Mackey pull from illustration, graffiti, skateboarding, and other 
genres of creativity for their tribute to drawing. Foss 
describes drawing as the “architecture of creation” 
and the “blueprint of life,” while Mackey exclaims that 
without drawing, you have nothing. The works reflect 
these ideas. 

Stereotypically, the different artists make marks in 
similar modes. Designers usually render convincingly 
voluminous forms, whether realistic or caricatures, 
while illustrators easily imbue imagery with narratives. 
Tattoo and graffiti artists tend to do well with patterns 
and designs in stark graphics or soft gradations. Then you have fine 
artists utilizing certain techniques, such as childlike scribble draw- 
ings, to challenge our notions of art and drawing. 


All of these manifestations reveal a shared component. Although 
not simplistic, they are building blocks of creativity. In the sketches 
and studies, it is easy to see the investigation; in the finely shaded 
portraits, not so much. Throughout the gallery, you can find mark- 
making or composing of elements demarcating the structure upon 
which the rest of the drawing emerges. It sounds cold and mathemat- 
ical, but it’s the solid foundation that allows for the vivid departure of 
the differing styles. They’re cool. 

These are not pretentious hipster drawings by college students 
attempting to present themselves as naive or sincere. They may 
not be groundbreaking in form or style, but these are the real thing. 
Plus, they are shown with great care and honor - a respect similar 
to that Christina Hiett exhibited in her “Celebrated Skin” show at the 
Dougherty Arts Center back in November. Another New York-initiated 
group show about the alternative scene, “Radical New York,” which 
showed earlier in the winter at the Austin Museum of Art, was curat- 
ed by Carlo McCormick, a friend and mentor to Erik Foss. You can 
sense McCormick’s influence in both the presentations and excite- 
ment of the works here. 

Sometimes it is easy to forget that Austin is an alternative haven 
to the conformity, trend-chasing, and popularity contests of larger 
urban cities. Even with the influx of new residents, Austin is still 
weird. (Just don’t “keep” it weird.) “Draw” looks like another regular 
Gallery Lombardi show. Thanks to the celebrities of all of the differ- 
ent subcultures included with lesser-known artists, it feels like more. 
That’s a great way for Lombardi to inaugurate the new space, with 
one foot in familiar territory and the other stepping forward.

Roberto Ainslie has just opened 1906 Gallery, a new space for 
visual arts and, in doing so, has added another laurel of glory to the 
burgeoning Eastside scene and has made me think of how coffee 
tastes after you’ve held it in your mouth, cold, a whole minute. The 
latter is because I first saw the artwork of Christa Palazzolo, the 

artist whose solo show inaugurates the meager but 
ambitious gallery, in Quack’s 43rd Street Bakery in 
Hyde Park about three years ago. And when I saw 
those works - portraits and figurative studies - they 
were so far beyond what normally passes for cof- 
feehouse exhibition fare that I was stunned. And so, 
forgot, for about a minute of enraptured staring, to 
swallow what I’d just swigged. By then the coffee was 
cold, but my visual cortex was warming toward com- 
bustion, sparked by the walls’ displayed wonders. 
About a year later, UT’s Creative Research Lab 
included a new Palazzolo piece in its “Grid” show. It was titled Talking 
Heads, and it was a series of eight portraits of historical women 
(Amelia Earhart, Harriet Tubman, Joan of Arc, and others) all glammed 
up as if for a modern-day fashion shoot, the images rendered with 
a layering process involving acrylic latex, spray paint, and oil paint. 
Together, these portraits formed a single 4-foot-by-8-foot work of the- 
matic and visual interrelationships that exercised several lobes of the 
viewer’s brain at once. 

And now here’s 1906 and Palazzolo’s first solo show. The artist 
no longer lives in Austin, having absconded to the Big Apple a year 
ago, but the relocation hasn’t dampened her ability or industry in 
the least. If anything, Palazzolo’s further urbanization seems to have 
had a deepening effect on her work, allowing her to better illuminate 
the subjects she’s chosen to capture: the colors more subdued, the 
execution more studied. This exhibition’s called “City Folk,” and that’s 
just who it depicts in several 3-foot-by-4-foot oil portraits of formal 
composition and unerring accuracy, just as plain and as beautiful as 
they are, without any Talking Heads - style supravisual commentary. 




You can go to this show as an artist yourself, as someone strug- 
gling to master portraiture and lifelike depiction, and See How It’s 
Done Well. You can go as someone who wonders what worth such 
painting might have in this age of instant digital photography and 
Photoshop wizardy; you’ll stand in the middle of the small main room 
of 1906, drink in what the artist has taken much time and effort to 
accomplish, and you’ll wonder no more. You can go as someone who 
wishes they’d been around at the start of Chuck Close’s career and 
so could say, “I knew him way back when”; because, just from the 
evidence presented so far, in considering the obvious technical skills 
and the thinking person’s whimsy those skills are sometimes in con- 
cert with, I’m suggesting the trajectory of Palazzolo’s career won’t be 
terribly dissimilar. 

As for now, what good fortune for 1906, what good fortune for 
Austin, to have work of this caliber on display. - Wayne Alan Brenner

New Reviews 

BEHIND THE MASK: THE RISE OF 
LESLIE VERNON 

D: Scott Glosserman ; with Nathan Baesel , Angela

(NR, 92 min.) 

A wickedly entertaining postmodern take 
on the hallowed, Eighties-era slasher flicks 
peculiar to American cinemas, Behind the 
Mask is a faux documentary centered on 
the title character, played to the blood- 
flecked hilt of his rusty, old hand scythe by 
Baesel. Set in a contemporary world where 
hometown maniacs like Michael Myers, 
Freddy Krueger, and Jason Voorhees are 
very much alive, or dead, or undead (and if 
those names don’t ring a funereal bell in 
your head, this likely isn’t the mockumen- 
tary for you), Behind the Mask (which had 
its world premiere at SXSW 2006) uses 
the increasingly familiar trope of a docu- 
mentary camera crew that follows the titu- 
lar character throughout his preparations 
for his debut killing spree, allowing us 
entree into the inner workings of the alleg- 
edly supernatural serial killer’s mind, moti- 
vation, and technique. The latter comes up 
for some serious skewering: As Baesel 
plays him, the ingratiating proto-slasher 
Leslie Vernon resembles nothing so much 
as a giddy, witty, cardio-pumped theatre 
nerd with a pocketful of doom in lieu of 
the usual, you know, stardust. (Even his 
regulation spooky mask resembles a 
Cabbage Patch version of the theatre’s 
iconic inverted smile of Tragedy.) With an 
equally game grad-student journalist 
(Goethals) and her sound and camera crew 
in tow, Vernon enthuses over his chosen 
virginal victim (Carlson) and demonstrates 
the mountains of preplanning that go into 
forcing hormone-crazed teens to make all 
those seemingly natural (if ultimately fool- 
hardy) choices, such as going into pitch- 
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black basements or using second-story 
windows as horror house exits. Director 
Glosserman, working from a script co-writ- 
ten with David J. Stieve, occasionally hits 
heights of satiric brilliance even 
Christopher Guest might envy, as in one 
early sequence that has the oddly endear- 
ing madman stalking his quarry in an 
appropriately gloomy library (“Look at him 
go!” enthuses an awestruck cameraman. 
“He’s like a little monkey!”) For all its post- 
modern theorizing, genre fans will recall 
that similar feats have been done before, 
and better - specifically in Dutch filmmak- 
ers Remy Belvaux and Andre Bonzel’s 
1992 film, Man Bites Dog, which, while 
less polished (suitably so) than Behind 
the Mask, effectively presaged everything 
from the astonishing popularity of what 
what we now call “reality television” to 
the whole meta-pomo-pop-culture mind- 
fuck that’s currently doing double duty 
as both American reality and its televised 
mirror shade. The post-post-postmodern 
ur-gag behind Behind the Mask is that 
Leslie Vernon, psychopath, isn’t even a 
genuine person within this fictional world. 
He’s actually an egotistic preener originally 
hailing from Reno, Nev. (which, if you’ve 
been to that now-official methamphetamine 
capital of North America, doesn’t seem 
like much of a stretch at all). It’s a smart 
gag in an even smarter movie, a poke in 
the eye of genre convention with a flensing 
blade and a disarmingly charming razor- 
blade grin. - Marc Savlov

THE ITALIAN 

D: Andrei Kravchuk; with Kolya Spiridonov, Denis

min., subtitled) 

For 6-year-old Vanya, life is about to 
change drastically. So far, the only world he 
has known is the inside of a dilapidated, 
state-run Russian orphanage, where he has 
lived most of his life. But an Italian couple’s 
decision to adopt him holds a future for 
Vanya that few in his situation will ever see. 
While the other children in the orphanage 
envy him, Vanya is deeply troubled by the 
prospect of being taken to live in a foreign 
country thousands of miles away before 
knowing the identity of his birth mother and 
whether she might want him back. That is 
the heartbreaking scenario of The Italian, 
the Russian entry in last year’s competition 
for the Best Foreign Language Film Oscar. 
Often as bleak in its perspective as the win- 
try landscapes in which it takes place, The 
Italian is a variation of sorts on Oliver Twist, 


in which innocence and hope struggle to 
maintain an existence in a cold, hard world. 
Unlike Dickens’ famous orphan, however, 
little Vanya isn’t a passive pawn whose fate 
is outside his control; he is determined to 
make his own destiny rather than allow it to 
play into the hands of others. Spiridonov’s 
wide-eyed performance effortlessly captures 
both the helplessness and the strength 
of this little fellow - you can’t help but 
fall in love with the kid. Though the film’s 
screenplay is set up to follow through on 
Vanya’s quest to find his mother, The Italian 
loses some of its intensity once it leaves 
the claustrophobic confines of the orphan- 
age and takes Vanya on a journey into his 
past. The narrative lags (and gets a little 
sloppy at times), with everything becoming 
more and more focused on whether mother 
and son will be reunited. Without giving the 
ending of the film away, however, it must 
be said that the manner in which director 
Kravchuk resolves things is disappointing, 
to say the least. (Indeed, some viewers may 
not even be sure what happened.) Why go 
to such trouble to build up the against-all- 
odds storyline, only to resolve it in such a 
vague, truncated way? Other than the unsat- 
isfactory ending, however, there’s much 
that is commendable in the The Italian, 
not the least of which are its social criti- 
cisms of the buying and selling of children 
through the adoption businesses currently 
thriving in Russia and neighboring eastern 
European countries. In some respects, 
unfortunately, not much has changed since 
the world was introduced to little Oliver 
Twist nearly two centuries ago. - Steve Davis

MAXED OUT 

D: James D. Scurlock. (NR, 90 min.) 

To the list of great and terrifying movie 
monsters - from King Kong 1933 to 
King Kong 2005 - we can now add the 
multiheaded hydra of the credit industry, 
the most horrible beast of them all. With 
tentacles that stretch from the trailers of 
small-town America all the way to the White 
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House and overseas to Iraq, this sinister 
creature has a seemingly unquenchable 
thirst for destruction and human misery. 

Run for your lives! Unlike Hollywood’s fic- 
tional creations, this particular menace isn’t 
interested in our brains or our skyscrap- 
ers; it’s after our wallets, and its insatiable 
appetite is sending our federal government 
crashing toward financial insolvency and 
condemning the rest of us to long lives of 
high interest rates, hidden fees, and late- 
night harassment from debt collectors. 

(We’d be better off getting eaten alive by 
huge fire-breathing lizards.) Like any good 
populist, Scurlock sees the credit system 
in America as one designed to pad the 
pockets of the rich and powerful while 
sucking the life out of decent, hard-working 
folks who’ve been unlucky enough to fall 
for the gilded promises of the credit-card 
companies, banks, and loan houses. Being 
in debt doesn’t mean you’re irresponsible, 
their slithery argument goes, or that you’re a 
failure. In fact, in a country where the least 
financially stable among us are the most 
profitable customers the credit companies 
have, you’re doing your civic duty by missing 
payments and spending money that isn’t 
yours. It’s your debt, they proudly proclaim, 
that greases the wheels of our great econo- 
my and keeps America moving. Like Michael 
Moore and Morgan Spurlock ( Super Size Me) 
before him, Scurlock sets his sights on vast 
money-motivated conspiracies and doesn’t 
rest until he finds them. He doesn’t have 
to look far, what with George Bush nominat- 
ing the former chairman of a credit-card 
issuer that was found guilty of defrauding 
its customers to a post as the new “corpo- 
rate cleanup czar” and MBNA (“the world’s 
largest independent credit-card issuer” and 
Bush’s No. 1 campaign contributor) writing 
our anti-bankruptcy legislation. If Scurlock 
stopped there, his movie (which had its 
world premiere at SXSW 2006) would be 
merely fun and fascinating in the way all 
big-government/big-business conspiracies 
are. But he also takes us inside the lives 
of some of the casualties of this national 
mess, most of them decent enough people 
from small towns and cities who never 
dreamed when they signed up for those 
credit cards at the grocery store or on their 
college campus that their signatures would 
result in bankruptcy, homelessness, divorce, 
and even death. Hide the children; the 
beast is at the door. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE ULTIMATE GIFT

This oversenti mental bit of storytelling 
is the newest effort from Fox Faith, whose 
distribution includes The Last Sin Eater and 
several upcoming titles aimed at banking off 
the evangelical Christian audience. Because 
a movie is “Christian,” does that mean it 
has to be lame? According to Fox Faith, 
the answer is yes. With all due respect, 
Christians are not sappy idiots. Tarkovsky 
was a Christian, and his movies are challeng- 
ing, disturbing, and provocative. Dostoyevsky 
was a Christian, and his writing is heart- 
wrenching, aggressive, and life-changing. So 
despite the undeniable truth that Christians 
have some powerful storytellers in their 
past, these days “Christian film” generally 
translates to safe and saccharine sweet. 
Jason (Fuller, from TV’s Charmed ) is an over- 
the-top trust-fund kid. Self-centered, angry, 
and hedonistic, the death of his billionaire 
grandfather, Red (Garner), does nothing to 
improve Jason’s attitude. For some heavily 
weighted and soon-to-be-determined reason, 
Jason hates Red but agrees to the series 
of “gifts” that the dead man dictates via a 
pre-recording and which will all lead up to 
the unnamed “ultimate gift.” The gifts incor- 
porate such gems as work, friends, or money 
and involve tasks that Jason must perform, 
including a month of manual labor or secur- 
ing one true friend. After Jason is rendered 
homeless and stripped of his credit cards, 
friends, and family connections, he’s forced 
to do what we’ve all been waiting for since 
the first frame of the film: learn some les- 
sons the hard way. What ensues is a series 
of getting-things-done montages and a cou- 
ple of moments that are vaguely endearing 
if you close one eye and pretend it isn’t all 
too terribly predictable. Playing Jason’s love

So it is with Charlotte’s 
Web, E.B. White’s brilliantly told tale of a runty 
pig named Wilbur (voiced by Kay) and his spicier 
friend and savior, Charlotte (voiced by Roberts). 
Updated only slightly to accommodate the sensibili- 
ties of today’s kids, with their affection for digitally 
enhanced creatures and wisecracking sidekicks, 
this new version manages to lose very little of the 
sentimental sweetness and plainspoken nobility of 
the original. In fact, for modern-day kids fare, it’s a 
remarkably temperate and quiet movie: Bathroom 
humor is kept to a minimum, Templeton the scav- 
enging rat (voiced by Buscemi) never once breaks 
into song, and there isn’t a single pop-culture refer- 
ence in the entire film.

LANDLORD'S PERSPECTIVE 
ON TENANT DISPUTES 

The Common Law regularly addresses landlord/tenant 
issues from the tenant’s perspective. Over the next two 
weeks, the Common Law will address some basic rental 
dispute issues as raised by landlords. 

Can I change the door locks on the property if the 
tenant has not paid rent? 

Yes. The Texas Property Code (Section 92.0081) 
allows a landlord to change the door locks of a tenant 
who is delinquent in rent. It is important to under- 
stand, however, that Texas law sets out very specific 
requirements that must be followed by a landlord 
when locking out a tenant. 

For example, if the landlord changes the door 
locks on a tenant delinquent in paying rent, the 
landlord must place a written notice on the tenant’s 
door. The notice must state the amount of rent and 
other charges for which the tenant is delinquent. The 
notice must also state an on-site location where the 
tenant may go 24 hours a day to obtain the new key 
or a telephone number that is answered 24 hours a 
day, which the tenant may call to have a key delivered 
within two hours of calling the number. 

That’s right landlords: Even if you lock out your 
tenant for not paying rent, Texas law requires that you 
give the tenant the new key upon request. The new 
key must be provided without regard to whether the 
tenant pays the delinquent rent. 

Why bother changing the locks at all, you ask? 
Many landlords will change the locks when the 
tenant is nonresponsive to requests to pay the rent 
because, by changing the locks, the tenant has to 
make contact with the landlord in order to gain entry 
into the rented premises. In short, changing the locks 
forces the tenant to communicate with the landlord 
before reentering the property. 

Be sure to read Texas Property Code Chapter 92 
(Section 92.0081) if you are a landlord who is giving con- 
sideration to locking out a tenant. In the interim, if you are 
a landlord and have similar questions, be sure to submit 
them for possible future “Common Law” columns.

AN IDLE COMPRESSOR

Dear Tom and Ray : 

I am an 18 -year-old guy, so naturally 
I am trying to get as much performance 
out of my car as possible. I recently devel- 
oped the bright idea of bypassing the air 
conditioner’s compressor with a shorter 
belt - just for the winter (I couldn’t do 
without AC in the summer). I thought it 
would give me a little more power. Now, 
my old man says that if the compressor 
isn’t turning, it might cause problems 
when I hook it back up again. Is this 
true, or is he just afraid that more power 
means more speeding tickets? -Ryan 

RAY: Both, Ryan. If it’s an old com- 
pressor and you let it sit idle all winter, 
you take several risks. First, the seals 
and gaskets can dry out and crack 
because they wont get lubricated. 

TOM: And worse, the whole unit 
could simply seize up due to lack of 
use. So we don’t advise this route. 

RAY: Plus, you won’t increase your 
power. On every modern car, the 
engine-management computer auto- 
matically shuts off the air conditioner 
when you call for maximum power 
from the engine. If you were to step 
on the gas to accelerate onto a high- 
way, for example, the air conditioner 
would automatically be cut off during 
that acceleration anyway. So you’re 
not gaining anything. 

TOM: And you do need the air con- 
ditioner in the winter. It’s not there just 
to cool the cabin. It also removes mois- 
ture from the cabin air, and it’s crucial 
in defogging your windshield. So in 
addition to not gaining any power, you 
won’t be able to see, either. 

RAY: It’s not speeding tickets your 
father is worried about, Ryan, it’s hos- 
pital bills. Listen to the man.

You 
should make an effort to fuck the drummer in every one of them. 
You may have to do a little switch hitting, but this is the third mil- 
lennium, and in these modem times you shouldn’t let something 
as trivial as gender get between you and your goals. If you thought 
you might try to play it a little less crass and just “sleep with” all 
those dmmmers, forget it. Sleep is time consuming. You have to 
spoon and fidget and fluff . . . your pillow, and inevitably one of 
you (probably the one with the deviated septum who just knocked 
back the better part of the case of Miller Lite that was provided 
gratis to the band) will snore. Reality check. If you’re going to 
bang 1500 dmmmers, you’re going to have to get busy Consider 
the logistics: Even at a generous 3.5 minutes per dmmmer, you’re 
looking at more than 87 hours of coitus. That’s an ambitious goal 
even for a pro like Jenna Jameson, Ron Jeremy, or Paris Hilton, 
and even then they would probably require the services of a well- 
trained NASCAR lube crew between shaggings. You’re also going 
to need to factor in at least a limited (they’re dmmmers after all) 
amount of foreplay. Maybe a few minutes of slap and tickle before 
you latch the door to the toilet stall or slide the van door closed. 
What? You thought you had time to take the elevator up to the 
hotel room? The one with the single bed that the band has been 
sharing with a scruffy retinue of groupies, dmg dealers, and shirt- 
less frat boys from Wisconsin? Think again. Do the math. Foreplay 
+ drive to the hotel + elevator fluff session (different type of 
pillow) + a few minutes of rug-burned ecstasy dead singer gets 
the bed) = 25 minutes, minimum. At that leisurely pace, 1500 
dmmmers would take you more than 26 days, maybe 30 if the 
bass player smoked a joint before the gig. That’s a whole month. 
For some of these bands, 30 days might be their entire career arc. 
You’ve got to get ‘em while they’re hot, otherwise you might as 
well wait a week and work your way through 1500 Thundercloud 
employees. Same tattoos and piercings but at least they have jobs. 
Or, maybe instead of opening your legs you could just open your 
ears, relax, and get blown away by some of the best new music 
the world has to offer. If you don’t have a badge or a wristband, 
don’t sweat it, just cruise over to Auditorium Shores for SXSW’s 
Dew Music Festival. Saturday’s Dewings go on all day starting at 
1 lam with the sweet sounds of the Palm School Choir and ending 
with metal monsters Mastodon. Scattered in between are other 
great bands like the Jellydots, Priestess, Riverboat Gamblers, and 
Against Me! That’s still plenty of dmmmers, and you may not even 


need a lube crew.
